Radar signs sought 
on Old McHenry Rd, 


The Village of Wheeling, unable to ob- 


tain further reductions in the speed limit 
on Old McHenry Road, wants to post ra- 
dar-warning signs on the road to encour- 
age drivers to slow down. 


Village Pros. Ted C. Scanlon said the 


police department has radar cars on the 
road regularly to enforce the present SO 
m p h. speed limit. 


Village trustees this week agreed to 


ask the state for permission to post the 
radar signs, saying the warning would 
make motorists more conscious of the 
speed limit. 


THE ACTION WAS taken after Cynthia 


L. Fredcrlckson, chairwoman of a 
citizens' group, asked the village board 
to take additional measures to help slow 
down traffic on the road. 


The group, Citizens of Old McHenry 


Road Proposing Slaughter Elimination 
(CORPSE), has been working to get the 
speed limit reduced to 40 m.p.h. Mem- 
bers of the group say the present speed 
limit and lack of traffic signals contri- 
butes to the high number of accidents. 


In a letter to the board, Mrs. Fred- 


rickson said, "Cars are allowed to travel 
at an unsafe speed along this road, mak- 
ing it difficult and sometimes fatal for 
residents to attempt to enter or leave 
their housing developments, apartments 
or single-dwelling homes." 


Last summer the state lowered the 


speed limit from 65 m.p.h., but CORPSE 
members say the reduction is in- 
sufficient. They said recent development 
of the area makes a lower speed limit 
necessary. 


Village to sell big bus, 
replace it with smaller 


Wheeling officials have decided to sell 


the village's 56-seat bus and replace it 
with a smaller vehicle that would seat 23 
to 36 passengers. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt suggested 


the action lost week, saying the large 
bus is rarely filled to capacity and Is not 
as economical as smaller buses. He also 
said it is difficult to get ports for the 
largo bus. 


The village board has directed the vil- 


lage staff to check into the possibility of 
renting smaller buses. Smaller vehldes 
may met the village's needs, board 
members said. 


The village plans to contact Hausman 


Bu» Soles, Chicago, about selling the 
largo bus. The village paid the firm 


$10,411 for the bus in 1972 and could get 
$3,811 back if it is in good condition. 


PASSOLT SAID THE village will ob- 


tain a smaller bus before selling the 
large vehicle. He said the village plans 
to continue Its present service. 


At present, the village has two buses 


that operate within its corporate limits. 
The large bus follows a designated route 
and schedule and a smaller shuttle bus 
has no schedule. 


Village bus service lost (28,400 in 1973 


and officials said the,deficit probably 
will be greater this year. The Illinois De- 
partment of Transportation recently 
awarded Wheeling an $18,329 grant to 
help reduce the defidt 


Village offidab said they hope Wheel- 


Ing will obtain additional state and feder- 
al transportation subsidies in the future. 


STATE OFFICIALS have said however, 
recent speed surveys do not warrant fur- 
ther speed limit reduction. 


Roy Fonda, north area traffic engineer 


for the Illinois Dept. of Transportation, 
said the state will continue to conduct 
speed surveys on the road at least once 
each month to determine if the speed 
limit should be lowered. The surveys are 
done on McHenry Road from Dundee 
Road to the Village of Long Grove. 


Speed limits are set by the state ac- 


cording to the speed that most drivers 
travel. The number of driveways and the 
amount of pedestrian traffic and parking 
also are considered. 


Mrs. Frederlckson told the village 


board her group will continue to suggest 
ideas on reducing the speed of cars trav- 
eling on the road. "I think the posting of 
radar-warning signs maybe will slow 
down traffic and when the next traffic 
survey is conducted the state may be 
able to reduce the speed limit 5 or 10 
m.p.h,," she said. 


CORPSE MEMBERS have been dis- 


tributing bumper stickers asking drivers 
to travel at 40 m.p h. on Old McHenry 
Road. The group hopes that the volun- 
tary speed reduction will show up on 
speed surveys. 


Fonda said further speed limit reduc- 


tions probably will come about only if 
speed surveys show that 85 per cent of 
the motorists are traveling below the 
posted limit. 


CORPSE members recently posted 


signs on McHenry Road asking motorists 
to reduce voluntarily their speeds, but 
the signs were removed apparently be- 
cause they were too dose to the road. 


As a result of the surveys, the state 


plans to Install traffic signals at two lo- 
cations along McHenry Road within the 
next year. The first signal will be placed 
at Arlington Heights Road and the sec- 
ond at Elmhurst Road, 
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Airport dispute on plan agenda 
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The Wheeling Plan Commission will 


meet tonight with George Prlester, own- 
er of Palwaukee Airport, to discuss the 
ongoing dispute over airport safety and 
the possible annexation of the facility by 
the village. 


Several members of the plan commis- 


sion expressed interest several weeks 
ago In annexing the airport and asked 
the village board to authorize the meet- 
ing. 


Shortly before the request was made, 


the village board directed the village at- 
torney to file for a rehearing of the case 
against Palwaukee Airport The court 
recently upheld a decision of a lower 
court that the village and Cook County 
nave no jurisdiction over operations at 
too airport.

nlTnkm requested that a 


moratorium be called on further legal 
action against Palwaukee, but Village 


Pres. Ted C. Scanlon said it would be 
unnecessary since the court action would 
not resume until after the meeting with 
Prlester. 


Several members of the plan commis- 


sion said they requested the moratorium 
so the meeting with Priester could be 
conducted in a more congenial atmos- 
phere. 


Prlester said Wednesday he baa 


agreed to meet with the village, but is 
not optimistic about the outcome. -He 
seid he still is opposed to annexation of 
the airport by Wheeling or any other mu- 
nfcipatty. 


For several years the village and coun- 


ty have ben attempting to have restric- 
tions put on the length of runways and 
tbo weight of aircraft using Palwaukee. 
Both contend the present operation of the 
airport poses a hazard to nearby resi- 
dents.

Since that first letter, more have 


streamed in from three boys on a 
farm in Woodstock, Va., from an el- 
derly lady in Virginia, and from two 
girls who found a balloon while 
horseback riding in Germantown, 
Ohio. 


The majority of the letters came 


from junior high students and farm- 
ers, said Charlotte Mayer, London 
counselor and adviser for the group. 


Mary Laird from New Paris, Ohlg, 


wrote back saying "Love travels 
pretty far!" 


The balloons, London School and 


the 7's Club were featured in the She- 
nandoah Herald in Virginia in Octo- 
ber after three boys found the bal- 
loons in the field on the Gochenour 
farm.

Suburban mothers donate milk

Mothers In the Northwest suburbs are 


responding to calls for help for a six- 
year-old Indiana boy who needs mother's 
milk to lead a near-normal life. 


Marilyn Peters of Arlington Heights 


has started a drive to collect breast milk 
for Jeffrey Burton, a Gary youth with a 
rare hereditary disease known as acro- 
dermatisis. She has already collected 
nearly 1,000 ounces of the milk, which Is 
being shipped to Indiana In trucks sup- 
plied by the Jewel Food Store in the 
North Point Shopping Center in Arling- 
ton Heights. 


DOCTORS RECENTLY prescribed Jeff 


drink a quart of mother's milk a day to 
control the painful, disfiguring rash and 
loss of coordination that come with the 
mysterious disease. Margaret Burton, 
the boy's foster mother, said Jeffrey Is 
"responding miraculously" to the new 
treatment. 


Mrs. Peters, president of the Coriander 


Chapter of the La Lecbe League, said 
mothers across the country are donating 
milk. The local Jewel Food Store is one 
of five throughout Illinois serving as col- 
lection centers for the donations. 


"We don't have a goal This isn't like » 


rah, rah, campaign — let's make a thou- 
sand dollars," said Mrs. Peters. "Our 


goal is to simply help this child. He may 
need mother's milk for a long time. A 
doctor can prescribe mother's milk but 
be cannot produce it It comes from 
generous mothers who want to spend a 
little extra time to give Jeffrey their 
milk." 


Ellas Hardy, caseworker for the Lake 


County, Ind. Dept of Welfare, which is 
handling the boy's case, said doctors pre- 
scribed-mother's milk about a month 
ago. He said since then, the boy has been 
walking,' is able to -grow hair on his 
head and goes to school with other chil- 
dren. 


"IT'S THE ENZYMES In the milk that 


Is helping Jeff," Hardy said. "It's work- 
ing the same way insulin works for a 
diabetic." 


Hardy said doctors, who have been 


working with the boy since birth, do not 
know what causes the disease and do not 
•have a cure for it He said it is possible 
Jeffrey will outgrow the disease some- 
time in his teen years. 


He said the boy had been treated with 


drugs for sever?! years but that his body 
began to resist the drugs. "Most children 
die of the disease at birth," Hardy said. 


Mrs. Peters is asking mothers through- 


out the area to donate milk but stresses 
that a mother should not be placed "un- 


der hardship" to donate. She said new 
mothers just starting to breast feed their 
babies would probably be the most able 
to donate. She said while some mothers 
could donate as much as a pint a week 
without harming their babies, she 
stressed that the amount depends on the 
individual mother. 


"I don't care if it is only six ounces, 


I'll come and get it," she said. 


Mrs. Peters said that anyone wishing 


to donate should freeze their milk in6-to 
8-ouncc nurser bags. Hardy asked that 
mothers label the milk with the date It is 
frozen. He said the milk would be no 
good if thawed. 


Mrs. Peters said the milk can be fro- 


zen for at least a year and still be used. 
To donate a mother must be in good 
health and must not be taking any medi- 
cation other than vitamins, she said.

should call Mrs. Peters at 394-3340 and 
she will pick up the milk. She asked that 
mothers do not bring it directly to the 
Jewel Store. 


Terry Beckman, grocery department 


manager of the store, said Jewel's trucks 
would make deliveries as needed. He 
said Jewel Food Stores decided to help 
with the collection as part of "commu- 
nity service." 


Booze war 
won't land 
at O'Hare

A battle over booze Is brewing in the 


airline Industry, but spokesmen for most 
major carriers don't expect the ex- 
pensive practice to spread to the mid- 
west and O'Hnrc. 
, 


Chicago area passengers will not bene- 


fit from the decision of the east-coast op- 
erations of National Airlines, which is 
serving free cocktails in coach sections 
on flights to Florida. 


The policy, initiated recently after a 


108-day machinists' strike against Na- 
tional, forced Eastern Airlines to do the 
same on competitive flights, but Eastern 
will not extend the practice to Chicago or 
its other operations- 


DELTA AIRLINES, which also com- 


petes in some flights with National, has 
not made a decision on the free cocktail 
policy. Delta has a new program, started 
last August, which provides steak and 
champagne on its lunch and dinner 
nights. 


George Shedd, Delta vice president of 


public relations, said National blames 
them for starting the steak and cham- 
pagne program during the strike, to get 
passengers away from National. He said 
Delta planned its program before Nation- 
al's strike, and the steak and champagne 
are served on all long-distance flights, 
not just in the East Coast. 


Floyd D. Hall, chairman and president 


of Eastern, said the new liquor policy 
will cost his company $1 million a year. 
If it would spread to all domestic flights, 
the cost would be about $9 million to 
Eastern and $100 million for the industry, 
he said. 


Hall said some of the cost might be 


absorbed in higher ticket prices, which 
would penalize the non-drinkers. Most 
airlines presently charge $1.50 for drinks 
in coach sections, and Art Jackson, di- 
rector of public relations for American 
Airlines, sold that price doesn't cover the 
•full cost of providing the service. Free 
drinks have been provided for some time 
In most first-class cabins. 


Airline spokesmen agreed a nation- 


wide policy of free drinks In coach would 
not benefit any one airline because it 
would force them all to do It, resulting in 
higher costs throughout the industry. 


County zoning chiefs

Wednesday to redraft a 646-page pro- 
posed zoning code for 'unincorporated 
areas. They announced the redrafting af- 
ter hearing comments on the proposed 
code from 10 municipal representatives 
and private citizens.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A massive

— the biggest in a decade — Wednesday 
threatened the administration's legisla- 
tive program but President Ford and 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mans- 
field pledged mutual cooperation In seek- 
ing an end to Inflation and solutions to 
other problems. 


A nationwide surge of discontent In the 


first elections since Watergate gave 
Democrats an Iron grip on Congress with 
majorities that could wreck Ford's pro- 
Cram and. on some Issues, nullify his 
veto power. 


At a White House meeting Ford prom- 


1 s c d to cooperate with the over- 
whelmingly Democratic Congress and 
Manjflold assured him that Congress 
would respond In the same spirit. 


Assessing the wont GOP licking since 


Barry M. Goldwatcr's disastrous defeat 
In the I9G4 presidential campaign, Senate 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott said the 
rciults "arc very grim for the Republi- 
can party." 


Statistics bore him out. Democrats 


picked up 44 House scats, with two races 
Mill undecided. They also gained three 
Senate scats and were leading for a 
fourth. 


The indicated lineup for the SMth Con- 


press convening In January showed a 
Democratic majority 292 to 144 in the 
House and G2 to .18 In the Senate. 


Not since 1965, following Goldwatcr's 


defeat, has the GOP had such a small 
membership in the House. After that do- 
bncto. the Democrats held 29S scats. 


Ford and three potential candidates for 


the 1978 Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation — Sens. Henry M. Jackson, Wol- 
tc- F. Mlndnlc, and Lloyd Bentsen — 
said that inflation was the key Issue In 
the mid-term elections. 


But Sen. Robert Dole of Kansas, who 


war fired by President Nixon as Republi- 
can National Chairman following the 1972 
election and barely won re-election, said, 
"The wreckage of Watergate is spread 
over the landscape." 


Only two Incumbent senators — Peter 


H. Domlnick of Colorado and Marlow W. 
Cook of Kentucky, both Republicans — 
lost their seats. 


But the Democrats also picked up va- 


cant GOP seats in Vermont and Florida 
and former Gov. William Guy held a 
dim lead over Incumbent Milton Young 
in North Dakota. Republicans countered 
by taking away a retiring Democratic 
scat In Nevada, where former Gov. Paul 
Laxalt staged a political comeback. 


Veteran Republican congressmen, as 


well as newcomers, were engulfed in the 


Democratic tide. Among the key victims 
were the last-ditch defenders of Nixon on 
the House Judiciary Committee and Rep. 
Earl Landgrebe of Indiana who stuck 
with Nixon to the end. 


The apparent voter turnout was about 


40 per cent and a NBC survey showed 
that 20 per cent of the-people-who voted 
Republican In 1972 switched to the Demo- 
crats. A key reason cited was Ford's 
pardon of Nixon. 


An immediate Impact of the election 


results was expected to be a reluctance 
for Congress to take any major action in 
the lame duck session beginning Nov. 18 
In anticipation of the bigger majorities 
the Democrats will have to work with in 
January.

Nearly one member in four will be a new 
face, - and once-dictatorial committee 
chairmen will have to share power — or 
risk losing it. 


Death, retirements, resignations, loss- 


es in the primaries — plus defeats of in- 
cumbents Tuesday — brought the num- 
ber of new faces in Congress to about 100 
in the House and at least 11 in the Sen- 
ate. 


Despite all the changes and the Demo- 


cratic landslide in the House it would be 
inaccurate to label the new Congress 
"veto-proof." Vetoes historically are 
over-ridden by coalitions which form and 
dissolve according to outside pressures - 
on specific issues. And there also is a 
tendency among Democrats, \vhen they 
become numerous, to divide into warring 
factions. 


In addition, the new Congress was 


voted into office in large measure on the 
inflation issue, and new members know a 
"big spender" tag could hurt two years 
hence. 


Budget demands are so severe there 


will be little left for new spending, big or 
small, as congressmen face the problems 
of food shortages, Inflation, recession, 
the weight of pctro-blllions abroad and 
demands for institutional reform in Con- 
gress and throughout government.

Bob Haskell: he'll be remembered... 


In some ways it seems like it's too late 


to say it, but Bob Haskell, the late princi- 
pal of Elk Grove High School, was one of 
the world's best human beings. 


Bob (even now it seems inappropriate7 


to call him "Mr. Haskell") died Sunday, 
to the great shock and distress of all his 
friends, both In Elk Grove Village and in 
the rest of the northwest suburbs- 


I could review here what he meant to 


his community, where he was well- 
known and well-loved. But there are oth- 
ers in Elk Grove Village who are better 
equipped to talk about that. 


Instead, I will talk briefly about my 


own dealings with him and my reaction 
to him. Bob Haskell was one of the 
easiest school principals for a reporter to 
work with. He was cheerful, didn't seem 
to have an innate distrust of the press 
and was proud of his school without 
being defensive about it. 


WHEN. A YEAR or so ago, a student 


council member was causing some 
trouble and embarrassment for the 
school's band director, Bob greeted the 
occasion with mild annoyance and gener- 
al good humor. He sometimes com- 
plained to me that his student council 
leaders "don't cause enough trouble." 


He didn't shy away from controversy 


the way some school officials might. Al-

most every year there was a flap when 
the class in "human sexuality" invited 
members of a gay liberation organization 
to talk about homosexuality. He didn't 
cringe at the event, and would tell sto- 
ries about the Irate calls he received. 


Elk Grove High School, under his di- 


rection, always seemed to me to be a 
happy place. Schools are different, and 
the differences are determined by the 
mix of people in the school. Bob Haskell 
recruited for his school some of the most 
Interesting and varied teachers, teachers 
who were not quiet and submissive, but 
were instead "troublemakers" in the 
best sense.

fey Wandalyn Rice 


I once teased him about the fact that 


almost all the leaders of the Dlst. 214 
Education Assn., the group that nego- 
tiates teachers salaries, were teachers at 
Elk Grove. He laughed and then said se- 
riously, "I like ft that way, Wandalyn. 
They are all good." 


THERE WERE other things that dis- 


tinguished Bob Haskell from other school 
principals. He and a select few of the 
best school leaders are able to wield au- 
thority without being hung up on power. 
He retained the ability to laugh at him- 
self and delighted in telling a story about 
a hapless freshman who once informed 
him, "You're not the principal- I know 
who the principal is." 


There are other things I remember 


about Bob Haskell: his obviously loving 
talk about his wife and children, his 
delight with hunting and fishing, his en- 
joyment of life in general. 


He once told me about a business his 


wife had gone into and concluded his sto- 


ry with the statement, "My wife is really 
a fantastic person, you know." You could 
tell that he meant that statement — and . 
after experience with some suburbanites 
who seem perpetually disillusioned about 
marriage, I found his statement refresh- 
ing. 


He delighted in telling me about his 


sons and their wives. He described his 
newest daughter-in-law with such delight 
that when I finally met her at Hoffman 
Estates H'.gh School, I felt like I knew 
her already. 


ALL IN ALL, Bob Haskell always 


struck me as a genuinely happy man — 
and while I'm sure he had his bad times 
as everyone docs, his joy was the kind 
that was contagious. I always felt better 
after seeing Bob Haskell — and I'm sure 
others had the same reaction. 


Rereading what I've written brings to 


mind a mental picture of Bob Haskell 
digging his toes in the dirt and saying 
something like, "Aw, shucks. I'm not 
that great." 


But he was. And we'll all miss him. 
I suspect I haven't quite come to be- 


lieve that I'll never sec Bob Haskell 
again. But even though I won't see him, 
I'll remember him. 


He was that kind of guy.

'Illegal' subsidizing of school books may cost parents

Local icbool districts may to violating 


nilnois law by subsidising the cost of 
textboolu and, as a result, parents may 
find themselves paying more in book fees 
than ever before. 


The reason Is inflation. The cost of 


books has skyrocketed in the past few 
years and some school districts have 
been absorbing part of the increase in 


, 
their budgets Instead of passing It on to 
parents. 


But school attorneys reluctantly point 


out that schools can't legally subsidize 
book fees. According to state law, a 
school district must pass on the "actual" 
cost of textbooks — even If It means rais- 
ing the rental fees charged to parents. 


Most school districts pick up a small 


percentage of the textbook cost simply 
because the actual cost is difficult to 
compute accurately. But some districts 
In the Northwest suburbs have been pay- 
ing a large percentage of the cost of text- 
books. They're reluctant to raise the fees 
because it would to a hardship for many 
families.

Schools Supt. Richard Martwick, said it 
Is Illegal for a school district to subsidize 
the cost of books. "The basic intent of 
the law Is that the rental fee should cov- 
er what It costs to provide textbooks," 
she said. Although subsidizing textbooks 
fees probably Is a minor infraction of the 
law It "certainly is not good policy," she 
said. 


But Mrs. Dempsey finds it difficult to 


fault a school district for picking up the 
cost of books. Sizable book fees for a 
family with several children are a "true 
hardship" even for middle-income fami- 
lies, she said. Although the law does al- 
low a school to pay for books for families 
that can't afford the fees, she said, most 
families arc embarrassed to ask for free 
books. 


Somebody has to pay for the Increased 


cost of books. Right now the law says 


parents must pay but Mrs. Dempsey be- 
lieves the law should to changed to take 
the burden off the shoulders of parents. 
"The best thing would to a change In 
the law that would allow every school 
district to provide free textbooks." 


MANY LOCAL SCHOOL districts are 


subsidizing between S and 40 per cent of 
the cost of books. 


Increased prices Is the main reason for 


the subsidy, but the need for newer text- 
books also Is a factor. Most schools fig- 
ure a textbook has an average life of 
four to five years and the fees are fig- 
ured after the cost of the books Is pro- 
rated over that period. If a set of new 
books is purchased before the end of that 
period the fee is no longer accurate. 


In Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 book rental 


fees paid for 60 per cent of the cost of 
books and materials last year and the 
school paid the remaining 40 per cent. 


Supt Earl Sutler said last year was 


not typical of the district's textbook pur- 
chases because the district bought more 
books than normal last year. Parents 
now pay $5 per year for books used in 
kindergarten, $6 for first grade and $8 
for grades two through eight. 


After pro-rating the cost of books over 


a five-year period Prospect Heights Dist. 
Supt. Edward Grodsky said the district 
still picked up 30 per cent of the cost of 
books this year. The district usually sub- 
sidizes between S and 10 per cent of the 
cost of books, he said, but this year the 
district bought several new books. 


HE SAID HE thinks the figure will to 


back to normal next year. Parents now 
pay $3 for kindergarten books, $12 for 
books in grades one through five and $10 
for sixth through eighth grades. 


Rental fees have not been raised for 


several years in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dist 21 and as a result the school pays 
for about 30 per cent of the cost of books. 
Because of increases in tax revenue in 
the school budget the board of education 
has said there is no need to raise the 
book rental fee. 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst 15 sub- 


sidized about 9 per cent of the cost of 
textbooks last year and about 10 per cent 
this year. The rental price is $10 per 
year and hasn't been raised In several 
years, said Deputy Supt. Joseph Kiszka. 
"We attempt to budget the amount we 
reveivo with the amount we spent," he- 


said. The school district is "hesitant to 
keep raising the price of fees," he said. 


Book rental fees may go up next year 


in High School Dist 214 said Roderick 
McLennan, assistant superintendent for 
instruction, because the $12 rental fee 
isn't covering the cost of books. Prices 
have increased and the district has had 
to buy more books as it opens new high 
schools, he said. 


Book prices increased by about 20 per 


cent in the last two years in Arlington 
Heights Dist. 25 and the district had to 
take about $5,000 out of its funds to pay 
for books last year. Des Plaines Dist. 62 
subsidizes a small per cent of the cost of 
books and High School Dlst 211 raised 
its fee from $12 to $14 a few years ago to 
try to keep up with the actual cost 


THE SCHAUMBURG Township Dlst. 


54 Board of Education solved its book fee 
problem by holding a referendum to 
eliminate all book fees. The referendum 
was passed Nov. 2. The district had been 
subsidizing about 24 per cent of the cost 
of its books. 


According to the Illinois School Code, a 


school district must pass a referendum 
to offer free textbooks. Since schools are 


supported by taxes, they must have 
the approval of the voters to spend tax 
money on books, said Frank Ones, attor- 
ney for Dlst. 54. 


But the reasoning behind the need for 


a referendum also is the reaiDD for 
charging book fees. "If you have f> go to 
the voters to provide free textbooks then 
without that authority you must charge," 
Hlnes said. 


He said court cases and opinions from 


the Illinois Attorney General have inter- 
preted the law to mean that districts 
must pass on the actual cost of books 
and they may not use tax money to sub- 
sidize any portion of the cost 


The court probably would not expect a 


district to pass on the cost of books to 
the penny, Hines said. It's "probably a 
theoretical impossibility to charge the 
actual cost," he said, but schools should 
compute the costs with a "reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy." 


After Dist. 54 officials told voters the 


school could pay for books without rais- 
ing taxes the referendum passed — by a 
margin of 9 to 1. The voter turnout was 
higher for the book fee referendum 
than for the last school board election.

Parks, schools 
to resolve lawn 
cutting dispute 


The Wheeling Park District and the 


Dlst. 21 Board of Education will meet 
tonight In an attempt to resolve a dispute 
and work out a new school-park agree- 
ment. 


A 10-year agreement requiring the 


park district to mow school lawns in re- 
turn for free use of school facilities ex- 
pired Oct. 15. 


Park officials have notified the school 


district that because of increased costs, 
the lawns no longer will to mowed by the 
park district. The school district in turn 
has said If the park district refuses to 
mow the lawns it may to charged $1,000 
a week for the use of school facilities. 


Park Supt. David Phillips said mowing 


school lawns costs the park district about 
$4,000 annually. He estimates that ren- 
ting school facilities should cost about 
$1,000 a year. This is based on the park 
district paying a $6 per hour custodial 
fee to the school district. 


Dist. 21 officials said, however, it costs 


about $21.36 an hour to keep school build- 
ings open after hours. This figure in- 
cludes custodial fees, utilities and de- 
preciation of the building and equipment. 


The park district, under the expired 


school-park agreement, had first priority 
for use of the schools after school activi- 
ties. Supt. Kenneth GUI said to will rec- 
ommend this practice to stopped if the 
park district continues to refuse to mow 
the lawns. 


Phillips said he doubts park board 


members are going to change their 
minds.

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Judge finds Helton 
guilty of 1969 
stabbing murder

Ronald Helton was found guilty 


Wednesday of the 1069 stabbing death of 
Fred J. Tolllon during an $87 gas station 
robbery In Arlington Heights. • 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques P. Hollln- 


goetter said that while "It Is Immaterial 
who did the actual stabbing," Helton, 22, 
with his own words "clearly Indicated" 
hi* Involvement In the crime. 


Helton, hands clasped In front of him, 


flushed M tho judge announced his ver- 
dict In the four-day bench trial at the 
Chicago Civic Center. While members of 
his family wept openly, he wiped his 
eyes with his shirt sleeve. 


The victim's widow and son remained 


silent while llolllngocltcr read his decl- 
slon. Tho Talllons had attended every 
session of the trial. 


Helton's attorney said ho will appeal 


tho verdict and will continue his efforts 
to clear Helton of the murder and armed 
robbery charges. 


MKIUNGOETTER SAID the most im- 


portant factor In reaching his decision 
was tho contrast In Helton's demeanor as 
he appeared In three video-taped state- 
ments in 1969 and when ho took the stand 
in his own defense Monday. 


Tho video-taped statements, taken by 


tho Arlington Heights police, were tho 
major issues of tho trial. Tho statements, 
dated Doc. 28; Dec. 27 and Dec. 31,1969, 
showed Helton giving conflicting, yet in- 
criminating, versions of the robbery of 
tho Arlington Park Shell service station, 
Euclid Avenue and Wllko Road, tho 
mornlngofNov.il, 1969. 


Defense attorney Mclvln Kamm con- 


tended, and Helton testified, that tho 
statements were actually authored by 
Arlington Heights Oct. Gene Deck. The 
defense claimed Helton mado the state- 
ments In exchange for special favors and 
a promised release. 


Hclllnnocttor rejected the argument, 


saying police were not with llcllnn long 
enough to coach him to such a degree of 
proficiency. The judge said there was a 
marked difference In "tho relaxed and 
smoking defendant . . . telling his story 
smoothly," on tho tapes and tho "hesi- 
tant" Helton on tho stand, unable to re- 
call specific Instances of coaching by Ilio 
detectives. 


HELTON'S CLAIM that, although ho 


was Innocent of tho crime, ho mode (ho 
Incriminating statements on police prom- 
Ises of freedom, was seen as dubious by 
Heillngoettcr. 


Tho judge said It was a "rather 


strange Inducement" of arrest and In- 
dlctnont for murder that would prompt 
a person to admit participation In the 
crime. 


Another strike against Helton was his 


"spontaneous aside" on one of tho tapes 
describing how members of tho robbery 
team tried on Talllon's wedding band, 
Hclllngootter said. 


In his statements, Helton had named 


four other young men as taking part In 
the crime. Tho account of who did tho 
stabbing varied In the statements. 


Heillngoettcr said it did not matter 


who struck the blows. Helton was clearly 
Involved In tho planning of the crime and 
remained with his alleged partners as

Tho case against Ronald Helton has 


been a long and tangled one. Some of the 
key events leading to his conviction are: 


• A series of five statements, three of 


them video taped, by Helton to tho Arling 
ton Heights police in December 1969 im- 
plicates himself and four other young 
men In the crime. 


• Helton recants his previous state- 


ments In April, 1970. The other suspects 
have their charges dropped and Helton, 
alone, will stand trial for the murder- 
robbery. 


• His first trial ends suddenly in April, 


1972, when Circuit Court Judge Daniel 
Ryan rules his statements were given in 
r e t u r n for reportedly extraordinary 
treatment hi tho Arlington Heights police 
station from Dec. 31, 1969 to April IS, 
1970. 


• The Illinois Appellate Court over- 


rules Ryan in April, 1974, and new trial 
Is scheduled. 


• Nov. 6, 1974, Helton found guilty in a 


four-day bench trial before Circuit Court 
Judge Jacques F. Hclllngoetter. It is five 
days shy of the fifth anniversary of the 
crime.

Helton was ordered held without bond 


In the County Jail until sentencing on 
Nov. 27. Ho had been free on bond since 
1972, when his first trial for the armed 
robbery-murder was halted by Circuit 
Court Judge Daniel Ryan. 


RYAN RULED THE Arlington Heights 


p o l i c e had violated Helton's con- 
stitutional rights while he was in their 
custody. Ills ruling was overturned this 
April by the Illinois Appellate Court, 
bringing about the new trial. 


Kamm had consistently attacked the 


conduct of the police and especially that 
of Deck's handling of Helton. 


After tho trial, Deck and Lt. George 


Ekblad, who led the Investigation, said 
tncy did not view tho verdict as a vindi- 
cation of their conduct. 


Saying they wore not on trial, Ekblad 


said, "Wo nover did anything wrong . . . 
We followed tho proper procedures." 


Kamm said the defense had been ham- 


pered by the lack of evidence and wit- 
nesses for the defense. "Tho fact that I 
had to call tho policemen (Deck and Ek- 
blad) as defense witnesses, points this 
up." ho said. 


Kamm vowed to continue his search 


for evidence to clear Helton but said he 
had no new leads in the five-year-old 
cilmc. Ho said one avenue ho might fol- 
low Ir questioning of two of Helton's al- 
leged accomplices, who are now In a 
Georgia prison on charges stemming 
from their trip to Florida after the Tail- 
Ion murder. 


"Tho only thing helpful at this point 


would be some new evidence," Kamm 
said.

Bill Bailey breaks the record 
in collecting old phonographs

Bill Bailey has carried the nostalgia 


craze a little further than most Roaring 
Twenties fans. He's amassed a collection 
of 25 antique phonographs to belt out the 
tunes of One era of flappers and Al Ca- 
pone. 


The phonographs, with original Capitol 


Edison and Victor labels, decorate every 
room in the Bailey home and instantly 
attract the eye and Interest of visitors. 
"It's an expensive hobby, but it's an en- 


v joyable one," Bailey said. 


Bailey of Arlington Heights Is an indus- 


trial .engineer who has been collecting 
disc and cylinder models of the earliest 
phonographs for the past three years. All 
of his small, wood box "music machin- 
es" have shiny metal or flower-painted 
horns that are essential for amplifying 
the recorded sounds, he said. 


An authentic old phonograph, Bailey 


says, costs anywhere from $50 to $1,000. 
He has driven 100 miles just to buy a 
model he wants at an auction, and he 
and Us wife, Diane, spend two weeks of 
their vacation each year driving through 
small country towns rich'in antiques. 


Bailey has spent many an hour trying 


to convince an owner-to sell his old 
phonograph for a special price, and he's 
spent even more hours in bis garage 
workshop restoring the old phonographs 
inside and out, he said. ' 


_* 


BAILEY AND his wife stumbled upon 


their first phonograph at a flea market 
three years ago. The couple, constantly 
in search of antiques for their home, 
found an old phonograph with a bright 
red horn "that we thought would look 
striking up against white front room 
walls," Mrs. Bailey said. 


The novelty of the machine wore off 


several weeks later, and Bailey adopted 
a serious study and collection. He also 
collects early patent drawings of the ma- 
chines, magazine and newspaper adver- 
tisements selling the machines, and 
some of the first paintings done of them. 


Bailey even has two original phono- 


graph dolls that stand about two feet 
high. He continually attends auctions, 
flea markets an dshowings, scans an- 
tique shops, and confronts dealers of old 
phonographs for parts and models he's 
looking for to "upgrade my collection," 


he said. 


"It may take several years to find the 


phonograph part I'm looking for. The 
main thing to know when collecting 
phonographs is the authenticity of what 
you are buying," Bailey said. 


The price of en old phonograph or 


ports depends on the model, make, con- 
dition and authenticity of the. machine. 
Old phonographs sold for $25 to $50 when 
they were introduced in America, he 
said. 


THE SCRATCHY and fuzzy recordings 


that play on Bailey's machines are clear 
considering the crude technology with 
which they were made at the turn of the 
century, Bailey said. He has recordings 
of speeches made by Thomas Edison and 
Theodore Roosevelt In his collection of 
wax and silicone spools that fit onto the 
cylinder-style phonographs. He also has 
one of the earliest cylinder model phono- 
graphs invented in 1877 by Thomas Edi- 
son, while Edison was attempting to per- 
fect the telegraph machine. 


The disc phonographs, using heavy and 


large records, came 20 years later as an 
improvement on the cylinder models. 


Bailey has an upright, turntable model 
whose speed is controlled by the constant 
cranking of a handle. Other phonographs 
in the collection ore key-wound, and none 
of them is electrically operated. 


"I don't attempt to modernize these 


phonographs when I work on them. I just 
work at restoring them to their onglnal 


- state, and make them work the way they 
used to," Bailey said. 


BUT THE PARTS that he needs to re- 


store the phonographs "are getting more 
difficult to find just lately," Bailey said. 


"People arc starting to keep the an- 


tiques that arc being handed down to 
them through family members. All of a 
sudden, everyone is interested hi their 
instant heritage, so there's not as many 
good phonographs or parts in circulation 
as there used to be," he said. 


Bailey said that the main pleasure he 


gets out of collecting and 
restoring 


phonographs is "learning to appreciate 
the complex work of others. 


"By working with these machines and 


studying them, I have grown a little 
closer to understanding the mechanical 
progress this country has made," he 
said.

They'll control both houses 
Dem landslide shakes up 
state balance of poiver 


by BOB LAIIEY 


The shock of the Democratic landslide In Tuesday's elec- 


tions was felt most severely In Illinois in the General Assem- 
bly, where Democrats will enjoy power in both the House and 
the Senate for the first time since 1938. 


In tho legislature where majorities of only one or two votes 


from the dominant party have been commonplace, the Demo- 
crats will hold comfortable margins of 102-75 In the House, 
and 34 to 23 In tho Senate. 


Tho scope of the Democratic victory Is seen in these devel- 


opments: 


• The Incumbent Speaker of the House, W. rtobcrt Blair of 


Park Forest, failed to gain reelection. 


• Not one Incumbent Democratic legislator was defeated. 
• Republican losers also Included Rep. J. J. Wolf of Chi- 


cago who had been expected to challenge Blair for the GOP 
leadership, and Sen. Jack Walker of Lansing, a former House 
speaker 


• In three districts In Chicago, the Democrats claimed all 


three House scots, with two running as Democrats and one as 
an Independent in each cose. 


Illinois Democrats also claimed an edge in the Congression- 


al delegation, claiming three House seats held by Republi- 
cans. Among the Democratic winners was former Lieutenant 
Governor Paul Simon, unsuccessful 1872 candidate for gover- 
nor. 


Tho Democrats also achieved the "veto-proof" Congress 


which was talked about In the campaign, winning 292 seats,' 
two more than tho two-thirds majority needed to override 
presidential vetoes. In the Senate, they lengthened their ma- 
jority to a solid 62*38 margin.

Floyd Fullo of Des Plalnes, 279,163; Ron 
tarson of Worth Township, 275,917; Hal 
Tyrrell of Proviso Township, 273,503; 
Comr. Carl Hanson of Mount Prospect, 
288,701; and Comr. Joseph Woods of Oak 
Park, 290,583. 


"MOKE THAN 8,000 votes with only 75 


of 2,315 precincts unrcportcd looks like 
too much to make up," Mrs. Hunter said 
Wednesday. "It's pretty discouraging. 
But, 
nobody has ever seen a Democrat 


come within 8,000 votes In the suburbs 
before." 


Haruon, Elk Grove Township com- 


mlttcemon who also was running for 
board president, and Woyna Andersen of 
Des Plalnes, the GOP candidate for 
county treasurer, suffered the largest 
losses. 


Board President George Dunne polled 


788,103 votes with most precincts report- 
ed while Hanscn received 435,340.

What causes lung clots? 


A relative of mine wat pat In the botplUl compldnlng of a 


heavlneu on the left tide of the chert, and the had Dumbness 
In her fingers and arm. After tests were made of the heart, 
Momach and cheat, the results showed she had blood clots In 
hrr longs. Can you explain how this came about? We have 
heard about getting blood clots after an operation but never 
without p reason. 


Spontaneous occurrence of blood clots is rather uncommon 


but It occurs. A person may develop a clot or inflammation of 
tho veins In the legs or even In the pelvic region, and the clot 
may jar loose and pass through the heart to the lungs. 


The danger of a loose clot going to the lungs Is the reason 


doctors are usually very careful with a patient who has a clot 
In the leg veins or on Inflammation of tho veins, as In the 
caie of ex-President Nixon. 


This problem can develop In active persons as well'as In- 


active persons. It Is more apt to occur in the legs if the 
venous drainage of the legs U slowed. TMs can occur with 
constricting wearing apparel. It may occur with sitting too 
long with pressure on the back of the thighs, as can occur in 
long airplane rides. That Is one reason I recommend getting 
up and stirring around a little If you are going to be traveling 
for a long time. It occurs In pregnancy, In part because of the 
pressure on tho veins from the pregnant uterus. And, clots 
in the legs may occur for no good reason at alL 


A LOOSE CLOT tends to go to the lungs because the clot 


forms In the veins. The veins all drain to tho right side of tho 
heart, and the blood Is all pumped from the right heart to tho 
lungs. Tho clot can't get through the lungs to go on to the left 
side of the heart and out Into the arteries. Clots that cause 
strokes commonly originate in the left side of the heart and 
not In the veins. 


The clot In the lung Is called a pulmonary embolism. It 


resembles a heart attack, just as you have described it. Tho 
doctors need tests, Including a heart tracing, blood tests, and 
sometimes special X-ray tests to determine what the problem 
really Is. Sudden onset of chest pain and brcathlessness (ottcn 
extreme) are two common features of a pulmonary embol- 
ism.

Would you advise all adults not to drink milk? Is It true 


that only children need milk? You may guess I like milk and 
want to continue drinking It. My weight, blood pressure and 
cholesterol are no problem. Pleaie advise us, as we are a 
milk-drinking Senior Cltlicn group. 


I prefer that everyone get about a quart of milk a day or its 


equivalent as cottage cheese or buttermilk, or a milk substi- 
tute. Wo all need calcium, and a caldum deficiency can in- 
crease tho chances of having soft bones with a tendency for 
fractures to occur In later years. 


For those who have high cholesterol or other problems, 


they can use fortified skim milk and uncreamed cottage 
cheese. Tho nonfat dry milk powder for cooking is excellent 
for protein and calcium. You don't have to drink the milk to 
get your quota. It can be used In desserts, sauces, and any 
number of prepared foods.

Conservationists 
happy with returns

Election results: good news for environmentalists, says Ann 


Fisher of Arlington Heights, steering committee member in 
the Illinois League of Conservation Voters. Among the state 
legislators endorsed by the league, State Rep. Eugenia Chap- 
man, D-Arllngton Heights and State Rep. Richard Mugallan, 
D-Palntinc. were reclcctcd Tuesday. 


"A lot of people have said that environmental issues are 


dead," said Mrs. Fisher, who is conservation chairman of the 
Great Lakes chapter of the Sierra Club. "But with energy 
problems current, environmental Issues are becoming more 
Important." 


Mrs. Fisher praised State Rep. Virginia Macdonald, 


It-Arlington Heights, also rcclectcd this week, for her efforts 
on behalf of environmental legislation. She criticized the leg- 
islator's failure to support Gov. Daniel Walker's veto of Sen- 
ate Bill 589, however. 


The controversial bill — vetoed by Walker In early Septem- 


ber—would have required the Illinois Institute of Environ- 
mental Quality to study the economic Impact of existing and 
proposed pollution control regulations. Walker said SB5B9 
would create "legal chaos" by reopening all existing state 
pollution control regulations. The bill was criticized by envi- 
ronmentalists as a measure that would cripple state pollution 
control enforcement. 


The General Assembly Is planning to override the gover- 


nor's veto, according to the Illinois League of Women Voters. 
The league. Clean Air Coordinating Committee, Illinois Pollu- 
tion Control Board and the Committee on Lake Michigan Pol- 
lution urge tho legislature to uphold the veto. 


The Illinois Manufacturers Assn. contends that an override 


of SB389 would not hamper enforcement of existing regu- 
lations. "We feel it's time the benefits of pollution controls be 
weighed against tho economic costs," said Thomas Reid, di- 
rector of public affairs for the association. He cited the adop- 
tion of noise regulations for stationary sources In 1073 as an 
example of standards that were enacted without an indication 
of economic feasibility. Reid said the association Is encour- 
aged by recent state efforts to Include economic consid- 
erations In Its studies of proposed standards. 


Variance sought from EPA 


Three Fountains on the Lake Condominium Assn., Rolling 


Meadows, has filed a petition for variance with the state 
Environmental Protection Agency and Pollution Control 
Board. Compliance with board regulations would Impose an 
"arbitrary or unreasonable hardship," according to the asso- 
ciation. Tho group requests a variance from state regu- 
lations to allow fish eradication involving a toxicant adminis- 
tered in a private pond. Any comments by persons who might 
bo adversely affected by tho action may be sent to Clerk of 
thn Pollution Control Board, 309 W. Washington St., Chicago, 
111. 60600. 


Area firm wins award 


Cleanup award: Ladd J. Plrcon, president of the Purity 


Corp. In Elk Grove Village, was tho only business representa- 
tive among 18 recipients of the Environmental Quality 
awards recently presented by the U. S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency. Pircon's development of pollution abatement 
technology was cited by tho EPA for "making a significant 
contribution toward Improving environmental quality." Plrcon 
Is conducting experiments with his "Polypurc Implnger" sys- 
tems to create fertilizer from the sludge residue which re- 
mains when participates and gases are removed from ex- 
hausts of coal burning processes. Plrcon said tho technology 
should permit greater use of high sulphur coal as an energy 
source. 


Crass car/i sneaking in 


The Grass carp, or white amur Is banned by administrative 


order from Illinois. But the Illinois Dcpt. of Conservation 
reports Arkansas, Iowa and other states have stocked the fish 
and specimens arc gate-crashing Illinois waters. 


The amur originated In Russia in the Amur River. The 


species was Introduced following Importation from Malaysia 
In 1063. Amur caught by fishermen in the Mississippi River 
weight up to 21 pounds. Illinois opposed introduction of the 
amur pending further research. The American Fisheries 
Society recommended In 1971 that the amur should not be 
released In the United States until ovaluation is made of its 
effective use In weed control, weighed against its probable 
Impact on the habitat of native freshwater species. 


Death for blackbirds? 


Environmentalists have gone to war with the U. S. Army in 


a dispute over a plan to kill 14 million blackbirds this winter. 
Tho Army planned to spray the birds with a chemical that 
will cause them to freeze to death. 


The Pentagon says huge flocks of blackbirds create hazards 


to human health, aviation and crops near two Army Instal- 
lations: Fort Campbell, Ky., and the Milan Army Ammuni- 
tion plant in Tcncssce. 


The Environmental Defense Fund is threatening to take the 


Army to court. The organization said an environmental Im- 
pact statement for the project should have been filed. The 
group is concerned because the project may be the start of a 
nationwide effort 


The birds are congregated on pine forest lands adjoining 


the Army bases. The Army plans to employe helicopters and 
airplanes to drop a detergent-like chemical mixed with water 
on the roosting area when weather forecasts can for rain and 
falling temperatures. 


The chemical removes the protective oil from the birds' 


feathers. When the temperature drops below freezing, they 
are chilled and eventually die of .freezing. The bird popu- 
lations include starlings, gracklcs, cowblrds and red-wing 
blackbirds.

The demise of the Democratic 


party was announced that same 
year, just two years before it came 
back to win practically everything 
in sight. 


We agree with political observ- 


ers who believe' that the Tuesday 
election did not signal the dis- 
integration of the Grand Old Party.

Unless the Democrats have the 
wisdom not to abuse their new 
power in Congress, and adopt 
sound policies which will provide 
some relief to the economy, they 
could find themselves in the same 
difficulty in 1976 which the GOP 
suffered this year. 


Members of the; Illinois General 


Assembly should also read in Tues- 
day's election the signal that the 
people of the state are sick of polit- 
ical bickering and maneuvering in 
the state legislature. 


The first task of the General As- 


sembly should be to establish new 
rules which provide for orderly and 
non-partisan consideration of legis- 
lation. Another two years of the 
kind of political posturing and

'Ford dispels Congress mistrust

WASHINGTON (UPI) — During 


his 54 years as President, Richard 
M. Nixon so bedeviled Congress dur- 
ing its recesses that the Senate and 
House became terrified at the 
thought of leaving town. 


Nixon gave Congress ample reason 


to be paranoid. 


With members of Congress scat- 


tered around the country and over- 
seas — powerless to take any action 
— Nixon ordered the carpet bombing 
of Cambodia. 


During another recess, Nixon or- 


dered the closing of military bases — 
always a traumatic experience for a 
senator or congressman faced with 
hostile citizens whose livelihood de- 
pends on such on installation. 


Nixon also used congressional ab- 


sences to impound appropriated 
funds and once even used a five-day 
Christmas break as on excuse for a 
pocket veto. 


As a result. Congress has taken 


steps to safeguard itself against re- 
cess raids by a president. 


Legislation has been passed which 


gives Congress a direct say when a 


president Impounds or defers the use 
of funds that have been approved by 
the Senate and House. 


All resolutions of adjournment now 


carry a proviso that the leadership of 


GERALD FORD 


the Senate and House can recall Con- 
gress on 24 hours notice. 


And during the current recess — 


for the first time — congressional of- 
ficials are empowered to receive 
messages from the White House, a 
still untested attempt to do away 
with the pocket veto — refusal by a 
president to sign or veto a measure 
while Congress is not in session, 
thereby denying Congress an oppor- 
tunity to vote to override his veto. 


In addition, Sen. Edward M. Ken- 


nedy took Nixon to court over the ad- 
ministration's 
contention 
that 
a 


health maintenance bill died because 
the former President did not sign it 
while Congress slipped away for the 
Christmas holidays. Kennedy won at 
the court of appeals level. 


Ford, who like other members of 


Congress was the victim of Nixon's 
tactics, is now the unwitting heir to 
the deep-seated mistrust created by 
his predecessor. 


But Ford is working to dispel that 


mistrust. 


For instance, Ford told Senate 


GOP Leader Hugh Scott on a late 
night flight from Philadelphia to 
Washington there would be no 


"tricks" in his administration. 


As a result of that statement and 


the assurance from Ford that he 
would sign a sweeping campaign re- 
form bill, Congress sent him the leg- 
islation without fear that be would 
exercise the pocket veto during the 
election period recess. 
I 


Similarly, the White House told 


Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
M a n s f i e l d there was a "good 
chance" Ford would veto a 23 per 
cent Increase in veterans' education- 
al benefits. As a result, the bill was 
not sent to the White House. 


The legislation will be dispatched 


when Congress returns Nov. 18 so 
that the Senate and House will nave 
a chance to override the veto. 


Ford also showed his inclination to 


play above board with Congress on 
the issue of military aid to Turkey. 
He twice vetoed legislation before ac- 
cepting a third version. 


But by acting promptly — once 


within 24 hours — on the vetoes, 
Ford kept from cutting too deeply 
into the recess. 


The suspicion is that Nixon and his 


staff would have let Congress "twist 
slowly, slowly, in the wind."

The 
story is quite long as we were totally 
aggravated for two days.

Veto lauded 


The General Assembly will attempt to 


override Governor Walker's veto of SB 
589 when it reconvenes on Nov. 7. We are 
asking the public to contact their legisla- 
tors and urge them to vote no on the 
motion to override the governor's veto. 


SB 589 amends the Environmental Pro- 


tection Act and requires an economic im- 
pact study of "existing and proposed en- 
vironmental control regulations." All 
existing state regulations, adopted by the 
Pollution Control Board, will be unenfor- 
ceable until readopted following com- 
pletion of complex studies and public 
hearings. 


There is no need of this amendment 


since, in fact, the Environmental Protec- 
tion Act already requires, in Section 27, 
that the Pollution Control Board shall 
take into account "the technical feasibil- 
ity and economic reasonableness of mea- 
suring or reducing the particular type of 
pollution." The board has been more 
than considerate, in the view of many 
environmentalists, in granting variances 
where economic and technical consid- 
erations warranted them. 


Illinois industry and commerce are not 


at an economic disadvantage in com- 
parison with other states since existing 
rules and regulations comply with min- 
imal federal standards enforced by all 
states. 


The League believes that pollution 


abatement costs should be a cost of pro- 
duction. We place public health and wel- 
fare above economic considerations. We 
believe the cost of pollution abatement 
should not be the primary consideration 
in the regulatory process as would be the 
case if SB 589 becomes law.

Ho-hum. Philip Crane Is going back to 


Washington. There'wasn't any doubt, 
really. His opponent, Buffalo Grove's 
Betty Spcncc, admitted as much Tuesday 
night. She said she didn't have a chance 
In the first place. She said something 
about laying the groundwork for a politi- 
cal clash with Crane in 1976. 


Only by then, Crane may be untouch- 


able. The Republican carnage in this 
> ear's election makes the four-term con- 
gressman from the 12th District one ot

et. Not only did he survive while many of 
his kind were falling nationwide, he was 
a convincing winner. 


VICTORY WAS swift and silent for 


Crane Tuesday night as he parlayed a 
vigorous, no-nonsense campaign with 
$50,000 In contributions into a 61 per cent 
plurality. And when they finally get 
around to rebuilding the Republican Par- 
ty, Crane figures to be a guiding light. 


The political future, then, of Philip 


Crano Is rather splendid. He can contin- 
ue to work his way up the ladder toward 
lib long-time goal of speaker of the 
House Or he can turn his attention to the 
mere glaorous role of U S. Senator, a 
position one of his aides thinks Is a natu- 
ral direction for him. 


Election followup 


"The boss (Crane) is heir apparent" to 


a senate seat, the aide said. He added 
those who have access to .Crane's inner 
circle will try to convince him to even- 
tually take the plunge. Only Charles Per- 
cy, Donald Rumsfeld and maybe William 
Scott stand In his way. And with "all the 
potential for political turnaround any- 
thing can happen. 


CRANE, HOWEVER, sees things in a 


different light. Admitting he will be 
among a "lonely fraternity" of Republi- 
cans, he insists his place is in the House 
of Representatives, where important eco- 
nomic decisions are made and where, he 
thinks, his influence would be greater. 


"More than ever (my election) guaran- 


tees the survival of an alternative 
voice" in Congress, he said as workers 
paid homage to him at his Palatine How- 
ard Johnson's headquarters. • "I've al- 
ways maintained the House is the most 
Important body. Spending starts there." 


He said he would remain there until 


the august body becomes more fiscally 
responsible, then possibly turn his atten- 
tion to the Senate. 


But Isn't it enticing, the Idea of being a 


U. S. Senator? "Not really," he said 
straightforwardly. 


THE HANDSOME Congressman, who 


celebrated his 44th birthday Nov. 3, said 
it was too early to assess the damage 
done to the Republican Party nationwide 
because of the Watergate fiasco and the 
faltering economy. But, he said, the vot- 
ers deserve what they get as a result 


"I don't know how to interpret it (the 


results). I don't know whether It was 
apathy, indifference or antagonism. The 
country," he concluded coldly, "will live 
to regret it. To give the big majority in 
the Congress to the Democrats is not 
in the national interest" 


Crane said he was not at all fearful of lo- 


sing to Mrs. Spence but was certain from 
the very beginning that the race would 
be hotly contested. It was targeted by 
the labor unions, he said, which infused 
her campaign with a lot of money. 


"This is not the best kind of Republi- 


can night," he said Tuesday. "Consid- 
ering how bad the night is tuning out, 
believe me this margin looks super. In 
this kind of an election 50 per cent plus 
one would look good." 


AS FOR MRS. Spence, she never made 


a concession speech Tuesday night 


Instead, she called her finish a victory. 


"I'm not admitting defeat," she said. 


"Defeat would have been if be won by 79 
per cent. I call 60 to 65 per cent a victo- 
ry." 


She said she did well in the contest "I 


think a lot of people are aware of what 
Crcne stands for and a lot of con- 
servative people in the 12th District are 
not as reactionary as he is." 


She said her organization next Decem- 


ber will take up where It left off, and the 
name, Betty Spence, will be more recog- 
nizable next time. Next time, though, is 
a presidential year, meaning a larger 
turnout of Republicans hi the Northwest 
suburbs. It most probably will mean 
larger support of Philip Crane.

in the 1850s. It was later sold by his son- 
in-law in 1908 and subsequently; passed to 
the celebrated Wllbam C. Atwater collec- 
tion.

In 1946 it was placed on the market by 


Max Mehl and later became the property 
of Edwin Hydeman. Twice between 1961 
and 1972 the 1804. dollar changed hands 
again. In 1973 the Bowers and Ruddy gal- 
leries paid $150,000 for the coin pur- 
chased from a private owner in Atlanta. 


THE 1854 DOLLAR, while not the 


rarest issue of the U.S. Mint, is the 
world's most famous "necessity" coin. 
Officials of the Mint in 1830, when prc- 


> paring a set of U.S.'coins for presenta- 


tion to certain foreign dignitaries (the 
King of Slam and the Imam of Muscat), 
' were faced with the absence of a dollar- 
size coin in the set, since none had been 
struck since 1803. 


To fill out the set, they employed the 


dies of the 1803 type but stamped the 
d^te 1804 PS tfc» •'Me. The dies were not 
destroyed until 1850. 


In this period, Mint officials began to 


build a -national numismatic collection, 
but with a shortage of earlier specimens 
it was necessary to produce at least a 
half-dozen 1804 dollars including the Idler 
specimen. 


In all, a total of 15 1804 dollars are 


known to exist. Five are permanently 
impounded in museum collections. Only 
one other has appeared on the market 
since 1963.

Certainly, U you look at Lear's track 


record on television, and the way be and 
his writers perceive contemporary life, 
this situation comedy should fan wen for 
ABC. And although the New York drama 
critics feu all over themselves writing 
homnnas about the play, it can be im- 
proved, but only by skillful writing, 
which has been the trademark of Lear 
productions - "Maude," "Sanford and 
Son," and "Good Tunes." 


Nevertheless, Lear may have his 


hands full trying to keep the series true 
to the play's spirit, especially with all 
the risque jokes of the prostitutes.

"HOT L" close to the spirit of theat- 
rical production, he expects to receive 
some flack from drama critics, who may 
accuse him of televisionizing their favor, 
ite — which received The New York Dra- 
ma Critics Award {or the best American 
play 1972-73. 


"I've never seen anyone make a theat- 


rical production that had the approval of 
the Eastern critics. I think h is just their 
attitude that all the taste and honesty 
and integrity is in the New York theater. 


"Even knowing this, I suffer from it. 


There really fa very little on or off 
Broadway, yet I come to New York on 
my emotional knees — to the center of 
artistic integrity, only to be dis- 
appointed," ssid Lear. "What we do out 
here in Hollywood ranks with the best."

In the aftermath of an election few 


people care to think about politics — 
much less become involved with it. 


Yet the students at Sacred Heart of 


Mary High School in Rolling Meadows 
are trying to arrange for newly reelected 
Sheriff Richard Elrod to come and speak 
to classes. They are thinking of putting on 
a seminar about women in politics, in- 
viting Chicago's black mayoral candi- 
dates to the school, and going on a trip to 
Springfield to watch the Illinois General 
Assembly at work. 


The Interest grows out of a new organi- 


zation at the all-girl high school - the 
Assn. for Political Awareness. 


"There has been a big change from the 


kids of the 60s," said Marianne Nelson, 
faculty sponsor for the group. 


"So many kids were turned off by Wa- 


tergate and politics in general. These 
kids don't want to fall into the Ivory tow-

er of not being involved," she said. 


THE GROUP HAS already traveled to 


Black Expo, sponsored by Operation 
PUSH, because "they really know noth- 
ing about blacks." 


They also plan to expand beyond famil- 


iarizing themselves with office holders 
and hopefuls. "They feel a great hunger 
to meet people and learn," said Mrs. 
Nelson. "Some in the group saw politics 
as more than people who are in office. 
Right now the kids have a lot of ideas, 
and it will be Interesting to see what will 
happen with them." 


Three young men who tried for con- 


scientious objector status in the draft, 
will come to Sacred Heart Nov. 21 to talk 
about amnesty. One of the men served 


time in prison for refusing to serve; an- 
other put in alternative service. 


The amnesty panel and other activities 


arranged by APA are open to all stu- 
dents at the school '"APA is an activity 
not a class," explained Mrs. Nelson. 
"Our activities are offered as optional 
learning experiences designed to provoke 
them to think. 


"KIDS RIGHT NOW feel things have 


gone bad because of the'cynicism on the 
part of their parents. They also feel hin- 
dered by then* parents when they aren't 
given the right to express or form an 
opinion. 


"We've got to start giving them the 


opportunity," Mrs. Nelson said. "We 
need to give them a forum, a place to 
speak out, to learn. We don't say no, we 
say yes — you want to learn about some- 
thing, let's learn it." 


Prior to Tuesday's election APA ar- 


ranged for U. S. Rep. Philip Crane, 


R-12th, and his opponent, Betty Spence, 
to come to the school. Both candidates 
spent more than three hours Griding que- 
tlons and explaining their platforms. 


"Some good things came out of those 


two appearances. Some of the kids went 
out to work for candidates; one gal spent 
a full day in the library studying Crane's 
voting record," said Mrs. Nelson^ 


AN APA MEETING is described as a 


"brainstormlng session" by Mrs. Nelson. 
"I try to provoke conversation. Then it's 
kids talking to kids, kids arguing with 
kids. The dialogue that takes place is 
really neat — you've got to grow then. 


"In political dialog that's what you're 


trying to do so the kids don't rely on 
truisms. I would like them to know what 
it's all about rather than accepting the 
pat answers."

Suburbs lead in new housing

Northwest 
suburban

continue to pace new housing devel- 
opment in the Chicago metropolitan 
area, according to tho Bell Federal Sur- 
vey of Building released this week. 


The survey by Bell Federal Savings 


and Loan Assn. of Chicago also indicates 
an overall 15 per cent decline in new 
housing starts for the month ot Septem- 
ber compared to September, 1973 figures. 


Mount Prospect ranks aa the top Chi- 


cago area community in new housing 
permits for the first nine months of 1974 
with 62 single-family permits and 1,030 
multi-family housing permits for the pe- 
riod. Multi-family units Include apart- 
ments and condominium units. 


Among the area housing leaden, 


Schaumburg ranks second with 576 
single-family permits and 512 multi-fami- 
ly housing units. 


Elk Grove Village ranks fourth, with 


151 single-family home permits and 300 
multi-family home permits. 


FOH THE MONTH of September, 


housing permits In the Chicago metro- 
politan area dropped 15 per cent com- 
pared to the same month In 1973. A total 
of 2,013 single-family and multi-family 
home permits were Issued for the month

Home improvement loans 
jumping— up 11% this year 


Severe stress of inflation is pushing 


home improvement loan volume upward 
faster than total Installment loan vol- 
ume, reports the American Bankers 
Assn. Installment lending division. 


"A comparison of loan volume between 


the first seven months of 1073 and 1074 
shows home improvement loans In- 
creased 11 per cent while total in- 
stallment credit expanded only 3 per 
cent," said Alan Ettman, associate direc- 
tor of the division. 


Ettman said gains in home improve- 


ment credit are caused by Inflationary 
pressure on home buyer, lender and the 


builder. "Because of Increasing home 
and mortgage costs, more and more 
people are choosing to improve their pre- 
sent homes rather than step up to a larg- 
er, more expensive home," Ettman said. 
"As long as money is tight and inflation 
continues to bite Into family income, this 
trend is likely to continue." 


Total consumer credit at the end of the 


first seven months of 1974 totaled $98,948 
billion, compared to $96,175 bllHon In the 
same period for 1973. Home improve- 
ment loan volume for the same period 
was $2,962 billion in 1971 compared to

million gas plant operational 


New downstate facility to combat energy problems 


An $80 million synthetic natural gas 


plant designed to offset severe gas sup- 
ply cutbacks was recently dedicated by 
Northern Illinois Gas Co. (NI-Gas). The 
Aux Sable complex is located near Mor- 
ris III. 


The Aux Sable plant Is the first of its 


kind In Illinois and one of a handful of 
such plants in the nation, said C. J. Gau- 
Ihler, NI-Gas chairman and president. 
"This landmark in Illinois' energy base 
will supply enough gas to meet the ener- 
gy requirements of 275,000 residential 
heating customers," Gauthier said. 


NI-Gas distributes more than 500 bil- 


lion cubic feet ot natural gas a year to 


more than 1.25 million customers in 35 
northern Illinois counties. 


THE AUX SABLE plant will help NI- 


Gas meet Immediate demands for gas 
supplies. The company's principal-pipe- 
line supplier has not met its contractual 
delivery terms for several years, and NI- 
Gas is operating with a 71 billion cubic 
foot annual supply deficit 


"SNG is no cure all for either our ser- 


vice territory's or the nation's energy 
shortages," Gauthier said. "However, 
SNG docs help meet die pressing short 
term goals of offsetting pipeline curtail- 
ments — efficiently end without harm to 
the environment." 


THE NEW FACILITY will produce 


SNG by conerting liquid hydrocarbons 
and naphtha into methane, the major, 
component of natural gas. The SNG 
will be interchangeable with traditional 
pipeline supplies. 


The plant consists of two units, or 


"trains." Each unit can produce 90 to 100 
million cubic feet of SNG a day. One 
train began operation Aug. 7 and the sec- 
ond unit is now in service. 


The NI-Gas energy development pro- 


grams include SNG, and the possibility 
of gas from Illinois coal reserves, off- 
shore oil and gas exploration and plans 
for a Maine refinery.

All the major economic statistics point to a United States 


tortured by Inflation and recession. 


These statistics are issued separately. Putting them togeth- 


er helps show a full picture of how the economy Is progress- 
Ing. 


PRICES: 


The Consumer Price Index increased in September by .2 


per cent. If sustained, this would translate into an annual 
increase in consumer prices of 14.4 per cent In the first nine 
months of this year, prices rose more than they did In all of 
last year. 


INFLATION: 


Measured by a broad gauge — called the GNP "deflator," 


a measurement preferred by economists — inflaton's pace 
was at an annual rate of 11.5 per cent during the July-Sep- 
tember period of 1974. 


WHOLESALE PRICES: 


A partial harbinger of things to come, wholesale prices rose 


by one-tenth of 1 per cent In September, the smallest Increase 
in 11 months and equivalent to a 1.2 per cent annual rate. 
This was well below the 3.7 per cent annual rate recorded in 
August. 


UNEMPLOYMENT: 


Joblessness rose to 6 per cent in October, the highest in 


three years.,The number of unemployed persons looking for 
work reached 5.5 million out of a civilian work force of 92 
million. In October of 1973, unemployment was 4.6 per cent 


OUTPUT: 


The nation's "real" Gross National Product," a measure of 


the total output of goods and services adjusted to eliminate 
the distortions of Inflation, declined in the third quarter of 
1974 at on annual rate of 2.9 per cent This was the third 
consecutive drop. One common definition of recession is a 
decline for two consecutive quarters In GNP. 


• 
INDUSTRIAL OUTPUT: 


Production of U.S. industries fell at an annual rate of three, 


tenths of 1 per cent in the third quarter. This compares with 
a rise of 1.9 per cent in the second quarter and a decline in 
the first quarter of 6.6 per cent. 


PRODUCTIVITY: 


Worker productivity — output per hour of work — fell at an 


annual rate of 3 per cent in the third quarter. This helped 
boost unit labor costs at an annual rate of 13.9 per cent 
Productivity often declines at the start of a recession; there 
is not enough work to keep employes occupied full time, but 
the drop in demand is not yet sharp enough to justify layoffs.

at an annual rate of 2.3 per cent in the third quarter.

Average hourly pay of factory workers rose In September 


to $4.51 from $4.43 in August 


FUTURE WAGES: 


In major labor contracts signed in the third quarter, wage 


Increases averaged 11.3 per cent a year, up from 10 per cent 
in the previous quarter. 


RETAIL SALES: 


They fell in September, 1.3 per cent below August. 


PROFITS: 


A Wall Street Journal tabulation shows a 29.6 per cent In- 


crease in profits during the third quarter over the same peri- 
od a year ago. 


THE FUTURE: 


The Commerce Department's composite Index of leading 


economic indicators —a barometer of where the economy is 
likely to go — suffered a 2.5 per cent decline in September, 
its sharpest monthly drop hi more than 23 years.

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Sales office can reveal many facts 


At a bousing development, the sates of- 


fice (tends u a chameleon waiting to be 
perceived In various forma depending on 
the sophistication of the individual view- 
er. 


To the naive. It Is a tender trap. It U, 


after all, manned by persons whose prin- 
cipal desire Is to transform each and ev- 
ery prospective buyer Into a bona fide 
mortgage holder. Chances are also ex- 
cellent that the office will have been de- 
signed specifically to stress the strong 
points of the development, and to Im- 
plant as powerfully as possible the mo- 
tive to buy. 


But, according to Arthur B. GIngold, a 


sales office should never be seen as a 
place where Information moves In only 
one direction — from developer to poten- 
tial customer. "On the contrary, if the 
buyer Is knowledgeable, a sales office 
can prove to be most revealing," he said. 


GIngold i> president of The Richards 


Group of Illinois, a subsidiary of The 
Richards Group, Inc., a Joint venture 
with Gulf and Western Industries, Inc. 
His company's three developments are 
The Fairway of Country Lakes, a town- 
home community outside Napervllle; 
The Crossings, a townhome development 
In Buffalo Grove; and Manchester, a lux- 
ury detached-home community in Lin- 
colnshire. 


To help potential buyers sift through 


the verbiage and get the most out of 
their visits to sales offices, Gingold com- 
piled the following list of suggestions: 


Check office appearance — Has care 


and effort been taken In the construction 
and Interior design of the office? Unless 
the development Is small or very new, a 
trailer-type office can Indicate a lack of 
commitment and confidence in the devel- 
opment and a potential buyer should be 
concerned as to whether the developer 
plans to stand by his product or whether 
he has sufficient financial backing to 
market his products. The actual layout of 
a sales office can and should vary wide- 
ly, but In the case of larger devel- 
opments, It must always carry a sense of 
permanence and reflect the true nature 
of Its product 


Check office housekeeping — If the 


sales office Is not being maintained prop- 
erly, the potential buyer should bo wary; 
and, according to GIngold, this is partic- 
ularly true In a townhomo of con- 
dominium community. "In these commu- 
nities, the developer usually is respon- 
sible for keeping the grass cut and gen- 
erally maintaining all commonly-owned 
areas. If ho cannot oven keep his own 
office clean, I would start wondering how 
ho expects to perform the more Impor- 
ant chores," GIngold said. 


Check the office staff — The developer 


hires the salesman — his philosophy of 
doing business Is reflected In his staff — 
so If the salesman In the sales office Is 
other than top rate, it Is possible that the 
development itself will be similarly 
flawed, Gtngold said. Following are some 
questions a prospective buyer might ask 
himself while judging a salesman's abili- 
ty: 


Upon entering the talcs office, is the 


prospect treated naturally or ls he sub- 
jected to the type of "hard-sell" cam- 
paign that Is so out of place In a quality 
development?

office, what kind of treatment does he 
receive from the salesman? Presumably, 
the salesman has already received his 
commission from such a person, so if his 
attitude Is positive and helpful, it is prob- 
able that he is genuine. If he is curt or 
uncooperative to the homeowner, be- 
ware. 


Docs the salesman demonstrate a gen- 


uine interest in learning the prospective 
buyer's real needs, or does be merely 
pretend to listen while digging out bro- 
chures for the development's most ex- 
pensive model? 


Is the salesman knowledgeable not 


only about the development, but also 
about the surrounding community? If a 
question stumps him, does he try to- talk 
around it or does he go to work finding 
the answer? 


Check the displays — most sales of- 


fices have stock photos of people swim- 
ming and otherwise enjoying the ame- 
nities of the new community. This is to 
be expected, but does the sales office 
also display more pertinent and valuable 
information? For example, If there Is no 
map showing the development in relation 
to nearby schools, shopping centers and 
recreational areas, it is possible the de- 
veloper feels that the truth might be 
damaging. The same principle applies to 
such things as room dimensions on dis- 
plays of floor plans. If measurements are 
lacking, the developer may feel they are 
not. very Impressive. Finally the flair, or 
lack of It, demonstrated In the design of 
the displays can serve as one measure of 
tne developer's creativity. 


Check brochures — These are advertis- 


ing materials that are designed to excite 
the potential buyer, but they should also 
contain a wealth of solid Information. In 
fact, if the brochures do not contain such 
Information, or if they are handsome 
puff and nothing more, then again, it is 
time to be wary, GIngold warned. 


Ask questions — "A sure way to hear 


only the salesman's side of the story is to 
ask no questions," he cautioned. If the 
prospective buyer has found a very sim- 
ilar development earlier In his search 
which was priced considerably lower he 
should ask why. There may be a good 
reason. Then again, there may not. 


GIngold, a proponent of the well- 


planned and informative sales office, is 
quite frankly proud of the offices at his 
three Chicago area developments. "The 
sales figures at the developments prove 
that all three of the offices are effective, 
and yet, they could hardly be less sim- 
ilar In appearance. Each is uniquely suit- 
ed to Its own product and surroundings 
and, therein, I believe lies the secret of 
their success." 


The Crossings, now in it second suc- 


cessful construction phase, is a 128-acre 
$30 million townhouse and recreational 
community In Buffalo Grovo which will 
Include two-and three-bedroom homes, 
priced from $47,500 to $56,990.

cost U only the beginning. A study of life cycle carts for home 
appliances turned up a number of surprising facts — Informa- 
tion you can use to cut the cost of your household electrical 
and mechanical servants. 


Suppose you spend 1300 for a refrigerator. You can expect 


to spend another 1830 over the life of that refrigerator for 
electricity and service. The purchase price amounts to only 38 
per cent of the life cycle costs. 


Color television costs, however, divide about half and half. 


If you spend MOO for a color television set, service and elec- 
tricity to run it will cost another 1400. 


SERVICING COSTS vary widely between electronic prod- 


ucts, such as color television, and such major appliances as 
ranges, refrigerators, freezers, clothes washers, and dryers. 
Only 6 per cent of the refrigerator's life cycle costs goes for 
service. But a color television owner can expect to pay 33 per 
cent of the total life cycle costs for service over the TV's 
useful life. 


"Consumer Appliances: The Real Cost" Is the final report 


of a massive study by Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
The study, financed by the National Science Foundation, tack- 
led what many manufacturers, consumers, and legislators 
consider the largest single area of consumer concern — the 
cost and quality of homo appliance service. 


Appliances are big business —112.9 billion In sales In 1972. 


Further, consumers paid an estimated $4 billion for service 
and about $3 billion for electrical energy to operate appli- 
ances. All cost figures are in 1972 constant dollars for con- 
sistency. 


HERE IS SOME interesting and useful data you can apply 


from this report: 


• From 1965 to 1972, the cost of a service call for a color 


TV set rose from tZO to $30. By 1980 this figure will likely rise 
to ISO. But the need for service Is declining faster than the 
cost of service Is rising. In 1983 TV sets averaged two calls 
per year. By 1972 service calls averaged only one per year

Thus, life cycle service costs for TV are declining. 


• Buyers should consider service costs two ways, a manu- 


facturer's reputation for reliable products and warranty 
terms offered. 


Manufacturers have extended warranty coverage from 90 


Warranties also Included parts 
and labor Instead of parts only for part of that time. War- 
ranties were improved to gain a sates advantage. But service 
costs under warranty increased sharply. 


Because appliance service is highly labor intensive, appli- 


ance manufacturers began building greater reliability into 
their products to avoid service calls. Their strategy appears 
to be working, as the ratio of appliances to technicians in- 
• creased from 1767 to 2334 during the 10 years before 1972. 


• Energy, mostly electrical, affects the cost of such energy 


gobblers as air conditioners, freezers, and refrigerators.'Air 
conditioners were the first to appear with an Energy Efficien- 
cy Ratio (EER) displayed. Some air conditioners were found 
to use 45 to 50 per cent more energy than more efficient units 
to produce the same cooling. Thus, picking an efficient refrig- 
erator, freezer, or air conditioner according to its EER saves 
cash over its life cycle. 
N 
Paying a higher price to save energy during a refrig- 


erator's life cycle can be a good investment For example, 
polyurethane foam in place for insulation saves $85 in energy 
over a refrigerator's life. 


• Appliance owners can help to reduce service costs. Fully 


30 per cent of the appliance and TV service calls are due to a 
set improperly adjusted or unplugged. Costs for unnecessary 
calls end up to a higher purchase price.

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Smaller builders will fare 
better with dismal economy 


The smaller homobuiWcr who keeps 


hla overhead low and builds principally 
In established neighborhoods in his own 
"backyard." will fare far better in this 
dismal economy than the giant multi- 
market national housing producer creat- 
ing new communities from scratch, a 
prominent shelter architect said here 
lost week. 


"This is no time to pioneer in far flung 


undeveloped suburban wilds," stressed 
Barry Bcrkus. MA, founder of the Ber- 
kus Group, Los Angeles-based archi- 
tectural and planning firm. 


Bcrkus, keynote speaker at last week's 


Chlcagoland Homebuilders Association 
meeting, warned that the "Large build- 
ers will not achieve the starts this year 
to amortize their general and adminis- 
trative expenses. The cost of carrying 
land resulting from projects not reaching 
approval In the necessary time frame, 
plus debt service on standing inventory, 
will temporarily remove the giants from 
tho battle field." 


He contends the "local builder oper- 


ating In a sphere of comfort well known 
In his community, operating with min- 
imal overhead and concentrating on 
unlquo parcels within established living 
cores has the best chance of survival. 
Product concentration will be In the 
$40,000 to $80,000 quasi-detached pro- 
grams centered around established focal 
points. It is this land plan that will stim- 
ulate tho move to these environs," he 
claimed. 


Because of eroded purchasing power, 


skyrocketing costs and buyer uncertain- 
ty, many more households will opt to re- 
model existing homes instead of buying 
new ones, Berkus said. "There will also 
be many 'movedowns* to less financially 
demanding environs, which, in turn, will 
reopen the rental market," he fore- 
casted. 


On the brighter side, Berkus said be 


sees a high level of potential in the over- 
SO age group during the periods imme- 
diately ahead. Calling this market vir- 
tually "unexplored" he said: "There is a 
fantastic market, relatively untapped, in 
the 50-year-old and over segment of our 
population. These people have been 'can- 
ning their dollars' and have stayed rela- 
tively liquid — and they are not ready to 
be relegated to those senior citizen 
ghettos or metal mobile home filing cabi- 
nets." 


New kinds of "Intellectual" focal 


points may well hold wide appeal to this 
older area market, the architect noted. 
"Many junior colleges and institutions of 
higher learning ere fast becoming cen- 
ters of adult educations and may create 
a focal point or campus for the continua- 
tion of intellectual vitality and devel- 
opment of new crafts and skills for this 
group. 


"Here lies a potential of vitality in an 


otherwise lethargic market," Berkus 
sold. 


The upcoming year will see only select 


.product — mostly smaller development, 
unique in character, high in value, aimed 
at special interest groups, Berkus con- 
cluded.

Mailing deadlines near 


for gifts to military 


There still are millions of military per- 


sonnel for whom Christmas will be 
bountiful or barren — depending on gifts 
from home. And the mailing deadlines 
are here. 


United States' active participation in 


the war in Vietnam ended in the spring. 
of 1973, but we still have personnel there. 
Other far-flung outposts include Thai- 
land, Cambodia, Korea, some parts of 
G e r m a n y and Iceland, called the 
loneliest assignment. 


An estimated 2.1 million servicemen 


and women and 3.5 million of their de- 
pendents are scattered around the globe, 
says United Service Organizations, Inc. 
(USO). 


USO, a non-profit, civilian organiza- 


tion, each year offers its centers to dis- 
tribute holiday gifts to bases, military 
hospitals and other installations. 


AND EACH YEAR, USO compiles a 


list of suggestions of what service per- 
sonnel most want and need. 


"Just think in terms of what you'd 


send someone away at college," said a 
USO spokesman. "Remember, most of 
those now in the service are in the 


Revolutionary programs help but not enough 


by PATRICIA McCORMACK 


A revolution is occurring in public and 


private programs to deal with the eco- 
nomic problems of old age, but a lot re- 
mains to be done. 


Consider: Social Security benefits have 


gone up 73 per cent in the last decade. 
But that, as anyone trying to live off the 
monthly check Knows, is not enough, 
even though it is part of "a revolution." 


Developments feeding the revolution 


that suited 10 yean ago were died by 
James H. Schulz, authority on the eco- 
nomics of aging, and associate professor 
of welfare economics at Brandels Uni- 
versity. 


The elements of the revolution, be said, 


Include: 


• A growth of private pension pro- 


grams to industry, marking dramatic in- 
orMaeaio benefits. 


• Snail property tax relief laws le|ls» 


lated in over 80 per cent of the states. 


• The public universal health insur- 


ance program Medicare created within 
that period, currently provide* more 
than 110 billion a year in benefits. 


• Old-age assistance (a welfare pro- 


gram) has been abolished and a new 


supplemental security income program 
has taken its place. This "negative In- 
come" type program roughly doubles the 
number of low-Income elderly eligible for 
income supplementation. 


• Federal regulation of private pen- 


sions is becoming a reality — together 
with an exemption from federal taxation 
of savings for retirement by self<m- 
ployed professionals and employes'not. 
covered by private peosion.phtiB. 


Schulz said the new programs have re- 


sulted in a huge shift of income from the 
working population to the ratired'popu* 
lation. A study pubttshed by the Brook- 
ings Institution, commenting on the shift, 
noted: 
' ' 


"Although it is not possible to say ex- 


actly how . . . shifts in federal activity 
have affected particular groups, clearly 
the aged and the disabled have received 
an increasing proportion of federal bene- 
fits. 


"The relative shift from defense spend- 


ing, which in theory benefits the nation 
as a whole, to cash transfers, which 
benefit 'mainly the aged tad disabled, > 
implies a decision to accord higher prior- 
Ity to the needs of these people." 


All these changes, says Prof. Schulz, 


are causing serious consideration t« be 
given to this question: Have .we done 
enough for the aged? 


There is no clear-cut answer. Prof. 


Schulz says benefits being paid to the el- 
derly are rising faster than any other 
category of federal1 spending. 


This policy is causing a new conflict 


between the generations. Sodal Security- 
taxes being< levied to pay for these bene- 
fits are mainly shouldered by the chil- 
dren and grandchildren of the benefi- 
daries.'' 


FOR.MORE THAN half the taxpayers, 


the Sodal Security; "take" is bigger than 
the income tax bite.- What angers some 
workers'even more, toe "take" goes on 
even when the salary isn't large enough1. 
in view of the number of exemptions to 
call for withholding for income tax pur- 
poses. 


The-fact is, according to Prof. Schultz, 


that despite all the improvements, large 
numbers face years of poverty once they 
reach 65. In 1972, «mimon older Ameri- 
cans had poverty level incomes. 
* Economists have estimated that an In- 
com» of 85 to 75 per cent of average pre- 
retirement earnings would permit most 


older Americans except the very poorest 
to live in retirement at a standard equal 
to the preretirement one. While some ex- 
penses increase with age, many others 
(Social Security taxes, work expenses, 
tuition bills for the children, mortgage 
costs) usually stop altogether. In addi- 
tion with a reduced income, a*fact for 
most older Americans, the federal tax 
bill is far less. 


The older Americans in the economic- 


ally elite set today are those who have 
good private pensions plus Sodal Secur- 
ity. 


While increasing numbers of Ameri- 


cans are scheduled to receive combined 
public and private pensions equal to 60,. 
70 or 80 per cent of preretirement In- 
come, they are not safe from the erosion' 
by inflation. 


At the current rate of inflation, Prof.' 


Schulz estimates that such pensioners 
might expect their pension income to be 
slashed to half during the retirement 
years. Lack of inflation-protection is a. 
serious deficiency of private pension- 
plans. - 
,, . 


On the plus aide are toe federal pro- 


grams to help ndmons of older Ameri- 
cans to pay for medical care. 


He says these programs have three 


major flaws: 


• They are extremely uneven in cov- 


erage and benefits. 


• They provide little protection against 


catastrophic medical bills. 


• The tax subsidy program offers 


large benefits to the rich and little to the 
poor. > 


Prof. Schulz said it is erroneous to be- 


lieve that most workers today are forced 
to retire as a result of mandatory retire- 
ment provisions. 


"About half the labor force is not sub- 


ject to mandatory retirement rules," he 
said. Most workers who are subject to 
such rules retire voluntarily before 
reaching the mandatory age. In fact, 
only about seven per cent of an older 
workers want and are physically able to 
continue working beyond the mandatory 
retirement age but are prohibited from 
doing so. 


Most workers do not plan, economic- 


ally or socially, for retirement Schulz 
said they rely on the employer and the 
government to plan for them.' • 


"We have more to do for older Ameri- 


cans."

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FDA committee proposes IUD warning, research 


Last June, the Dalkon Shield, in- 


trsuUrine .device (IUD) was temporarily 
banned for allegedly causing 219 septic ' 
abortions — 13 of them fatal. Now, the 
government has finally moved to require 
dlsdMure of this and other risks on IUD 
labels, and to conduct major research on 
lUDs. 


An advisory committee to the Food 


and Drug Administration has proposed 
•that manufacturers provide balanced In* 
formation, warnings and advice on lUDs 
for prospective users. The proposal also 
calls for standardized prescription guide- 
lines for physicians. This would Include a 
warning that some women wearing lUDs 
have not only become pregnant, but suf- 
fered Infected spontaneous abortions.. 


Women's groups have been calling for 


"informed consent" In the prescribing of 
lUDs. charging that many doctors tell ' 
patients little or nothing about the device 
and Its potential complications, or even 
the type of device Inserted. 


BY CONTRAST, users of birth control 


pills since 1970 have received an infor- 
mation brochure in tho package. 


Although an estimated 8.8 million lUDs 


have been Inserted in American women 
since 1960, the FDA has never required 
manufacturers to obtain approval of la-' 
bete, nor even to prove safety and effec- 
tivencjs, as Is the case with drugs. 


Meanwhile, the National Institute of 


Child Health and Human Development 
has launched a three-year, $500,000 study 
on the complications of lUDs. The study 
Is Intended to determine the risk of each 
model of IUD. Data will be collected 
from thousands of women and from 15-20 
medical centers. ' 


Although the devices are known to 


cause such complications as uterine per- 
foration, severe hemorrhage, ectoplc 
pregnancies and Infected abortions, the 
rate or risk of such occurrences Is not 
known. In the absence of any data, tho 
rate has been assumed to be "In- 
frequent." 


A JOHNS HOPKINS Hospital research 


report indicates that commercials and- 
social pressures pushing early'use of 
baby food may be doing babies a great 
deal of harm. 
• T h e medical team said that Infants' 
usually can get quite adequate nutrition 
from milk foods alone for the,first six 
months of life. They said that the early 
Introduction'of baby foods provides ex- 
cess nutrients, which may result in obes- 
ity and degenerative diseases -later in 
life. 


Of the infants studied, 97 per cent were 


taking dry cereal and 70 per cent,were 
eating strained fruit by two months of 
age. Such early introduction of. baby 
foods resulted in the Infants getting near- 
ly 60 per cent too much protein, and 30 
per cent excess carbohydrates. 
. 


, The researchers noted that;, chubby 
babies are considered cute and well- 
mothered In our society, and that an ear- 
ly diet of solids, like walking and talking,

Jan for canning and freezing 
have to bo made by a special process. 


Basically, you are quito right about the 


waste factor, and we can only hope that 
double -purpose containers will become 
standard. However, In the meantime, no- 
body should make the mistake of using 
the standard food jars as canning jars. 
They'll crack more than 00 per cent of 
the time.

Midwest housing to stay in doldrums through mid-'75 expert says

Residential construction In a nine-state 


area of the Midwest will remain alow for 
the rest of 1974 and for the tint half of 
1975, an expert In private mortgages has 
predicted. 


Jackson W. Goss, president of In- 


vestors Mortgage Insurance Co. of Bos- 
ton, said, "Look for a takeoff in new 


building in Wisconsin, Iowa, Indiana, Ne- 
braska and parts of North Dakota. They 
expect population increases. 


"Uncertainties generated by today's 


double-digit inflation have made people 
generally- apprehensive and their re- 
sponse to the monetary climate is to stay 
-put—until economic clouds disperse." 


Goss predicted Illinois, Michigan and 


Indiana could expect good activity in 
planned unit developments, and so could 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota, at a slower 
pace. The ninth state, South Dakota, 
could look for a spotty housing picture 
with only patches of slower-paced 
growth. 


Goss said luxury-priced'single family 


dwellings will do well, especially in sub- 


urbs of major cities. 


EXISTING PROPERTIES also will be 


strong, Goss said. "The trend will be to- 
ward converting older dwellings Into two, 
three, and four-family sites, mostly in 
older suburbs which are close to the dty 
itself. In some cases a number of singles 


Iwil< get together, buy an old, large home 
and turn It into individual homes," 


Goss said slow areas will include de» 


velopent of large-scale multi-family proj- 
ects and low-to-medium-priced con- 
dominiums. 


He said he expected the building mar- 


ket to plateau in the late spring of 1975, 
then pick up "because the Midwest, over* 
all, represents a growth area for the 
housing Industry."

lace infection 
ifi hospital stay 


DENVER (UPI) - If you ore one of 


tho approximately 30 million Americans 
who will bo hospitalized this year, tho 
chances are one In 20 that you will devel- 
op an Infection during your hospital stay. 


Dr. Theodore Elckhoff, head of the 


University of Colorado School of Medi- 
cine's division of Infectious diseases, 
soys that based on the 30-railllon-paUcnt 
figure — which ho admits Is conservative 
— about 1.5 million persons will become 
Infected while in hospitals this year. 


Elckhoff said tho very young and the 


very old are more susceptible to hospital 
infection than other patients, but not sim- 
ply because of their age. 


••THE NEWBORN, particularly the 


premature infant, Is compromised by his 
Immunologlc 
immaturity," Elckhoff 


said. "Aged patients, on tho other hand, 
likely are more compromised by surgical 
procedures, heart or kidney /allure, 
chronic obstructive pulmonary disease, 
and others, than by ago alone." 


Ono of the main reasons for the In- 


creasing number of hospital Infections, 
Elckhoff nays, Is tho double-edged sword 
of new medical advances. 


The use of artificial limbs, heart val- 


ves, vascular grafts and transplantation 
of entire organs are techniques which 
arc saving lives dally, he says. But these 
techniques carry with them the danger of 
creating artificial entries Into tho body 
t h r o u g h which disease-causing sub- 
stances can enter. 


Although tho use of antibiotics cannot 


bo directly related to hospital Infections, 
Elckhoff says most drugs are capable of 
a l t e r i n g the microscopic organisms 
which often contain tho body's antibacte- 
rial mechanisms. 


"IT IS NOTEWORTHY that Virtually 


all of tho bacteria regularly associated 
with hospital Infections are capable of 
developing resistance to many drugs 
within a relatively short period or are 
genetically highly resistant to most anti- 
biotics," he said. 


"Doctors have come to rely on anti- 


biotics, In part, as tho means by which 
one can prevent Infections. In truth, this 
is not so. When antibiotics arc used un- 
necessarily, Improperly or Incorrectly, 
tho risk is run of inducing hospital in- 
fections." 


Another source of hospital Infection, 


Elckhoff says, is the Increased usage of 
prepackaged disposal Items such as cath- 
eters or syringes. Such Items are used by 
many hospitals on grounds that they are 
more economical. But, according to 
Elckhoff, the general assumption that 
such Items are always germ-free may 
not be true. 


"Probably the most common sites of 


hospital-acquired Infection are the respi- 
ratory and urinary tracts and surgical 
wounds," he said. "Correspondingly, the 
problem procedures are urinary tract or 
intravenous catheters and inhalation 
therapy. Too often such devices are used 
as a convenience rather than as a neces- 
sity."

LONDON (UPI) - All the pleasure of sex - without sex. 
All the satisfaction of alcohol, gambling and gluttony with- 


out drunkenness, bankruptcy or obesity. 


For better or worse that's what the world psychologists say 


is possible around the turn of the century. 


What this will do to the man-woman relationship and the 


family that results from it, to the brewers and distillers and 
food growers and processors, was not discussed by the scien- 
tists asked about future trends In psychology. 


Dr. Mike Smith of the University of Wales Institute of Sci- 


ence and Technology assembled a panel of 50 experts to sug- 
gest the probable developments. Some of their more inter- 
esting points were reported in a New Scientist article. 


ONE PREDICTION concerned what Smith called "do-it- 


yourself pleasure centers." 


"Since the 1850»," he said, "we have known that such cen- 


ters exist deep in the mammalian brain. The American psy- 
cbotoglet, Dr. James Olds, managed to implant electrodes 
into these centers In the brains of rats. 


"He found that the rats would work'bard at pressing a 


lever when the only reward they received was a small elec- 
trical Impulse to the electrode in their brains. 


"When the electricity supply was turned off, the rats quick- 


ly lost interest in the lever. 


"It is not Inconceivable that our knowledge of the anatomy 


of the human brain and our surgical techniques will have 
advanced to where a device the size of a portable cassette 
recorder could deliver carefully controled electrical impulses 
to the brain. 


"Self-stimulation of pleasure centers could well make sex, 


alcohol, gambling and eating obsolete as modes of human 
gratification. 


SMITH DID NOT amplify the possibilities of such a devel- 


opment including the certainty that many domestic quarrels 
will wind up with "who needs you?" and perhaps a suit 
against manufacturers of the machines for alienation of affec- 
tions. 


Among other predictions: 
• Drug control of criminals instead of prison control and 


the use of chemicals to advance or retard learning by the 
1990s. 
. 
, 


"By the year 2038 our knowledge of the neurophyslo-logical 


processes of learning and memory will bo so complete that 
biological methods for selectively erasing memory tapes will 
be available. People whose happiness Is stunted by unfortu- 
nate emotional memories will thus be able to have them 
erased." 


• The ability to control behavior should come sometime 


after 1987 and "need not be sinister. A bright child from the 
worst slums of Cardiff of Glasgow, for example, could elect to 
undergo a self-manipulative program which would enable him 
to hold his own in a set of Bloomsbury Intellectuals." 


SMITH SAID that, like all predictions, the ones made by his 


panel should be treated with "healthy skepticism" though his 
panelists were rcponsible and concerned with the ethical 
aspects of what they were forecasting. 


"For example," ho said, "while do-it-yourself pleasure cen- 


ters are forecast to be technically possible by the year 2003, 
panel members were alive to the fact that this development 
may not be ethically desirable and that legislation could be 
Introduced to control its use." 


Behavior problems occur when kids aren't 'normaF

Do parents automatically know bow to 


mold or shape' their children's behavior? 


They don't, says Dr. Barbara Herjanic,"" 


director of pediatric psychiatry at St., 
Louis Children's Hospital, and assistant' 
professor of psychiatry and pediatrics at • 
Washington University School of 'Medi- 
cine. .

"I think, however, the majority of par* 


ents do a pretty good job without any 
special training as long as their children 
are reasonably normal,", said Dr. Her- 
janic. "The problems arise when there 
are disturbances In behavior or learning, 
or personalities develop in an abnormal 
way that causes difficulties for them. 


•THE REASONS WHY these abnorma- 


The search for mental health 


lilies happen vary a great deal from 
child to child, from family to family. A 
child may be developing abnormally be- 
cause he was born with some kind of 
condition that kept his brain from func- 
tioning or developing as a child normally 
.would, such as in retardation where the 
.mental and physical development is 
slow. 


"Autistic, children are another ex- 


ample," she said. "Their development is 
handicapped because of peculiar behav- 
ioral characteristics and lack of devel- 
opment of communication. 


"There are children who look pretty 


normal and seem to be pretty normal, 
but they're very overactive. This creates 
many kinds of problems in the home sit- 
uation," said Dr. Herjanic. 


"THE ABNORMAL CHILD 'may be 


discovered early if his behavior happens 
to be frustrating to his parents," Dr. 
Herjanic said, "but frequently a problem 
may not be recognized until he enters 
school. There, he doesn't fit in well with 
his peers or the school situation and the 
teacher reports back to the parents, at 
which time they should seek counseling. 


"Parents do mold their child's behav- 


ior, for good or for bad. One very impor- 
tant thing we teach parents is to 'catch* 
their child being good, to look for posi- 
tive aspects of the child that already ex- 
ist, to emphasize those and give the child 
a lot of reinforcement for whatever posi- 
tive behaviors he does have, even though 
he may have a lot of negatives, too. Par- 
ents should pay attention to the behav- 
iors they want to encourage. This is es- 
sentially one of the main points of behav- 
ior modification as a treatment, too. 


"It's not simple. To treat a child be- 


cause of his behavior, one really needs 
some guidance, some professional help. 
It's very difficult to do by yourself, just 
by reading a book or having someone tell 
you."

Back in younger days custards were 


very much • part of mealtime. Living on 
a farm we always bad plenty of milk 
and eggs, and Mother could satisfy a lot 
of appetites with a variety of boiled or 
baked custards.

Take advantage of plentiful rice 


This year's rice harvest is expected to 


•set a new record, according to U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture's crop reports. 
With the Increased supply, estimated at 
22 per cent above last year's, consumers 
can look forward to lower retail prices. 
"if rice isn't a tegular on your weekly"' 
menus, plan to include it. Rice is eco- 
nomical,' Just three, to four cents a 
serving. At today's food prices few can 
afford to pass up such a bargain. 


When cooking rice, be careful not to 


abuse it by over-use of water and over- 
exposure to dry heat. Washing white rice 
before cooking is unnecessary and will 
cost you about 25 per cent of its thla- 
mlne. Substantial nutrient losses can also 
occur when the grains are cooked in so 
much water that some must be drained 
oft at the end of cooking. To avoid loss of 
nutrients use only enough water that can 
be absorbed by the grains. . 


One cup raw rice'equals 3tt cup's when 


cooked. If using preprocessed rice, the 
volume will be less. This Is also true for 
recipes In'which rice is browned in a 
skillet prior to cooking it with moisture. 


ALTHOUGH METHODS 
may vary 


slightly, here's the basic way to make 
boiled rice: Bring 1 3/4 cups water or 
stock to a rolling boil. Add 3/4 teaspoon 
salt then stir 1 cup white 'or brown rice 
slowly into the water so as not to disturb 
the boiling. You may add 1 tablespoon 
melted butter to the rice, before cooking 
to keep it from sticking to the pot. 


Cover and cook over slow beat. White 


rice will take from 20 to 30 minutes, 
brown from 40 to 50. If the rice becomes 
too dry, add 1/4 cup or more boiling wa- 
ter. When the grains have swelled to ca- 
pacity, uncover the pot for about the last 
5 minutes of cooking. Continue to cook 
the rice over very low heat, shaking the 
pot from time to time until the grains 
have separated; Or the cooked rice may 
be fluffed with a fork. 


Here are two rice main dish redoes 


that provide enough protein without us- 
ing meat. Eggs, cheese, .dried beans and 
rice are the protein sources. 


Use of sweeteners 


Because sugar does more than just 


sweeten foods,* it's no simple matter to 
substitute other sweeteners hi its place, 
says Irene Downey, University of Illinois 
Extension foods specialist. 


Sugar affects ( texture, volume and 


browning, especially of baked goods. It 
also has a preservative effect in foods, 
such as jams and jellies, and is a neces- 
sary Ingredient to the jelling of those 
products. 
• 


Substitutes such as honey, molasses, 


nnd syrup can provide some of the func- 
tions of sugar. However, artificial sweet- 
eners generally provide sweetness only. 
Miss Downey points out that artificial 
sweeteners come in liquid, crystal, or ta- 
blet form. They contain saccharin or oth- 
er non-nutritive sweetener. Such prod- 
ucts have been developed for special 
dietary use and should not be considered 
an all-purpose sugar' replacement Be 
sure to read the special dietary state- 
ment that appears on the label,

prices, but few elect to do anything about 
cutting back. Julius Unfaan of Palatine 
b one penon who is not content to join 
OHM complolners.

Urehan has been doing the •grocery 


•hopping for his family of four for about 
11 years and estimates that he spends an 
average of $23 to $30 a week. 


Experience and research are what 


make Urshan a shrewd food shopper. In 
fact he was astounded by a recent TV 
report which Indicated that It was not 
unusual for a family of six to spend as 
much as f 125 a week on groceries. His 
family eats nutritionally balanced meals 
each week at only a fraction of this cost 


Grocery shopping is serious business 


for Urshan. "It's one area you can cut 
bock and feel good about both mentally 
and physically," he said. "It's part of 
the whole picture to fight Inflation-and 
each Individual should be willing' to do 
his part." 


A youth counselor by profession, Ur- 


shan Is also a member of the advisory 
board of the consumer division of the 
Better Business Bureau. He conducts 
seminars, contributes to the monthly 
newsletter and addresses various groups 
on the topic of taming the wild food bill 


FOOD SHOPPING BEGINS at home, 


he said. "Spend time and talk about the 
menu. Consider what you have on hand 
and what you will need before you enter 
the store." 


Making up the list and menu planning 


may take 33 to 40 minutes, but It's worth 
the money saved at the market Make 
the list for the whole week, Urshan ad- 
vised. Study the ads end plan menus ac- 
cordingly. Urshan shops at the beginning 
of the week and the end, depending on 
the specials. He also visits several stores 
if the specials are attractive. 


"Be sure to eat first «nd try not to be 


angry," offered Urshan. "Angry people 
have a tendency to spend more money." 


Once in the store be flexible with tha 


list to take advantage of unadvertised 
specials. If a less expensive item can be 
substituted, don't hesitate to vary the 
list, he said. 


URSHAN RECOMMEND* shopping 


with manufacturer's _ coupons clipped 
from' newspapers and" magazines. How- 
ever, be cautions shoppers to be selective 
in using store coupons. Some stores are 
not above increasing prices to lower the 
coupon values, be said. 


Urshan urges consumers to read store 


circulars but adds "Don't buy an Item 
'just because It has a cents^tt coupon." , 


Consider the cost per serving of each 


item, said Urshan. Maximum, utilization 
of the food Is a more accurate evaluation 
of the ture cost. „." '

Unit pricing is" also provided to help 


consumers, so use it for comparison 
shopping. Store brands offer a savings, 
according to Uraban. "You pay for ad- 
vertising costs for name brand prod- 
ucts," be said. 


"IN GENERAL. It's a good idea to 


avoid convenience foods," advised Ur- 
shan. "However,-be aware of the few 
that offer savings.auch «s frozen orange 
Juice concentrate." 


Urshan also feels that pictures on la- 


bels often mislead, consumers. For ex- 
ample, the glossy TV dinner boxes may 
look appetizing, but It may be hard to 
recognize the seme food once the dinner 
comes out of the oven. "There's just not 
enough nutrition in these dinners to war- 
rant their purchase," be said. 


Consumers should also be aware of the 


psychological ploys of supermarkets. 
Studies show that there is a general 
trend to spend more when you shop with 
someone. Urshan's advice is to leave the 
kids, husband and friends at home and 
shop alone. 


Arrangement of store layout is espe- 


cially attractive to youngsters, said Ur- 
shan. Notice the foods on the lower 
shelves which ore eye level to kids. More 
often than not the cereals,'cookies and 
candies are in easy reach of little ones. 


MOTHERS MAY-BE tempted to buy 


an Hem at a child's Insistence rather 
than argue. 


Be aware of diminishing qualities, 


warned Urshan. Check the weights of 
products. The quantity often decreases 
but not the price.'-. 


"If you stay in the grocery store longer 


than 30 minutes, you can count on spend- 
ing SO cents more per minute," said Ur- 
shan. Marketing studies have revealed 


that time is money In this respect, he 
said. ' 


Studies have also shown that once you 


pick up an item — for whatever reason 
— there's more than a SO per cent 
chance you'll throw it in the basket. 
"Don't take an item from the shelf un- 
less you Intend to buy it," cautioned Ur- 
shan.

He does not drink cof- 
fee .for two reasons. It's too expensive 
and there's no nutritional value. 


Nor does he buy bacon. "The nutri- 


tional value does not warrant the high 
cost," he said. Instead of fatty sausage, 
Urshan buys the textured vegetable pro- 
teln sausage substitutes. He also buys 
medium-sized eggs- which'are,less ex- 
pensive than larger ones but equal nutri- 
tionally.

ROT DOGS AND luncheon meats are 


excluded from family meals. "There's 
too much fat and water In hot dogs and 
not enough nutrition," said Urshan. 


"Luncheon meats, too, are very ex- 
pensive."

A typical dinner menu for Urshan's 


family includes a meat or protein item;

They have 
casseroles, meat loaf, inexpensive 
steaks, stews, homemade soups and fish. 
Urshan stresses the advantage of using 
leftovers in imaginative ways. "It's esti- 
mated that 20 per cent of food at home is > 
wasted," be said.

He suggests snacks 
such as fruits, ice cream, homemade 
popcorn, fruit juices and carrot or celery 
sticks. Nutritionally, .these foods are 
much better for kids and they, don't 
seem to miss the junk foods, said Ur- 
shan. 


He cites a great need for consumer

. der to save money, •consumers need to 
become informed and aware of how they 
are manipulated by the food Industry, 
said Urshan.

It's the perfect time for hearty soup 


by JEANNE LESEM 


A good soup can be doubly satisfying 


these crisp fall days. It can warm you 
when you are chilly while it eases the 
strain on your food budget. 


If the soup you make is hearty, it also 


can satisfy your family's .nutritional 
needs for a complete meal, provided you 
servo a salad and either a sandwich or 
bread and cheese with It. 


Many soup recipes call for meat or 


poultry stock as an Ingredient Canned 
and concentrated soups, dried bouillon 
mixes and bouillon cubes can be substi- 
tuted. But it is both easy and economical 
to make your own stock, using bones left- 
over from roasts and fowl. 


If you have a large freezer, accumu- 


late bones In a large container to be used 
as needed. Ham, pork and lamb bones 
should bo stored separately. They are 
particularly good for bean soups but may 
bo too strong for others.

The jewel fruit

gon. The piquant berries are on the mar- 
ket from September through December, 
according to the United Fresh Fruit and 
Vegetable Assn., ready to be made Into 
relishes, sauces, breads, muffins, pies 
and tarts for your eating enjoyment dur- 
ing the fall months. You can qukk-freeie 
them for year round use, too. 


Cranberries are generally of good qual- 


ity when they reach market, so buying is 
no problem. Packing. houses have a 
method of rejecting berries of poor color 
and texture. Look for plump, lustrous, 
firm berries, red to reddish black in col- 
or.

utility In New York. 


BONE SOUP STOCK: 


Place leftover bones in a large sauce- 


pan. Add 6 to 8 cups of water, salt, pep- 
percorns and a bay leaf or celery tops. 
Bring slow!.- to a boll and simmer 2 to 3 
hours. If water evaorates too quickly, 
add another cup or so as needed. Cool . 
stock a few minutes, strain it into a met- 
al bowl and immerse the bowl In cold 
water to cool rapidly. 


Ladle the cooled stock Into storage con- 


tainers and refrigerate or freeze. To less- 
en the chance of food spoilage, do not 
leave the stock at room temperature 
longer than half an hour. 


YELLOW PEA PUREE 


WITH BACON: 


Bring 6 cups of water to boll in a dutch 


oven or heavy saucepan. Add 2 cups of 
fried yellow split peas, rinsed and 
drained, 1 cup each of finely chopped 
carrots and celery and thinly sliced leeks 
optional, one half cup of finely chopped 
onion, one and a half teaspoons of salt 
and one fourth teaspoon of dried leaf 
marjoram. Cover partially and simmer 
over low heat about 45 minutes, or until 
peas are soft and most of the liquid is 
absorbed. Force the vegetables through 
a food mill or a sieve over a bowl and' 
transfer to a 2-quart, lightly greased bak- 
ing dish.

'Many of our children don't get all the 
vitamin C they need, largely because 
tOey don't eat enough citrus fruits, raw 
f^ult, tomatoes, raw cabbage, and other 
raw or cooked vegetables. Fruits and 
vegetables (especially dark green and 
yellow vegetables), are important for 
tficlr minerals such as iron, vitamins A 
and C, and good amounts of several of 
the B vitamins.

Consumers need 


nutrition info 


A recent survey by the Food and Drug 


Administration confirms the need for ad- 
ditional nutrition education for most con- 
turners, says Gcraldlno Acker, Univer- 
sity of Illinois Extension foods specialist. 


Surprisingly, nutrition knowledge of 


vegetables rated lowest of the basic four 
food groups —milk and cheese; meat, 
poultry and fish; vegetables and fruit; 
and bread and cereals. 


The researchers hoped to learn what 


Information Is generally known, what Is 
not known and what misinformation ex- 
ists. Questions were related to four rep- 
resentative foods — milk, beef, green 
peas and enriched bread. 


More than one-third of the shoppers In- 


terviewed failed to select any nutrients 
for peas. And the same proportion of 
•hoppers could not name any particular 
benefit the body derives from peas. 


However, despite the lack of nutri- 


tional knowledge about peas, more than 
two-thirds of the participants selected 
green beans as a substitute for peas. 


In discussing the nutrients of milk and 


milk products, about 75 per cent of the 
1,500 shoppers Interviewed mentioned 
calcium, while less than half mentioned 
protein and vitamin D. 


THE SUnVEY INDICATES that beef 


Is generally regardod as a good source of 
protein by 80 per ctnt of the respondents. 
However, few shoppers recognized the 
vitamin contribution of beef — B vita- 
mins, riboflavln, thlaralne and nlacLn. 


Shoopcrs' knowledge of the nutrients 


In bread rated high. Nearly half the 
choppers Indicated that enriched white 
bread Is a good source of carbohydrates 
ami calorics. 


The survey shows that shoppers do 


well substituting foods with similar nutri- 
ent content. And a large portion can also 
attribute at least one major nutrient to a 
food. Beyond that, however, only a few 
could select Important nutrients. 


Miss Acker concludes that nutrition la- 


beling should help consumers 
learn 


which foods are Important sources of 
major nutrients.

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Another bite on your pocketbook 
Nation's utilities seeking 


-a-year hikes next year

U utility companies get their way, every man, woman and 


child In America will have to pay an Increase of $40 for 
phone, gas, electric and water bills next year. 


And that's a conservative estimate, according to a UPI 


lUte-by-sUtc survey of rate Increase requests under consid- 
eration by public utility commissions. The total comes to 
more than IS billion. 


Some states, such as Texas, do not regulat public utilities. 


Others could not furnish dollar figures on requested price 
Increases. 


WHAT'S MORE, many of the requested hikes are al- 


ready in effect, pending official approval In many states, 
earlier rat« hikes have been pumping up monthly bills, and 
millions in other increases are being passed on to the con- 
sumer in the form of automatic adjustments in the cost of oil 
and gas. 


In New York State, for example, electric bills jumped as 


much as 110 a month in urban areas during the summer and 
early fall because of the soaring cost of oil. Pending rate 
.hikes could double that. Some requested rate hikes are mas- 
• slve — up to 32 per cent for utility companies which claim 
I they are being squeezed out of business by the combination of 
: fuel costs, general soaring inflation and wages. 
i: In some states, telephone companies say the dime phone 
;caU will soon be history. They ask for 20-cent phone booth 
; charges and other rate hikes to homes and businesses. 


• IN CALIFORNIA, the state Public Utilities Commission is 
; faced with $946.9 million In rate Increase requests from dec- 
:tric, gas, telephone and water companies. New York state's 
.'rate hike bids total $446 million; Illinois, $400 million; New 
! Jersey's, $426 million; Pennsylvania's, $350 million; Mich- 
; Igans, $270 million; and Ohio's, $205 million. 
; Utility companies around the country are contending that 
•the price Increases an absolutely necessary. Virginia Elec- 
: trie and Power Co. President T. Justin Moore recently test!- 
'.fled at a rate increase hearing: "Staggering inflation and 
•declining revenues has deteriorated VEPCO's financial post* 
tion so rapidly and drastically In recent months that its abili- 
ty to continue to finance any major construction programs 
has been seriously endangered." 


THE ALABAMA POWER Co. contends that its earnings 


have been so eroded it cannot sell the bonds it needs to 
• operate, finance future construction and pay for air pollution 
equipment.

pointed out one example of inflation — a utility pole that cost 
$43.30 a year ago, cost 188.60 to September — a 96 per cent 
increase. In Ohio, power companies are asking rate Increases 
up to 24 per cent In Hawaii, the Kaual electric company has 
a pending rate hike request of 32.5 per cent. 


Washington state residents, who buy large amounts of Ca- 


nadian natural gas, are facing boosts of up to 15 per cent. 


In Texas, which does not have a state regulatory agency, 


utility rates in Austin, San Antonio and other cities have 
' gone up drastically — some as much as 300 per cent. 


In Tennessee, virtually all of electric power is produced by 


the Tennessee Valley Authority, which is not subject to rate 
regulation. The TVA constantly passes on its cost increases, 
which means the average consumer is now paving 75 cents 
more a month than he was in July — low in relation to many 
states.

In Illinois, utilities 
asking $400 million 
in rate increases 


by United Preis Internationa] 


Illinois gas, electric and telephone 


companies are currently asking for a to- 
tal of $400 million In rate Increases — the 
highest amount in state history. 


The requests are pending before the Il- 


linois Commerce Commission, a state 
agency which has power to grant, reduce 
or reject the pleas. 


ICC chairman Marvin Lleberman said 


he expects rate hike requests to keep 
pouring In as long as inflation and Inter- 
est rates remain at present levels. But 
ho said he thinks the requests will de- 
cline as Inflation is brought under control 
and consumers start using less energy. 


THE LARGEST pending Increase 


• request is from Commonwealth Edison 
:0o., the electric company serving 2 mil- 
lion residential and commercial custom- 
ers In Chicago and northern minois. The 
company is asking for a (241 million 
hike, an increase of 15.7 per cent which 
would cost the average electric user a 
dime a day. 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. is asking for 


173 million from its 1.23 million custom- 
ers m the upper third of the state ex- 
cluding Chicago, and the Illinois Power 
Co. of Decatur to asking for a $26.4 mil- 


lion increase from its 500,000 customers. 
. Other sizable Increase requests In- 
clude Central Illinois Public Service, 
$14.5 million for gas and electric Central 
Illinois Light, $21.9 million for gas and- 
electric; and Iowa-Illinois Gas, $5.6 mil- 
lion for gas and electric in the Quad 
Cities area. 


MOST OF THE power companies held 


their rates steady or decreased them 
throughout the 1960s and ell find them- 
selves now facing die same problems: 
inflation means huge Increases In the 
cost of building plants and borrowing 
money.

Your number key to benefits 
to be gained from earnings 


Social Security benefits are based 


upon the worker's earnings as estab- 
lished by the Social Security Admin- 
istration. The right to benefits and 
the amount thereof are determined 
by the worker's earnings. Reports of 
earnings must be filed by every em- 
ployer who has one or more employ- 
ees covered by social security. The 
Social Security Administration main- 
tains a record of earnings for each, 
worker covered by Social Security. 


Car* in using social security num- 


bers will help make sure that a 
worker's earnings are properly cred- 
ited to his record. Every employee 
should show his social security card 
to his employers and every employer 
should be careful to enter his em- 
ployees' numbers correctly In his 
records. To receive proper credit, a 
self-employed person should accu- 
rately record his social security 
number on his federal income tax re- 
turns. 


Each person's number is different 


from everyone else's. It should bo 
used by the person to whom it was 
issued as long as he lives. No one 
should ever have or use more than 
one Social Security number. If be'did 
use more than one number, all of bis 
earnings would not be credited to one 
record, and ho might lose some 
rights to benefits. Anyone who has 
already obtained more than one 
number should see his nearest Social 
Security office so that his earnings 
records con be combined into one 
record.

State boosts interest on home loans

The minds General Assembly, in Its 


session in 1974, changed the Illinois Inter- 
est Act to Increase the amount of interest - 
which a lender can charge the borrower.' 


• The Interest Act applies to all. persons 


making loans of money, whether they 
are a private individual or someone 
regularly engaged in making loans. 


The amendments to the Act, in sim- 


plest form, provide that for a loan se- 
cured by residential real estate, a lender 
can charge a maximum of S.5 per cent 
'interest on' the loan. The amendment 
does not require that any lender charge 
9.5 per, cent on a home loan,- it merely 
sets that rate as the maximum rate 
which can be charged. 


On loans other than those secured by a 


mortgage on residential real estate, a 
lender may charge no more than 8 per 
cent interest on a personal loan to an in- 
dividual. The 8 per cent and 9.5 per cent 
interest rates and limitations do not ap; 


' ply to loans for business purposes or to 


loans to corporations or businesses. 


ACCORDING TO THE Illinois State 


Bar Assn., other statutes in Illinois pro- 
vide for differing charges or rates of in- 
terest which may be charged, .depending 
on the transaction, higher than the 8 per 
cent and 9.5 per cent general rates.

THE 9.5 PER CENT interest rate now 


permitted on loans secured by residential 
real estate is the highest rate of Interest 
permitted in Illinois for such purposes In 
recent times. The passage of this amend- 
ment to the Interest Act was apparently 
intended to encourage lenders to make 
loans .for home purchases where they 
would not do so at the 8 per cent interest 
rate. 


However, if a lender chooses to make a 


Joan in- excess of 8 per cent, then there 
•are certain stipulations which he must 
observe. While oftentimes the lenders 


will'charge "points" as a charge for 
making the loan itself, any lender is lim- 
ited to three points if the loan has an 
interest rate in excess of 8'.per cent per 
annum. A -"point" means 1 per cent of 
the principal amount of the loan. Thus 
three points mean that they may not 
charge more than 3 per cent of the prin- 
cipal amount as a loan acquistion fee. 
The total of the points and the interest 
rate charged over the life of the loan 


may still not exceed 9.5 per cent in total 


A lender may not charge-any penalty 


or any other sort of charge for pre- 
payment of a loan which is made at an 
interest rate in excess of 8 per cent Fi- 
nally, at present, the amendment to the 
Interest Act sets July 1, 1975 as the last 
date upon which loans secured by resi- 
dential real estate can be made in excess' 
of 8 per cent, says the Illinois State Bar 
Assn.

The proposed MlUcr Builders devel- 


opment on the SUolow property west of 
Buffalo Grovo "offers a lot to the vil- 
lage," a representative of the firm said 
Wednesday. 


Jerry DeGrazla, land planning director 


of the Skoklo company, made the com* 
mcnt while describing the development 
to Buffalo Grove Plcn Commission mem- 
bers. The commission discussed the proj- 
ect for nearly three hours at a workshop 
session. 


In his presentation, DeGrazla cited fig- 


ures showing the 415-unit project would 
mean about 192,000 in new tax revenue to 
the village. 


The project also would add 370 stu- 


dents to school Dlst. 96 and High School 
Dlst. 123, while providing $540,000 to the 
district in taxes. 


If the project Is approved by the vil- 


lage, then Miller would build 308 houses 
and 107 townbouses on the site west of 
tho village. 


PLAN 
COMMISSIONERS met 
De- 


Grazia's'presentation with questions con- 
cerning the feasibility of the devel- 
opment. 


Commissioner Stephen Goldsplel said ' 


he was "troubled about providing police 
and Ore protection" to the area. He said' 
the plans "create a very, very inefficient 
means of providing police and fire pro- 
tection." 


DeGrazla responded that fire protec-. 


tlon problems could be offset by the vil- 
lage's eventually forming a municipal 
fire department He said the devel- 
opment "can sustain and is paying its 
own way to serve that area.", 


He mentioned additional tax money 


can be used to augment police services. 


DeGrazla, however, said at the session, 


the project calls -for large amounts of 
open space that can be used for recrea- 
tion areas, walkways and bike paths. 


ABOUT 74 ACRES, or more than half 


the development, will be "left in common 
area."

The development also could be ade- 


quately served by extending the existing 


water and sewer mains, herald. 
1 Although the Miller property is not 
contiguous to Buffalo Grove, the proper- 
ty could be annexed through a strip of 
land connecting it with the village's west- 
ern boundary.

ficials and residents of Long Grove, who 
object to sewer, traffic and density prob- 
lems they say the development would 
cause.

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Rental rates should be raised, attorneys say' 
'Illegal9 subsidizing of school books may cost parents

Local school districts may be violating 


niinots Uw by subsidizing the cost of 
textbooks and, as a result, parents may 
find themselves paying more In book fees 
than ever before. 


The reason is Inflation. The cost of 


books has skyrocketed in the past few 
years and some school districts have 
been absorbing part of the increase in 
their budgets instead of passing It on to 
parents. 


But school attorneys reluctantly point 


out that schools can't legally subsidize 
book fees. According to state law, a 
school district must pass on the "actual" 
cost of textbooks — even If It moans rals- 
Ing the rental fees charged to parents. 


Most school districts pick up a small 


percentage of the textbook cost simply 
because the actual cost is difficult to 
compute accurately. But some districts 
In the Northwest suburbs have been pay- 
Ing a large percentage of the cost of text- 
books. They're reluctant to raise the fees 
because It would be a hardship for many 
famillns. 


BOOK FEES ARE subsidized in Mount 


Prospect Dlst. 87, Prospect Heights Dist. 


23, Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, Pal- parents must pay but Mrs. Dempsey be* 
atine-Roliing Meadows Dlst. 15, High 
School Dist. 214, Arlington Heights Dlst 
25, Des Plalnes Dlst. 62, High School 
Dist. 211 and River Trails Dist. 26. 


Other districts in the area either do 


not charge fees or do not subsidize them. 


Julia Dempsey, attorney for County 


Schools Supt. Richard Martwick, said it 
is Illegal for a school district to subsidize 
the cost of books. "The basic Intent of 
the law is that the rental fee should cov- 
er what it costs to provide textbooks," 
she said. Although subsidizing textbooks 
fees probably is a minor Infraction of the 
law It "certainly is not good policy," she 
said. 


But Mrs. Dempsey finds It difficult to 


fault a school district for picking up the 
cost of books. Sizable book fees for a 
family with several children are a "true 
hardship" even for middle-income fami- 
lies, she said. Although the law does al- 
low a school to pay for books for families 
that can't afford the fees, she said, most 
families are embarrassed to ask for free 
books. 


Somebody has to pay for the increased 


cost of books. Right now the law says 


lieves the law should be changed to take 
the burden off the shoulders of parents. 
"The best thing would be a change in 
the law that would allow every school 
district to provide free textbooks." 


MANY LOCAL SCHOOL districts are 


subsidizing between 5 and 40 per cent of 
the cost of books. 


Increased prices Is the main reason for 


the subsidy, but the need for newer text- 
books also is a factor. Most schools fig- 
ure a textbook has an average life of 
four to five years and the fees are fig- 
ured after the cost of the books is pro- 
rated over that period. If a set of new 
books is purchased before the end of that 
period the fee is no longer accurate. - 


In Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 book rental 


fees' paid for 60 per cent of the cost of 
books and materials last year and the 
school paid the remaining 40 per cent.'. 


Supt. Earl Sutler said last year was 


not typical of the district's textbook pur- 
chases because the district bought more 
books than normal last year. Parents 
now pay'$5 per year for books used in 
kindergarten, $6 for first grade and $8 
for grades two through eight. 


After pro-rating the cost of books over 


a five-year period Prospect Heights Dist. 
Supt Edward Grodsky said the district 
still picked up 30 per cent of the cost of 
books this year. The district usually sub- 
sidizes between 5 and 10 per cent of the 
cost of books, be said, but this year the 
district bought several new books. 


HE SAID HE thinks the figure win be 


back to normal next year. Parents now 
pay $3 for kindergarten books, $12 for 
books in grades one through five and $10 
for sixth through eighth grades. 


Rental fees have not been raised for 


several years in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dlst. 21 and as a result the school pays 
for about 30 per cent of the cost of books. 
Because of Increases in tax revenue In 
the school budget the board of education 
has said there is no need to raise the 
book rental fee. 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst 15 sub- 


sidized about 9 per cent of the cost of 
textbooks last year and about 10 per cent 
this year. The rental price is $10 per 
year and hasn't been raised in several 
years, said Deputy Supt. Joseph Kiszka. 
"We attempt to budget the amount we 
revelve with the amount we spent," he 


said. The school district is "hesitant to 
keep raising the price of fees," he said. 


Book rental fees may go up next year 


in High School Dist 214 said Roderick 
McLennan, assistant superintendent for 
instruction, because the $12 rental fee 
isn't covering the cost of books. Prices 
have Increased and the district has had 
to buy more books as It opens new high 
schools, he said. 


Book prices increased by about 20 per 


cent in the last two years in Arlington 
Heights Dist 25 and the district had to 
take about $5,000 out of its funds to pay 
for books last year. Des Plalnes Dlst. 62 
subsidizes a small per cent of the cost of 
books and High School Dist 211 raised 
Its fee from $12 to $14 a few years ago to 
try to keep up with the actual cost 


THE SCHAUMBURG Township Dlst 


54 Board of Education solved its book fee 
problem by holding a referendum to 
eliminate all book fees. The referendum 
was passed Nov. 2. The district had been 
subsidizing about 24 per cent of the cost 
of its books. 


According to the Illinois School Code, a 


school district must pass a referendum 
to offer free textbooks. Since schools are 


supported by taxes, they must have 
the approval of the voters to spend tax 
money on books, said Frank Hines, attor- 
ney for Dist. 54. ' 


But the reasoning behind the need for 


a referendum also is the reason for 
charging book fees. "If you have to go to 
the voters to provide free textbooks then 
without that authority you must charge," 
Hines said. 


He said court cases and opinions from 


the Illinois Attorney General have inter- 
preted the law to mean that districts 
must pass on the actual cost of books 
and they may not use tax money to sub- 
sidize any portion of the cost 


The court probably would not expect a 


district to pass on the cost of books to 
the penny, Hines said. It's "probably a 
theoretical impossibility to charge the 
actual cost," he said, but schools should 
compute the costs with a "reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy." 


After Dlst. 54 officials told voters the 


school could pay for books without rais- 
ing taxes the referendum passed — by a 
margin of 9 to 1. The voter turnout was 
higher for the book fee referendum 
than for the last school board election.

Village may honor its presidents 
An 'Armstrong Avenue' in our future? 


Instead of a Main Street, Buffalo 


Crovo may have an Armstrong Avenue. 


Village officials are looking into the 


idea of using street names as a way of 
thanking those who have served as vil- 
lage president. 


Two streets already are named for for- 


mer presidents, and the village board — 
including Village Pro. Gary Armstrong, 
who unabashedly backs the idea — is 
considering a policy of naming new 
streets for former village leaders. 


The Idea comes from Trustee Thomas 


Mahoney who says dedicating streets, 
drives or cul de sacs for former Buffalo 
Grove presidents carries with it a sense 
of "history" about the village. 


"It would be a nice gesture of appre- 


ciation," he said. "There's a lot of hard 
work Involved even though It's a con* 
trovenlal Job." 


CURRENTLY, TWO roadways, Clone- 


scy and Farrington drives, are named 
for village presidents. William Clohesey, 
the village's first president served in 
1838-59. William J. Farrington was the 
third to hold the post, from 1962 to 
1967. 


Two other men, Donald J. Thompson 


and Aloysuis P. Bunescu also served as 
village presidents, but have not had the 
distinction of having streets named for 
them. 


Depending on the types of devel- 


opments to be built, Mahoney says 
he is confident some developers will take 
up the idea of commemorating village 
presidents. 


Street names often are based on 


themes suggested by subdivision names, 
such as the Cambridge subdivision, 
where streets bear names like Sussex, 
Middlesex and Saxon after English vil- 
lages. 


"If It might not be consistent with the 


theme, we don't want to force it down 
developers' throats," he said. 


ARMSTRONG, FOR his part, says the 


idea of naming streets after former vil- 
lage presidents is "good." 


"Village presidents, in the past have 


certainly made some significant contri- 
butions," said Armstrong, who was elect- 
ed to the post in 1971. "They work hard 
for no money — it's a small recognition. 


When his days as leader of village gov- 


ernment are over, Armstrong added, he 
would like to be remembered with "noth- 
ing less than a boulevard."

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Judge finds Helton 
guilty of 1969 
stabbing murder

Ronald Helton was found guilty 


Wednesday of the 1969 stabbing death of 
Fred J. Talllon during an $87 gas station 
robbery In Arlington Heights. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hellin- 


goettcr said that while "It Is Immaterial 
who did tbo actual stabbing," Helton, 22, 
with his own words "clearly indicated" 
his Involvement in the crime. 


Helton, hands clasped In front of him, 


flutbfld M the Judge announced his ver- 
dict in the four-day bench trial at the 
Chicago Civic Center. While members of 
his family wept openly, ho wiped his 
pyec with his shirt sleeve. 


The victim's widow and son remained 


silent while Hclllngocttcr read his deci- 
sion. The Talllons had attended every 
session of the trial. 


Helton's attorney said ho will appeal 


the verdict and will continue his efforts 
to clear Helton of the murder and armed 
robbery charges. 


HEILINGOETTER SAID the most Im- 


portant factor In reaching his decision 
was the contrast In Helton's demeanor as 
ho appeared In three video-taped state- 
ment: in 1069 and when bo took the stand 
in his own defense Monday. 


The video-taped statements, taken by 


the Arlington Heights police, were the 
major Issues of the trial. The statements, 
dated Dec. 28; Dec. 27 and Dec. 31,1969, 
showed Hollon giving confllctlngi yet In- 
criminating, versions of the robbery of 
the Arlington Park Shell service station, 
Euclid Avenue and Wllko Road, the 
mornlngotNov.il, 1969. 


Defense attorney Melvin Kamm con- 


tended, and Helton testified, that the 
statements were actually authored by 
Arlington Heights Det. Gene Deck. The 
defense claimed Helton made the state- 
ments In exchange for special favors and 
a promised release. 


Hellinsoetter rejected the argument, 


laying police were not with Helton long 
enough to coach him to such a degree of 
proficiency. The judge sold there was a 
marked difference In "Urn relaxed and 
smoking defendant . . . telling his story 
smoothly," on tho tapes and the "hesi- 
tant" Helton on tho stand, unablo to re- 
call specific Instances of coaching by the 
detectives. 


HELTON'S CLAIM that, although he 


was Innocent of the crime, he mode the 
Incriminating statements on police prom- 
ises of freedom, was seen as dubious by 
Helllngooticr. 


Tho judge said It was a "rather 


strange Inducement" of arrest and In- 
dlctncnt for murder that would prompt 
a person to admit participation in the 
crime. 


Another strike against Helton was his 


"spontaneous aside" on one of the tapes 
describing how members of the robbery 
team tried on Talllon's wedding band, 
Heillngoetter said. 


In his statements, Helton had named 


four other young men as taking part In 
tho crime. The account of who did tho 
stabbing varied In tho statements. 


Helllngocltcr said It did not matter 


who struck the blows. Helton was clearly 
Involved In the planning of tho crime and 
remained with his alleged partners as 


List of key 
events in case 


The case against Ronald Helton has 


been a long and tangled one. Some of the 
key events leading to his conviction are: 


• A series of five statements, three of 


them video taped, by Helton to the Arllng 
ton Heights police in December 1969 im- 
plicates himself and four other young 
men in the crime. 


• Helton recants Ms previous state- 


ments in April, 1970. The other suspects 
have their charges dropped and Helton, 
alone, will stand trial for the murder- 
robbery. 


• His first trial ends suddenly in April, 


1972, when Circuit Court Judge Daniel 
Ryan rules his statements were given in 
r e t u r n for reportedly extraordinary 
treatment In the Arlington Heights police 
station from Dec. 31, 1969 to April 15, 
1970. 


• Tho Illinois Appellate Court over- 


rules Ryan In April, 1974, and new trial 
Is scheduled. 


• Nov. 6,1974, Helton found guilty in a 


four-day bench trial before Circuit Court 
Judge Jacques F. Heillngoetter. It is five 
days shy of the fifth anniversary of the 
crime.

p o l i c e had violated Helton's con- 
stitutional rights while he was in their 
custody. His ruling was overturned this 
April by the Illinois Appellate Court, , 
bringing about the new trial. 


Kamm had consistently attacked the 


conduct of the police and especially that 
of Deck's handling of Helton. 


After the trial, Deck and U. George 


Ekblad, who led the investigation, said 
tncy did not view the verdict as a vindi- 
cation of their conduct. 


Saying they were not on trial, Ekblad > 


said, "We never did anything wrong ... 
We followed the proper procedures." 


Kariim said the defense had been ham- 


pered by the lack of evidence and wit- 
nesses for the defense. "The fact that I 
had to call the policemen (Deck and Ek- 
blad) as defense witnesses, points this 
up," ho said. 


Kamm vowed to continue his search

Bill Bailey breaks the record 
in collecting old phonographs

Bill Bailey has carried the nostalgia 


craze a little further than most Roaring 
Twenties fans. He's amassed a collection 
of 25 antique phonographs to belt ouf the 
tunes of the era of flappers and Al Ca- 
pone. - 
. 


The phonographs, with original Capitol 


Edison and Victor labels, decorate every 
room in the Bailey home and instantly 
attract the eye and Interest of visitors. 
"It's an expensive hobby, but it's an en- 
joyable one," Bailey said. 


Bailey of Arlington Heights is an Indus- 


trial engineer who has been collecting 
disc and cylinder models of the earliest 
phonographs for the past force years. All 
of his small, wood box "music machin- 
es" have shiny metal or flower-painted 
horns that are essential for amplifying 
the recorded sounds, he said. 


An authentic old phonograph, Bailey 


says, costs anywhere from $50 to $1,000. 
He has driven 100 miles just to buy a 
model he wants at an auction, and he 
and Us wife, Diane, spend two weeks of 
their vacation each year driving through 
small country towns rich in antiques. 


Bailey has spent many an hour trying 


to convince en owner to sell his old 
phonograph for a special price, and he's 
spent even more hours In-his garage 
workshop restoring the old phonographs 
inside and out, he said. 


BAILEY AND bis wife stumbled upon 


(heir first phonograph at a flea market 
three years ago. The couple, constantly 
in search of antiques for their home, 
found an old phonograph with a bright 
red horn "that we thought would look 
striking up against white front room 
walls," Mrs. BaUey said. 


The novelty of the machine wore off 


several weeks later, and Bailey adopted 
a serious study and collection. He also 
collects early patent drawings of the ma- 
chines, magazine and newspaper adver- 
tisements selling the machines, and 
some of the first paintings done of them. 


Bailey even has two original phono- 


graph dolls that stand about two feet 
high. He continually attends auctions, 
flea markets an dshowings, scans an- 
tique shops, and confronts dealers of old 
phonographs for parts and models he's 
looking for to "upgrade my collection," 


be said. 


"It may take several years to find the 


phonograph part I'm looking for. The 
main thing to know when collecting 
phonographs is the authenticity of what 
you are buying," Bailey said. 


The price of en old phonograph or 


parts depends on the model, make, con- 
dition and authenticity of the machine. 
Old phonographs sold for $25 to $50 when 
they were introduced in America, he 
said. 


THE SCRATCHY and fuzzy recordings 


that play on Bailey's machines are clear 
considering the crude technology with 
which they were made at the turn of the 
century, Bailey said. He has recordings 
of speeches made by Thomas Edison and 
Theodore Roosevelt in his collection of 
wax and silicone spools that fit onto the 
cylinder-style phonographs. He also has 
one of the earliest cylinder model phono- 
graphs invented in 1877 by Thomas Edi- 
son, while Edison was attempting to per- 
fect the telegraph machine. 


The disc phonographs, using heavy and 


large records, came 20 years later as an 
Improvement on the cylinder models. 


Bailey has an upright, turntable model 
whose speed is controlled by the constant- 
cranking of a handle. Other phonographs 
In the collection are key-wound, and none 
of them is electrically operated.. 


"I don't attempt to modernize these 


phonographs when I work on them. I just 
work at restoring them to their original 
state, and make them work the way they 
used to," Bailey said. 


BUT THE PARTS that he needs to re- 


store the phonographs "are getting more 
difficult to find just lately," Bailey said. 


"People are starting to keep the an- 


tiques that are being handed down to 
them through family members. All of a 
sudden, everyone is interested in their 
instant heritage, so there's not as many 
good phonographs or parts in circulation 
as there used to be," he said. 


Bailey said that the main pleasure he 


gets out of collecting and restoring 
phonographs is "learning to appreciate 
the complex work of others. 


"By working with these machines and 


studying them, I have grown a little 
closer to understanding the mechanical 
progress this country has made," he 
said.

Szabo blocks plan 
to solve parking woes

Aid. Joseph Szabo, lit, Is steering city 


officials away from what seems to be the 
cheapest solution to the city hall parking 
problem because his family owns a piece 
of the potentially lucrative land which 
would be used for a parking lot. 
. 


Members of the city council committee 


handling the parking matter have con- 
sistently rejected proposals to buy the 
land on the north side of Jefferson 
Street, behind city hall even though the 
cost could be less than half that of build- 
Ing a 1700,000 parking garage. Szabo is 
head of that committee. 


Szabo'a mother, Mrs. Anna Foydl, lives 


at 1434 Jefferson St. and the alderman 
has told several city officials that he Is 
opposing the Jefferson Street plan be- 
cause of the land ownership matter. 


The land Is zoned R-5, multiple family, 


and several local real estate experts in- 
dicated the land would be worth consid- 
erably more If sold for an apartment de- 
\elopment than to the city for parking 
space. 


SZABO'S RELUCTANCE to favor the 


use of the Jefferson Street land has 
caused the rejection by the council of at 
least one engineering firm who was seek- 
ing to design a parking facility (or the 
city. 


The H. W. Lochner Co. proposed buy- 


ing the land and suggested that building 
ground-level parking might be the most 
economical means of providing parking 
for the new municipal building. However, 
Szabo and the two other members of the 
committee, Aid. Thomas Koplos, 1st, and 
Robert Hlnde, 4th, rejected the proposal. 


When preliminary costs were released

last month showing the garage would 
cost more than $700,000, Aid. Charles Bo- 
Ick, 3rd, asked that the concept be re- 
viewed to determine if ground level park- 
Ing would be cheaper than a multiple- 
level parking garage. 


A preliminary report from the city en- 


gineering department Indicated' there 
would be no significant savings by buy- 
Ing enough land to provide ISO parking 
spaces. 


BOLEK SAID Wednesday that he did 


not propose buying enough land for all of 
the parking. He said he would only sug- 
gest razing the old city hall and using 
that space for parking and buying only 
as much land as necessary on the north 
side of Jefferson Street to fulfill parking 
requirements. 
- Contrary to some comments from re- 
liable sources, Bolek said he was not 
pressured by Szabo or his family to mod- 
ify his proposal.

Mlkva nearly equaled his 1972 total, 


with 7,437 Votes, while Young managed 
to poll only 7,843 against the 12,718 votes 
he received in 1972. 


The Mlkva machine also carried seven 


or eight precincts in the city, a feat that 
did not take place In 1972. 


THOSE TYPES OF comparison are 


evident throughout the vote totals. More 
Importantly, Mlkva rolled up bigger per- 
centages In Niles and Evanston, his 
strongholds, and New Trier, Northfield 
and Maine, where he lost by smaller 
margins.

During the next two years, Mlkva will 


have to consolidate the loyalists in the 
district and keep their support. Mlkva 
more than any other man realizes that 
2,900 votes is not a massive mandate. His 
supporters, including the 6,000 precinct 
volunteers, and the local GOPs will be 
watching his Congressional performance 
closely. 


HOW DID MIKVA pull off the victory? 


One of the reasons might lie in the grass- 
roots political activity within Maine 
Township. Mikva supporters worked 


hard, pushing doorbells and banding out 
literature. Young's people also were 
there, but it seemed like their efforts 
might have been too little too late. 


Young strategists bad been wringing 


their hands for two weeks saying if Mlk- 
va took Maine Township he would win 
the whole ball gome.

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Rental rates should be raised, attorneys say 
'Illegal' subsidizing of school books may cost parents

Local school districts may be violating 


Illinois law by subsidizing the cost of 
textbooks and, as a result, parents may 
find themselves paying more In book fees 
than ever before. 


The reason is Inflation. The cost of 


books has skyrocketed In the post few 
years and some school districts have 
been absorbing part of the Increase In 
their budgets instead of passing It on to 
parents. 


But school attorneys reluctantly point 


out that schools can't legally subsidize 


book fees. According to state law, a 
school district must pass on the "actual" 
cost of textbooks — even If Jt means rais- 
ing the rental fees charged to parents. 


Most school districts pick up a small 


percentage of the textbook cost simply 
because the actual cost Is difficult to 
compute accurately. But some districts 
in the Northwest suburbs have been pay- 
Ing a large percentage of the cost of text- 
books. They're reluctant to raise the fees 
because It would be a hardship for many 
families. 


BOOK FEES ARE subsidized In Mount 


Prospect Dlst. 57, Prospect Heights Dist. 
23, Wbeeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst- 21. Pal- 
atine-Rolllng Meadows Olst. IS, High 
School Dist 214, Arlington Heights Dlst 
25, Des Plaines Dist 62, High School 
Dist 211 and River Trails.

Other districts in the area either do 


not charge fees or do not subsidize them. 


Julia Dempsey, attorney for County 


Schools Supt Richard atartwick, said it 
is illegal for a school district to subsidize 
the cost of books. "The basic intent of 
the law Is that the rental fee should cov- 
er what it costs to provide textbooks," 
she said. Although subsidizing textbooks 


fees probably is a minor infraction of the 
law it "certainly is not good policy," she 
said. 


But Mrs. Dempsey finds it difficult to 


fault a school district for picking up the 
cost of books. Sizable book fees for a 
family with several children are a "true 
hardship" even for middle-income fami- 
lies, she said. Although the law does al- 
low a school to pay for books for families 
that can't afford the fees, she said, most 
families are embarrassed to ask for free 
books.

Judge finds Helton guilty 
in 1969 stabbing death

R o n a l d Helton was found guilty 


Wednesday of the 1860 stabbing death of 
Fred J. Talllon during an $87 gas station 
robbery in Arlington Heights. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Heilln- 


gocttcr said that while "it is immaterial 
who did the actual stabbing," Helton, 22, 
with his own words "clearly indicated" 
his involvement in the crime. 


Helton, hands clasped In front of him, 


flushed ns the Judge announced his ver- 
dict In the four-day bench trial at the 
Chicago Civic Center. While members of 
his family wept openly, he wiped his 
eyes with his shirt sleeve. 


The victim's widow and son remained 


silent while HolUngoettcr read his deci- 
sion. The Talllons had attended every 
session of the trial. 


Helton's attorney said he will appeal 


the verdict and will continue his efforts 
to clear Helton of the murder and armed 
robbery charges. 


IIEIL1NGOETTER SAID the most im- 


portant factor in reaching his decision 
was the contrast In Helton's demeanor as 
he appeared In three video-taped state- 
mcntt In 1969 and when he took the stand 
in his own defense Monday. 


The video-taped statements, taken by 


llo Arlington Heights police, were the 
major Issues of the trial The statements, 
dated Dec. 26; Dec. 27 and Dec. 31,1969, 
khowcd Helton giving conflicting, yet In- 
criminating, versions of the robbery of 
the Arlington Park Shell service station, 
Euclid Avenue and Wilke Road, the 
morning of Nov. 11,1969. 


Defense attorney Melvin Katnm con- 


tended, and Helton testified, that the 
statements were actually authored by 
Arlington Heights Del. Gene Deck. The 
defense claimed Helton made the state- 
ments in exchange for special favors and 
a promised release. 


Hclllngoetter rejected the argument, 


saying police were not with Helton long 
enough to coach him to such a degree of 
proficiency. The Judge said there was a 
marked difference In "the relaxed and 
smoking defendant. . . telling his story 
smoothly." on the tapes and the "hesi- 
tant" Helton on the stand, unable to re- 
call specific instances of coaching by the 
detectives. 


HELTON'S CLAIM that, although be 


was innocent of the crime, he made the 
Incriminating statements on police prom- 


ises of freedom, was seen as dubious by 
Heillngoetter. 


The Judge said It was a "rather 


strange inducement" of arrest and in- 
dictment for murder that would prompt 
a person to admit participation in the 
crime. 


Another strike against Helton was his 


"spontaneous aside" on one of the tapes 
describing now members of the robbery 
team tried on Talllon's wedding band, 
Ucilingoetter said. 


In his statements, Helton had named 


four other young men as taking part in 
the crime. The account of who did the 
stabbing varied in the statements. 
- Heillngoetter said it did not matter 
who struck the blows. Helton was clearly 
involved in the planning of the crime and 
remained with his alleged partners as 
they fled the state, the Judge said. 


Helton was ordered held without bond 


In the County Jail until sentencing on 
Nov. 27. He had been free on bond since 
1972, when his first trial for the armed 
robbery-murder was halted by Circuit 
Court Judge Daniel Ryan. 


RYAN RULED THE Arlington Heights 


police had violated Helton's con- 
stitutional rights while he was In their 
custody. His ruling was overturned this 
April by the Illinois Appellate. Court, 
bringing about the new trial. 


Kamm had consistently attacked the 


conduct of the police and especially that 
of Deck's handling of Helton. 


After the trial, Deck and Lt George 


Ekblod, who led the Investigation, said 
tney did not view the verdict as a vindi- 
cation of their conduct 


Saying they were not on trial|~Ekblad 


said, "We never did anything wrong ... 
We followed the proper procedures."

books than normal last year. Parents 
now pay $5 per year for books used In 
kindergarten, $6 for first grade and $8 
for grades two through eight 


After pro-rating the cost of books over 


a five-year period Prospect Heights Dlst 
Supt. Edward Grodsky said the district 
still picked up 30 per cent of the cost of 
books this year. The district usually sub- 
sidizes between 5 and 10 per cent of the 
cost of books, he said, but this year the 
district bought several new books. 


HE SAID HE thinks the figure will be 


back to normal next year. Parents now 
pay $3 for kindergarten books, $12 for 
books in grades one through five and $10 
for sixth through eighth grades. 


Rental fees have not been raised for 


several years In Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dist 21 and as a result the school pays 
for about 30 per cent of the cost of books. 
Because of increases in tax revenue in 
the school budget the board of education 
has said there is no need to raise the 
book rental fee. 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist 15 sub- 


sidized about 9 per cent of the cost of 
textbooks last year and about 10 per cent 
this year. The rental price is $10 per 
year and hasn't been raised in several 
years,'said Deputy Supt Joseph Kiszka. 
"We attempt to budget the amount we 
revelve with the amount we spent," he

in High School Dist 214 said Roderick 
McLennan,- assistant superintendent for 
instruction, because the $12 rental fee 
Isn't covering the cost of books.

THE SCHAUMBURG Township Dist 


54 Board of Education solved its book fee 
problem by holding a referendum to 
eliminate all book fees. The referendum 
was passed Nov. 2. The district had been 
subsidizing about 24 per cent of the cost 
of its books. 


According to the Illinois School Code, a 


school district must pass a referendum 
to offer free textbooks. Since jschools are 
supported by taxes, they must have 
the approval of the voters to spend tax 
money on books, said Frank Hines, attor- 
ney for Dist. 54. 


But the reasoning behind the need for 


a referendum also Is the reason for 
charging book fees. "If you have to go to 
the voters to provide free textbooks then 
without that authority you must charge," 
Hines said. 


He said court cases and opinions from 


the Illinois Attorney General have inter- 
preted the law to mean that districts 
must pass on the •actual cost of books 
and they may not use tax money to sub- 
sidize any portion of the cost 


The court probably would not expect a 


district to pass on the cost of books to 
the penny, Hines said. It's "probably a 
theoretical impossibility to charge the 
actual cost," he said, but schools should 
compute the costs with a "reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy." 


After Dist. 54 officials told voters the 


school could pay for books without rais- 
ing taxes the referendum passed — by a 
margin of 9 to l. The voter turnout was 
higher for the book fee referendum 
than for the last school board election.

Local school districts may be vfoMfef 


Dllnota law by subsidizing the art of 
textbooks and, as a result, parents may 
find theaualvM paying more in book fees 
than ever before. 


The reason Is Inflation. The cott of 


books hat skyrocketed In the past few 
yean and some school districts have 
been absorbing part of the increase In 
their budgets Instead of passing it on to 
parents. 


But school attorneys reluctantly point 


out that schools can't legally subsidize 
book fees. According to state law, a 
school district must pass on the "actual" 
cost of textbooks — even if it means rais- 
ing the rental fees charged to parents. 


Most school districts pick up a small

R o n a l d Helton was found guilty 


Wednesday of the 1969 stabbing death of 
Fred J. Talllon during an $87 gas station 
robbery In Arlington Heights. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hellln- 


goetter said that while "it Is Immaterial 
who did the actual stabbing," Helton, 22, 
with his own words "clearly Indicated" 
his Involvement In the crime. 


Helton, hands clasped In front of him, 


flusbml as the judge announced his ver- 
dict In the four-day bench trial at the 
Chicago Civic Center. While members of 
his family wept openly, he wiped his 
ryes with his shirt sleeve. 


The victim's widow and son remained 


silent while Hellingoettcr read his deci- 
sion. The Talllons had ottended every 
session of the trial. 


Helton's attorney said ho will appeal 


the verdict and will continue his efforts 
to clear Helton of the murder and armed 
robbery charges. 


HE1LINGOETTER SAID the most Im- 


portant factor In reaching his decision 
was the contrast In Helton's demeanor as 
he appeared In three video-taped state-' 
monts In I969 and when he took the stand 
in his own defense Monday. 


The video-toped statements, taken by 


the Arlington Heights police, were .the 
major Issues of the trial. The statements, 
dated Dec. 28; Dec. 27 and Dec. 31,1969, 
thawed Helton giving conflicting, yet In- 
criminating, versions of the robbery of 
the Arlington Park Shell service station, 
Euclid Avenue and Wllko- Road, the 
morning of Nov. 11,1969. 


Defense attorney Melvln Kamm con- 


tended, and Helton testified, that the 
statements were actually authored by

RYAN RULED THE Arlington Heights 


police had violated .Helton's con- 
stitutional rights while he was in their 
custody. 'His ruling was overturned this 
April by the Illinois Appellate Court, 
bringing aboutthe new trial. 
.Kamm had consistently attacked the 
conduct of the police and especially that 


of Deck's handling of Helton. 


After the trial, Deck and Lt. George 


Ekblad, who led the investigation, said 
they did not view the .verdict as a vindi- 
cation of their conduct.' 


Saying they were not on trial, Ekblad 


said, "We never did anything wrong ... 
We followed the proper procedures." 


Kamm said the defense had been ham- 


pered by the lack of evidence and wit- 
nesses for the defense. "The "fact that I 
had to call the policemen (Deck and Ek- 
blad) as defense witnesses, points this 
up," he said. 


Kamm vowed to continue his search 


for evidence to clear Helton but said he 
had no new leads in the five-year-old 
crime. He said one avenue he might fol- 
low is questioning of two of Helton's al- 
leged accomplices, who are, now in a 
Georgia .prison on charges. stemming 
from their trip to Florida after the Tall- 
lon murder.

"The only thing helpful at this point 


would be some new evidence," Kamm 
said. 


Supt Earl Sutler said last year was 


not typical of the district's textbook pur- 
chases because the district bought more 
books than normal last year.

Rental fees have not been raised for 


several years in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dlst 21 and as a result the school pays 
for about 30 per cent of the cost of books.- 
Because of Increases In tax revenue in 
the school budget the board of education 
has said there is no need to raise the 
book rental fee. 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 sub- 


sidized about 9- per cent of the cost of 
textbooks last year and about 10 per cent 
this year. The rental price Is $10 per 
year and hasn't been raised in several 
years, said Deputy Supt. Joseph Klszka. 
"We attempt to budget the amount we 
revelve with the amount we spent," he 
said. The school district is "hesitant to 
keep raising the price of fees," he said. 


Book rental fees may go up next year 


In High School Dist. 214 said Roderick 
McLennan, assistant superintendent for 
instruction, because the $12 rental fee 
isn't covering the cost of books. Prices 
have increased and the district has had 
to buy more books as it opens new high 
schools, he said. '

THE SCHAUMBURG Township Dist 


54 Board of Education solved its book fee 
problem by holding a referendum to 
eliminate all book fees. The referendum 
was passed Nov. 2. The district had been 
subsidizing about 24 per cent of the cost 
of its books. 


According to "the Illinois School Code, a 


school district must pass a referendum 
to offer free textbooks. Since schools are 
supported by taxes,-they must have 
the approval of the voters to spend tax 
money on books, said Frank Hines, attor- 
ney for Dist 54. 


But the reasoning behind the need for 


a referendum also is the reason for 
charging book fees. "If you have to go to 
the voters to provide free textbooks then 
without that authority you must charge," 
Hines said. 


He said court cases and opinions from 


the Illinois Attorney General have inter- 
preted the law to mean that districts 
must pass on the actual cost of books 
' and they may not use tax money to sub- 


sidize any portion of the cost 


The court probably would not expect a 


district to pass on the cost of books to 
the penny, Hines said. It's "probably a 
theoretical Impossibility to charge the 
actual cost," he said, but schools should 
compute the costs with a "reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy." 


After Dist. 54 officials told voters the 


school could pay for books without rais- 
ing taxes the referendum passed — by a 
margin of 9 to 1. The voter turnout was 
higher for the book fee referendum 
than for the last school board election.

Homeowners' 
president 
rips zoners

Carol Johnson, Tlmbercrest Home- 


owners' Asm. president, denounced the 
Schaumburg Zoning Board of Appeals 
Wednesday as not being "representa- 
live" of homeowners. 


During a hearing for the 50-acrc Slrat- 


ford-on-lhe-Hlll project, Mrs. Johnson 
told the board: "We've come to you year 
after year bearing legitimate complaints 
... we're not getting the kind of repre- 
sentation from you that we deserve as 
homeowners.'* 


The board continued the hearing until 


Nov. 20 for the townhousc-condomlnium 
apartment development planned for 
Roselle Road and Weathenfleld Way. 


Zoning board members requested that 


representatives of R. L. Roth and Associ- 
ates, Ltd., the developer, return with a 
change in construction phasing, a letter 
of commitment for tot-lot equipment and 
more landscaping for the buffer zone 
along the north and west boundaries of 
the property. 


THE DEVELOPER Is seeking a 


change from agricultural to business spe- 
cial-use zoning (planned unit devel- 
opment) for the project, which is to con- 
lain a 10-acre commercial area, 314 
townhouses and 3 six-story condominium 
apartment buildings. 


It was the fifth appearance before the 


zoning board for the developer. Roth was 
turned down once by the zoning and vil- 
lage boards on an earlier plan. This time 
the developer's representatives were told 
the project met the 50 per cent open- 
space requirement for planned unit de- 
velopments. 


Mrs. Johnson told the board her home- 


owners' association feels history will 
prove Us contention that the development 
Is too dense. She added that village offi- 
cials offer "absolutely no protection" for 
homeowners. 


. .HOMEOWNERS IN the south-central 


section of Schaumburg have been waging 
a fight against high-density bousing. 
Residents of several subdivisions have 
been circulating petitions calling for a 
referendum In April on the desirability of 
building apartment developments near 
houses. 


Mrs. Johnson explained that many of 


the Tlmbercrest homeowners thought they 
would be surrounded by houses rather 
than high-rise buildings when they pur- 
chased their homes. 


Mary Lyons, a Tlmbercrest resident, 


voiced concerns that have been contin- 
uously presented by residents of the 
nearby subdivision to the zoning board. 
Mrs. Lyons, 130 Hickory Ln., said the 
project is too dense, townhouses are too 
close to the homes and the project is ad- 
ding congestion and traffic problems to 
the area. 


PREVIOUSLY THE village and zoning 


boards turned down a plan for the proj- 
ect. At the Aug. 28 hearing, the zoning 
board could not act on a presented al-' 
tentative plan because 10 acres of the 
site had not been included In a legal ad- 
vertisement for the hearing. The devel- 
oper's attorney, Harry Smith, demanded 
a vote at the August hearing and the 
board had to act on a prior plan which 
was termed unacceptable.

Transportation needs study delayed 


A transportation needs study of the 


Schaumburg-Hoffman Estates area can- 
not get under way until after Jan. 1, al- 
though federal funding for the project 
was recently approved, consultants said 
Wednesday. 


Traffic research in shopping areas 


must "realistically" be postponed until 
after the holidays, Ronald Pfeifer, of 
Jack E. Leisch and Associates, told 
members of a mass transportation com- 
mittee of both villages Wednesday night. 


The study, originally scheduled for 


completion in 15 weeks, .will not be fin- 
ished until early March, he said. 


Pfeifer said the delay is also caused by 


prior commitments of two Northwestern 
University professors subcontracted by 
his firm to supervise collection of data in 
the study. 


Preliminary data collection, including 


distribution of questionnaires at railroad 
commuter stations, could begin as early 
as Nov. 25. The consultants were selected 
in May by officials of both villages but a 


federal grant covering two-thirds of 
the $28,000 study cost was not approved 
until Monday. 


THE STUDY IS Intended to determine 


the need for mass transportation in 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates. 


Fred Dietrich, committee chairman, 


said that under federal guidelines, con- 
sultant work could not begin before ap- 
proval of the grant 


Hoffman Estates officials at Wednes- 


day night's meeting expressed dis- 
approval of the delay and questioned the 
amounts of time and manpower that 
would-be asked of tbelr staff to do 
the study. 


Public,Works Director John Hossack of 


Hoffman Estates said.he was concerned 
about 'timei village employes might be 
asked to spend' assisting in the survey. 
Dietrich assured Hossack that members 
of the Jaycees organizations in both 
towns have "volunteered their services" 
for the work.

"WE ARE NOT ASKING that either 


village participate in that phase," Diet- 
rich said. 


Hoffman Estates has pledged $2,000 to- 


ward the study cost With the approval of 
the federal grant, both villages are able 
to apply for state aid equaling 10 per 
cent of the total study cost.

The consultant's contract will be pre-

'Illegal' subsidizing of school books may cost parents

Local Mhoot district* may be violating 


Illinois law by subsidizing the cost of 
textbooks and, as a result, parents may 
find themselves paying more In book fees 
than ever before. 


The reason is Inflation/The cost of 


books has skyrocketed in the past few 
years and some school districts have 
been absorbing part of the Increase In 
their budgets Instead of passing It on to 
parents. 


But school attorneys reluctantly point 


out that schools can't legally subsidize 
book fees. According to state law, a 
school district must pass on the "actual" 
cost of textbooks — even if it means rais- 
ing the rental fees charged to parents. 


Moat school districts pick up a small 


percentage of the textbook cost simply 
because the actual cost Is difficult to 
compute accurately. But some districts 
In the Northwest suburbs have been pay- 


ing a large percentage of the cost of text- 
books. They're reluctant to raise the fees 
because it would be a hardship for many 
families. 


BOOK FEES ARE subsidized in Mount 


Prospect Dlst. 57, Prospect Heights Dlst. 
23, Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21, Pal- 
atlne-Rolllng Meadows Dlst. 15, High 
School Dlst. 214, Arlington Heights Dlst 
25, Des Plalncs Dlst. 62, High School 
Dlst. 211 and River Trails Dlst. 26. 


Other districts in the area either do 


not charge fees or do not subsidize them. 


Julia Dempsey, attorney for County 


Schools Supt Richard Martwick, said it 
is illegal for a school district to subsidize 
the cost of books. "The basic intent of 
the law Is that the rental fee should cov- 
er what It costs to provide textbooks," 
she said. Although subsidizing textbooks 
fees probably Is a minor Infraction of the 
law It "certainly Is not good policy," she 
said. 


But Mrs. Dempsey finds it difficult to 


fault a school district for picking up the 
cost of books. Sizable book fees for a 
family with several children are a "true 
hardship" even for middle-Income fami- 
lies, she said. Although the law does .al- 
low a school to pay for books for families 
that can't afford the fees, she said, most 
families are embarrassed to ask for free 
books. 


Somebody has to pay for the increased 


cost of books. Right now the law says 
parents must pay but Mrs. Dempsey be- 
lieves the law should be changed to take 
the burden off .the shoulders of parents. 
"The best thing would be a, change in 
the law that would allow every school 
district to provide free textbooks."

Increased prices is the main reason for 


the subsidy, but the need for newer text- 
books also is a factor. Most schools fig- 
ure a textbook has an average life of' 
four to five years and the fees are fig- 
ured after the cost of the books Is pro- 
rated over that period. If a set of new 
books is purchased before the end of that 
period the fee is no longer accurate. " • • - 


In Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 book rental 


fees paid for 60 per cent,of the cost of 
books and materials last year and the 
school paid the remaining 40 per cent. 


Supt Earl Sutler said last year was 


not typical of the district's textbook pur- 
chases because the district bought more 
books than normal last year. Parents 
now pay $5 per year for books used in 
kindergarten, $6 for first grade and $8 
for grades two through eight. 


After pro-rating the cost of books over 


a five-year period Prospect Heights Dlst. 
Supt. Edward Grodsky said the district 
still picked up 30 per cent of the cost of 
books this year. The district usually sub- 
sidizes between 5 and 10 per cent of the 
cost of books, he said, but this year the 
district bought several neijv books. 


HE SAID HE thinks the figure will be 


back to normal next year. Parents now 
pay $3 for kindergarten books, $12 for 


, books in grades one through five and $10 


for sixth through eighth grades. 
' Rental fees have not been raised for 
several years In Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dist. 21 and as a result the school pays 
for about 30 per cent of the cost of books. 
Because of increases in tax revenue in 
the school budget the board ot education 
has said there is no need to raise the 
book rental fee. 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 sub- 


sidized about 9 per cent of the cost of 
textbooks last year and about 10 per cent 
this year. The rental price is $10 per 
year and hasn't been raised in several 


• years, said Deputy Supt. Joseph Klszka. 


"We attempt to budget the amount we 
reveive with the amount we spent," he 


said. The school district is "hesitant to 
keep raising the price of fees," he said. 


Book rental fees may go up next year 


In High School Dlst. 214 said Roderick 
McLennan, assistant superintendent for 
'instruction, because the $12 rental.fee 
isn't covering the cost of boob. Prices 
have increased and the district has had 
to buy more books as it opens new high 
schools, he said. 


Book prices Increased, by about 20 per 


cent in the last two years in Arlington 
Heights Dist. 25 and the district had to 
take about $5,000 out of Its funds to pay 
for books last year. Des Plalnes Dist. 62 
subsidizes a small per cent of the cost of 
books and High School Dlst 211 raised 
its fee from $12 to $14 a few years ago to 
try to keep up with the actual cost 


THE SCHAUMBURG Township Dlst 


54 Board of Education solved its book fee 
problem by holding a referendum to 
eliminate all book fees. The referendum 
was passed Nov. 2. The district had been 
subsidizing about 24 per cent of the cost 
of Its books. 


According to the Illinois School Code, a 


school district must pass a referendum 
to offer free textbooks. Since schools are 


supported by taxes, they must nave 
the approval of the .voters to spend tax 
money on "books, said Frank Hines, attor- 
ney for Dlst. 54: 


But the reasoning behind the need for 


. a referendum also Is the reason for 
charging book fees. "If you have to go to 
the voters to provide free textbooks then 
without that authority you must charge," 
Hines said. 


He said court cases and opinions from 


the Illinois Attorney General have inter- 
preted the law to mean that districts 
must pass on the actual cost of books 
. and they may not use tax money to sub- 
sidize any portion of the cost 


The court probably would not expect a 


district to pass on the cost of books to 
the penny, Hines said. It's "probably a 
theoretical impossibility to charge the 
actual cost," he said, but schools should 
compute the costs with a "reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy." 


After Dist. 54 officials told voters the 


school could pay for books without rais- 
ing taxes the referendum passed — by a 
margin of 9 to 1. The voter turnout was 
higher for the book fee referendum 
than for the last school board election.

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East Leyden uses speed to beat Sehaumburg 


Eagles hit Saxons early, 
then hold off comeback

Eut Leyden shocked Sehaumburg with 


« pair of first-half touchdowns and then 
held on to eliminate the host Saxons, 14- 
8, In the first round of the Illinois Class 
SA football playoffs Wednesday. 


The Eagles, coached by 10-year veter- 


an Jack Leese, displayed a potent wish- 
bone attack In the first half, helped Im- 
measurably by the sprinter's speed of 
a trio of running backs. They burned 
Sehaumburg twice, once in the first 
quarter and once In the second. 


But coach Bob Ferguson's Saxons, 


playing before an enthusiastic home 
crowj, recovered their poise in the sec- 
ond half and shut off the vaunted Eagles' 
offense. Sehaumburg held East Leyden 
to 125 yards, all on the ground, and 
forced three crucial fumbles, one of 
which led directly to the Saxons' lone 
score. 


Only a key interception of a RUM Zoo- 


ca pass with five minutes to play pre. 
vented the Saxons' biggest victory of the 
year. Zooca had driven his team to the 
Eagle at. only to see Schaumburg'i tour- 
nament dreams dashed in their second 
loss of the season. 


Schaumburg's brilliant defense, led 


again by senior co-captain Ken Jaffke, 
stopped East Leyden's Initial advance In 
the first quarter when Ron Geels recov- 
ered a fumble by Rick Drehobl. 


But the third time the Eagles got the 


ball, Drehobl showed his 9.8 speed by 
ripping around the left side and streak- 
Ing down the sideline for a 44-yard score. 
Drehobl was the second man through the 
hole, taking the ball only after Eagle 
quarterback Larry Katzbeck faked the 
handoff to Ken Mette. KaUbeck then 
slipped over for a two-point conversion. 


Zonca, Schaumburg's triple option 


quarterback, moved the ball on the Sax- 
ons' next possession, rambling for 19' 
yards and • first down to his own 48. 
Three plays later, the Sehaumburg slg- 
nalcaller tried to hit Jeff Bojl with a long 
pass over the middle, but Leyden's Ken 
Gatz intercepted. 


The turnover gave the Eagles the ball 


at the Saxon 4>, and eight plays later 
Mette took an option pitch from Kat- 
ibeck and sailed untouched down the left 
sideline for 23 yards and another Eagle 
touchdown. Katxbeck tried an unsuccess- 
ful two-polnt past, but Leyden had a 144 
edge with fits left until Intermission. 


Sehaumburg racked up seven first 


downs in the first two quarters with 80 
total yards, but Leyden's big defensive 
line, led by Tim Graham and Tim 
McLean, put the clamps on Zonca, Scott 
Mlelke, and Bob Nathey when it really 
counted. 


Zonca managed to drive the Saxons 


down to the Eagle 38 with Just seconds 
left In the half. The big plays In the drive 
were a pah* of nine-yard scampers by 
Zonca and a 17-yard screen pass to full- 
back Tom Martlno. A long pass Intended 
for Nathey at the five-yard line trickled 
off the receiver's fingertips with Just five 
seconds showing on the clock. 


KaUbeck threw only once all day as 


East Leyden elected to stick with the 
p o w e r f u l ground game which had 
brought them their first-half success. But 
In the second hall, Jaffke, Martlno, Bob 
Jones and the rest of the Saxon defend- 
ers put the wraps on the Eagles' running 
attack. 


The big play of the third quarter came 


with 4:20 en the clock when Jaffke 
pounced on • Katsbeck fumble at the 
Leyden 25. It was the first of flve Eagle 
fumbles ra the second half, three of 
which were claimed by Schaumburg. 


After a penalty put the ball back at the 


30, Zonca located Bojl on'a turn-In pat- 
tern at the Leyden four-yard line. The 
senior pass catcher made a diving recep- 
tion for the first down. 


Martlno moved the ball to the one and 


on fourth down Zonca ran the option 
around the right end. Just as be was 
hit, the Saxon quarterback flipped to 
Nathey, who cruised Into the end zone. 
Ferguson elected to go for the two-point- 
er and Zonca and Nathey ran the exact 
same play to narrow the Leyden lead to 
14-8 with 1:81 left In the third period.

Tax increases 
a possibility, 
officials say 


Official* In Rolling Meadows ire start- 


Ing to make lite decisions that will deter- 
mine cHy property tax levels for next 
year, and officials say tax Increases are 
a possibility. 


City Mar. James Watson said Wednes- 


day he hu started to prepare his recom- 
mendation for the city council on the an- 
nual property tax abatement ordinance 
and will begin meetings soon with City 
Treasurer Robert Cole. Although Watson 
•aid the recommendation would be pre- 
pared In about two weeks, he does not 
expect It actually to be ready for council 
revlej until the Dec. 10 meeting. 


The dty pastes a tax levy each year 


before mid-September, to comply with 
state deadlines. If the levy Is not passed, 
the dty cannot collect any property 
taxes In the following year, under state 
law. But the levy approved in the fall is 
not necessarily the final word on city 
property taxes. 


In Rolling Meadows recently, some 


taxes have bem abated, or eliminated 
from the collection process. The dty has 
until Dec. 31 to dedde how much, if any, 
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of its levy it will abate. The levy ap- 
proved in fall of 1973 exceeded $650,000, 
but the council abated $73,000 (W that 
amount. The dty tax on a home with 
$10,000 assessed valuation was about $66. 


WATSON DESCRIBED himself 
as 


"conservative" in estimating the dty's 
anticipated income next year from 
sources other than property tax. Sales, 
tax revenue, a major factor in the dty's 
Income, could be affected'by "general 
business conditions," be said. „ 


Although Watson said sates taxes from 


LevlU Furniture Store which opened this 
fall will be an Important factor for the 
dty, he predicted the dty will realize 
little In the way of sales tax from the 
new Gould Center, at least until the end 
of the coming fiscal year. 


Colo placed more emphasis on the hir- 


ing date for six new firemen, whose sala- 
ries were authorized In the current 
year's budget but who have not been 
hired. If all six are hired this winter as 
has been recommended by a council 
committee, "the chances would be less" 
for any form of tax abatement, said 
Cole. He said three, firemen would be 
"more practical," and said he would fa- 
vor hiring only three new men. The sala- 
ries and benefits will cost the city about 
112,800 per roan. 


MAYOR ROLAND J. MEYER pre- 


dicted the dty "would be able to abate 
most of our taxes,", although he could not 
foresee whether property owners will ex- 
perience an Increase or reduction In their 
tax bills. Meyer expects to receive a tax 
report from Cole by the end of Novem- 
ber, which he said .will show whether the 
dty will close the fiscal year next April 
with surplus funds, as it has In past year. 


"If we have a surplus, we can abate 


that much,'' said Meyer. The mayor said 
the dty will receive an estimated 
$240,000 total increase in sales tax reve- 
nue next year from The Treasury Store 
and LevlU and could' receive another 
large amount from Gould. Current city 
sales tax revenues run $1.2 to $1.3 mil- 
lion, and next year's level could be as 
high as $1.5 to $1.75 million; Meyer said. 


Aid. James A. Buddleston, 4th, chair- 


man of the council's finance committee, 
also predicted much of the •property tax

Helton found guilty of '69 murder

R o n a l d Helton was found guilty 


Wednesday of the 1969 stabbing death of 
Fred J. Taillon during an $87 gas station 
robbery In Arlington Heights.

silent while Hdlingoetter,read his deci- 
sion. The Taillons had attended every 
session of the trial. 


Hdton's attorney said he will appeal 


the verdict and will continue his efforts 
to clear Helton of the murder and armed 
robbery charges. 


HEnjNGOETTER SATO the most im- 


portant factor in reaching his decision 
was the contrast in Helton's demeanor as 
be appeared in three video-taped, state- 
ments in My and when he took the stand 
in his own defense Monday. 


The video-taped statements, taken by 


the Arlington Heights police, were the, 
major issues of the trial. The statements, 
dated Dec. 26; Dec. 27 and Dec. 31,1969, 
showed Helton giving conflicting, yet in- 
criminating, versions of the robbery of 
ihe Arlington Park Shell service station, 
Euclid Avenue and Wllke Road', the 
morning of Nov. 11,1969. 


Defense attorney Melvin Kamm con- 


tended, and Helton testified, that the 
statements were actually authored by 
Arlington Heights Det, Gene Deck. The 
defense claimed Helton made the state- 
ments in exchange for special favors and 
a promised release. 


Heillngoetter, rejected the argument, 


saying police were not with Helton long 
enough to coach him to such a degree of 
proficiency. The judge said there- was a 
marked difference m "the relaxed and 
smoking defendant. . . telling his story 
smoothly," on the tapes and the-"hesi- 
tant" Helton on the stand, unable to re- 
call specific instances of coaching by the 
detectives. 


HELTON'S CLAIM that, although be 


was innocent of the crime, be made the 
incriminating statements on police prom- 
ises of freedom, was seen as dubious by 


Heillngoetter. 


The judge said It was a "rather 


strange inducement" of arrest and in- 
dictment for murder that would prompt 
a person to admit participation in the 
crime. 


Another strike against Helton was his 


"spontaneous aside" on one of the tapes 
describing how members of the robbery 
team tried on Talllon's wedding band, 
Heillngoetter said. 


In his statements, Helton had named 


four other young men as taking part In 
the crime. The account of who did the 
stabbing varied in the statements. 


Heillngoetter said it did not matter 


who struck the blows. Helton was clearly 
involved In the planning of the crime and 
remained with his alleged partners as 
they fled the state, the judge said. 


Helton was ordered held without bond 


in the County Jail until sentencing on 
Nov. 27. He had been free on bond since 
1972, when his first trial for the armed 
robbery-murder'was halted by Circuit 
Court Judge Daniel Ryan. 


RYAN RULED THE Arlington Heights 


police bad violated Helton's con- 
stitutional rights while be was.in their 
custody. His ruling was overturned this 


April by the Illinois Appellate Court, 
bringing about the new trial. 


Kamm had consistently attacked the 


conduct of the police and especially that 
of Deck's handling of Helton. 


After the trial, Deck and Lt George 


Ekblad, who led the investigation, said 
tney did not view the verdict as a vindi- 
cation of their conduct 


Saying they were not on trial, Ekblad 


said, "We never did anything wrong ... 
We followed the proper procedures." 


Kamm said the defense had been ham- 


pered by the lack of evidence and wit- 
nesses for the defense. "The fact that I 
had to call the policemen (Deck and Ek- 
blad) as defense witnesses, points this 
up," he said. 


Kamm vowed to continue his search 


for evidence to dear Helton but said he 
had no new leads in the five-year-old 
crime. He said one avenue he might fol- 
low is questioning of two of Helton's al- 
leged accomplices, who are now in a 
Georgia prison on charges stemming 
from their trip to Florida after the Tail- 
lon murder. 


"The only thing helpful at this polo",

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Rental rates should be raised, attorneys say 
'Illegal' subsidizing of school books may cost parents 


by KATHEB1NE BOYCE 


Local school districts may be violating 


niinoU law by subsidizing the cost of 
textbooks and, as a result, parents may 
find themselves paying more In book fees 
than ever before. 


The reason is Inflation. The cost of 


books has skyrocketed In the past few 
years and some school districts have 
been absorbing part of the increase in 
their budgets Instead of passing it on to 
parents. 


But school attorneys reluctantly point 


out that schools can't legally subsidize 
book fees. According to state law, a 
school district must pass on the "actual" 
cost of textbooks — even If It means rais- 
ing the rental fees charged to parents. 


Most school districts pick up a small 


percentage of the textbook cost simply 
because the actual cost Is difficult to 
compute accurately. But some districts 
In the Northwest suburbs have been pay- 
ing a large percentage of the cost of text- 
books. They're reluctant to raise the fees 
because It would be a hardship for many 
families. 


BOOK FEES ARE subsidized in Mount 


Prospect Dlst. 57, Prospect Heights Dlst.

23, Wheoling-Buffalo Grove Dlst 21, Pal- 
atine-Rolling Meadows Dlst.

Other districts In the area either do 


not charge fees or do not subsidize them. 


Julia Dempsey, attorney for County 


Schools Supt. Richard Martwtck, said it 
Is Illegal for a school district to subsidize 
the cost of books. "The basic Intent of 
the low Is that the rental fee should cov- 
er what It costs to provide textbooks," 
she said. Although subsidizing textbooks 
fees probably Is a minor infraction of the 
law It "certainly is not good policy," she 
said. 


But Mrs. Dempsey finds it difficult to 


fault a school district for picking up the 
cost of books. Sizable book fees for a 
family with several children are a "true 
hardship" even for middle-Income fami- 
lies, she said. Although the law does al- 
low a school to pay for books for families 
that can't afford the fees, she said, most 
families are embarrassed to ask for free 
books. 


Somebody has to pay for the increased 


cost of books. Right now the law says 


parents must pay but Bin. Dempsey be- ' 
lieves the law should be changed to take, 
the burden off the shoulders of parents. 
"The best thing would bo a change in 
the law that would allow every school 
district to provide free textbooks." 


MANY LOCAL SCHOOL districts are 


subsidizing'between 5 and 40 per cent of 
the cost of books. 


Increased prices is the main reason for 


the subsidy, but the need for newer text- 
books also is a factor. Most schools fig- 
ure a textbook has an average life of 
four to five years and the fees are fig- 
ured after the cost of the books Is pro- 
rated over that period. If a set of new 
books is purchased before the end of that 
period the fee is no longer accurate. 


In Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 book rental 


fees paid for 60 per cent of the cost of 
books and materials last year and the 
school paid the remaining 40 per cent* 


Supt Earl Suiter said last year was 


not typical of the district's textbook pur- 
, chases because the district bought more 
books than normal last year. Parents 
, now pay $8 per year for books used in 
kindergarten, $6 for first grade and $8 
for grades two through eight. 


After pro-rating the cost of books over 


a five-year period Prospect Heights Dist. 
Supt Edward Grodsky said the district 
stlfl picked up 30 per cent of the cost of 
books this year. The district usually sub- 
sidizes between 5 and 10 percent of the 
cost of books, be said, but this year the 
district bought several new books. 


HE SAID HE thinks the figure will be 


back to normal next year. Parents now 
pay $3 for kindergarten books, $12 for 
books in grades one through five and $10 
for sixth through eighth grades. 


Rental fees have not been raised for 


several years in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dlst. 21 and as a result the school pays 
for about 30 per cent of the cost of books. 
Because of Increases in tax revenue in 
the school budget the board of education 
has said there is no need to raise the 
book rental fee. 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist 15 sub- 


sidized about 9 per cent of the cost of 
textbooks last year and about 10 per cent 
this year. The rental price is $10, per 
year and hasn't been raised in several 
years, said Deputy Supt. Joseph Klszkk 
"We attempt to budget the amount we 
reveive with the amount we spent," he 


said. The school district is "hesitant to 
keep raising the price of fees," he said. ' 


Book rental fees may go up next year 


In High School Dlst. 214 said Roderick 
McLennan, assistant superintendent for 
instruction, because the $12 rental fee 
isn't covering the cost of books. Prices 
have increased and the district has bad 
to buy more books as it opens new nigh 
schools, he said. 


Book prices Increased by about 20 per 


cent in the last two years in Arlington 
Heights Dist. 25 and the district had to 
take about $5,000 out of its funds to pay 
for books last year. Des Plaines Dist 62 
subsidizes a small per cent of the cost of 
books and High School Dlst 211 raised 
its fee from $12 to $14 a few. years ago to 
try to keep up with the actual cost 


THE'SCHAUMBURG Township Dlst 


54 Board of Education solved its book fee 
problem by holding a referendum to 
eliminate all book fees. The referendum 
was passed Nov. 2. The district had been 
subsidizing about 24 per cent of the cost 
of its books. 
, According to the Illinois School Code, a 
school district must pass a referendum 
to offer free textbooks. Since schools are 


supported by taxes, they must have 
the approval of the voters to spend tax 
money on books, said Frank Bines, attor- 
ney for Dist 54. 
v 
. 


But the reasoning behind the need for 


a referendum also is the reason for 
charging book fees. "If you have to go to 
the voters to provide free textbooks then 
without that authority you must charge," 
Hlnes said. 


He said court cases and opinions from 


the Illinois Attorney General have inter- 
preted the law to mean that districts 
must pass on the actual cost of books 
• and they may not use tax money to sub- 
sidize any portion of the cost 


The court probably would not expect a 


district to pass on the cost of books to 
the penny, Hlnes said. It's "probably a 
theoretical impossibility to charge the 
actual cost," be said, but schools should 
compute the costs with a "reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy." 


After Dist 54 officials told voters the 


school could pay for books without rais- 
ing'taxes the referendum passed — by a 
margin of 9 to 1. The voter turnout was 
'higher for the book fee referendum 
than for the last school board election.

The club conducted a 
"negative" campaign and urged Demo- 
crats to give all three of their votes to 
Carey, said Mugalian, who added he 
campaigned on his record as an indepen- 
dent. 


Mugalian also had the disadvantage of 


being the last name on the ballot, having 
been outpolled by 1,700 votes by Carey In 
the April primary. 


LaFLEUR ALSO'didn't anticipate the 


election being so close. He believes many 
Republican voters may nave decided to 
sit this one out 


"It's largely because the people have 


been turned off by politics and did not go 
to the polls. It's the people's way of let- 
ting us know how they feel," said La- 
Fleur. 


Carey could not be reached for com- 
ment Wednesday. 


Mugalian Isn't ready to say that two 


Democrats from the 2nd District can 
capture scats in the House but hopes the 
results show a trend away from straight 
party voting. 


"I am hoping it (the results) means a

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Rental rates should be raised, attorneys say 
'Illegal' subsidizing of school books may cost parents 


by {CATHERINE BOYCE 


Local school districts may be violating 


Illinois law by subsidizing the coot of 
textbooks and, as a remit, parents may 
find themselves paying more In book fees 
than ever before. 


The reason Is Inflation. The cost of 


books has skyrocketed in the past few 
years and some school districts have 
been absorbing part of the Increase In 
their budgets Instead of passing It on to 
parents. 


But school attorneys reluctantly point 


out that schools can't legally subsidize 
book fees. According to state law, a 
school district must pass on the "actual" 
cost of textbooks — even If It means rals- 
Ing the rental fees charged to parents. 


Most school districts pick up a small 


percentage of the textbook cost simply 
because the actual cost Is difficult to 
compute accurately. But some districts 
In the Northwest suburbs have been pay- 
ing a large percentage of the cost of text- 
books. They're reluctant to raise the fees 
because It would be a hardship for many 
families.

Richard Martwick, said it 
Is Illegal for a school district to subsidize 
the cost of books. "The basic intent of 
the law Is that the rental fee should cov- 
er what It costs to provide textbooks," 
she said. Although subsidizing textbooks 
fees probably Is a minor infraction of the 
law It "certainly Is not good policy," she 
said. 
\. 


But Mrs. Dempsey finds It difficult to 


fault a school district for picking up the 
cost of books. Sizable book fees for a 
family with several children are a "true 
hardship" even for middle-Income fami- 
lies, she said. Although the law does al- 
low a school to pay for books for families 
that can't afford the fees, she said, most 
families arc embarrassed to ask for free 
books. 


Somebody has to pay for the Increased 


cost of books. Right now the law says 


parents must pay but Mrs. Dempsey D* 
lieves the law should be changed to take 
the burden off the shoulders of parents. 
"The best thing wouldrbe a. change in 
the law that would allow every school 
district to provide free textbooks." , - 


MANY LOCAL SCHOOL districts are 


subsidizing between S and 40 per cent of 
the cost of books. 


Increased prices is the main reason for 


the subsidy, but the need for newer text- 
books also is a factor. Most schools fig- 
ure a textbook has an average life of 
four to five years and the fees are fig- 
ured after the cost of the books is. pro- • 
rated over that'perlod. If a set of new 
books is purchased before the end of that 
period the fee is no longer accurate. 


In Mount Prospect Dlst 57 book rental 


fees paid for 60 per cent'of the cost of 
books and materials last year and the,: 
school paid the remaking 40 per cent. 
-. 


Supt. Earl Sutler said last year was 


not typical of the district's textbook pur- 
chases because the district bought more 
books than normal last- year. Parents 
now pay $5 per year for books used in 
kindergarten, $8 ,for first grade and $8 
for grades two through eight. 


After pro-rating the cost of books over 


a Bvfryear period Prospect Heights Dist. 
Supt Edward Grodsky said the district 
still picked up 30 per cent of the cost of 
' books this year. The district usually sub- 
sidizes between 5 and 10- per cent of the 
cost of books, he said, but tola year the 
district bought several new books. 


BE SAID HE thinks the figure will be 


back to-normal next year. Parents now 
pay $3 for kindergarten books, $12 for 
books in grades one through five and $10 
for sixth through eighth grades.. 


Rental fees have not been raised for 


several years in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
' Dlst 21 and as a result the school pays 
for about 30 per cent of the cost of books. 
Because of increases In tax revenue hi 
the school budget the board of education 
has said-there is no need to raise the 
book rental fee. 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist IS sub- 


sidized about 8 per cent of the cost of 
textbooks last year and about 10 per cent 
this year. The rental price Is $10 per 
year and hasn't been raised in several 
years, said Deputy Supt Joseph Mszka. 
"We attempt to budget the amount we' 
revelve with the amount we spent," he 


said. The school district is "hesitant to 
keep raising the price of fees," be said. 


Book rental fees may go up next year 


in High School Dist 214 said Roderick 
McLennan, n«i«t«"* superintendent for 
Instruction, because the $12 rental fee 
isn't covering the cost of books. Prices 
have Increased and the district has had 
to buy more books as it opens new high 
schools, he said. 


Book prices increased by about 20 per 


cent in ibe'last two years in Arlington 
Heights Dist 25 and the district had to 
take about $5,000 out of its funds to pay 
for books last year. Des Flames Dist. 62 
subsidizes a small per cent of the cost of 
books and High School Dist 211 raised

try to keep up with the actual cost 


THE SCHAUMBURG Township Dist 


54 Board of Education solved Its book fee 
problem by holding a referendum to 
eliminate all book fees. The referendum 


, was passed Nov. 2. The district had been 


subsidizing about 24 per cent of the cost 
of its book*. 


According to the Illinois School Code, a 


school district must pass a referendum 


., to offer free textbooks. Since schools are 


supported by taxes, they must have 
the approval of the voters to spend tax 
money on books, said Frank Hiaes, attor- 
ney for Dist. 54. 


But the reasoning behind the need for 


a referendum also is the reason for 
charging book fees. "If you have to go to 
the voters to provide free textbooks then 
without that authority you must charge," 
Hines said. 


He said court cases and opinions from 


the Illinois Attorney General have arter- 
preted the law to mean that districts 
must pass on the actual cost of books 
and they may not use tax money to sub- 
sidize any portion of the cost 


The court probably would not expect a 


district to pass on the cost of books to 
the penny, Hines said. It's "probably a 
theoretical Impossibility to charge the 
actual cost," he said, but schools should 
compute the costs with a "reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy." 


After Dist 54 officials told voters the 


school could pay for books _without rais- 
ing taxes the referendum passed — by • 
margin of 9 to 1. The'voter turnout was 
higher, for the book fee referendum 
than for the last school board election. •'

R o n a l d Helton was found guilty 


Wednesday of the I960 stabbing death of 
Fred J. Tolllon during an $87 gas station 
robbery In Arlington Heights. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Heilin- 


goetter said that while "It is immaterial 
who did the actual stabbing." Helton, 22, 
with hi* own words "clearly Indicated" 
his involvement hi the crime. • 


Helton, hands clasped in front of him, 


flush*] as the judge announced hla ver- 
dict In the fouiHlay bench trial at the 
Chicago Civic Center. While members of 
hli family wept openly, he wiped his 
eyes with bis shirt sleeve.

The victim's widow and son remained 


silent while Heillngoetter read his deci- 
sion. The Toilions bad attended every 
session of the trial. 


Helton's attorney said he will appeal 


the verdict and will continue his efforts 
to clear Helton of the murder and armed 
robbery charge*. • 


HEIUNQOETTER SAID the most Im- 


portant factor In reaching his decision 
was the contrast in Helton's demeanor as 


he appeared in three video-taped state- 
ments in 1969 and when he took the stand 
in his own defense Monday. 


The video-taped statements, taken by 


the Arlington Heights police, were the 
major issues of the trial. The statements, 
dated Dec. 26; Dec. 27 and Dec. 31,1969, 
showed Helton giving conflicting, yet in- 
criminating, versions of the robbery of 
the Arlington Park Shell service station, 
Euclid Avenue and Wilke Road, the 
morning of Nov. 11,1969. 


Defense attorney Melyin Kamm con- 


tended, and Helton testified, that the 
statements were actually authored by 
Arlington Heights Det Gene Deck. The 
defense claimed Helton made the state- 
ments in exchange for special favors and 
a promised release. 


HeUingoatter rejected' the argument, 


saying police were not,with Helton long 
enough to coach him to such a degree of 
proficiency. The judge said there was a 
marked difference m "the relaxed and 
smoking defendant... t*ning his story 
smoothly," on the tapes and the "hesi- 
tant" Helton on the stand, unable to re-

Elk Grove Township has contributed 


$4,666 of the 48,000 it pledged to the new- 
ly founded child-care organization, Shel- 
ter Inc. 


The agency, based In Arlington 


Heights, has been licensed by the state- 
as a child-welfare agency to train foster . 
parents and place abused, neglected and' 
dependent children in foster homes. The 
agency hopes to start placing children by 
mid-December. 


The township has pledged to support 


the agency with monthly endowments of 
$666.66 for one year. The money ap- 
proved for spending thus far covers the 
months of April through October of this 
year. • 


The agency will serve Palatine, 


Schaumburg and Wheeling townships as 
well as Elk Grove Township. 


The township day-care center has up- 


ped its enrollment to 32, just eight short 
of its 40-student capacity. Dora Fowler, 
director of the center, said the center's 
second classroom has been opened to ac- 
commodate the rising enrollment. All 
equipment for the center has arrived and 
been Installed, Mrs. Fowler said. 


Thirteen students at the center, at the 


Elk Grove Presbyterian Church, 600 E. 
Elk Grove Blvd., attend on a full town- 
ship subsidy while the remainder of stu- 
dents attend on a part-time basis and 
pay either a full or partial tuition, Mrs. 
Fowler said. Tuition is $30 per week.

Before the 
new law was passed in May, firemen- 
were excluded from the overtime law

Mount Prospect firemen average a 


50.4 hour work week, said Fire Chief 
Lawrence A. Pairitz, but several firemen 
also work during their off-duty, hours in 
the fire prevention bureau. Til bureau 
work does not earn the men overtime 
pay, as would be required under the new- 
law. 


The hiring of the additional seven men 


.should cost less than paying overtime 
said Pairitz and finance director Richard 
L. Jesse, who suggested the alternative 
accepted Tuesday by the village board. 
Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley has said 
those savings could amount to as much 
as $40,000 next year.

The program — in its second year — is 


designed to help preschool youngsters 
with special learning problems and is 
based at Bond School, 350 Wolf Rd., 
Mount Prospect 


"Most of my students have learning 


disability type problems such as delayed 
speech and language," Miss Meshulam 
said. "Most of the parents said they, 
knew their child had a problem but they 
just couldn't put their finger on it." 


THE PROGRAM IS open to all young- 


sters in the. district. Parents 'make an 
appointment for tests and 'interviews 
through the school district adminis- 
tration. Minimum age for the program is 
3 years.' 


"We test by developmental ages to see 


if the children have all the skills for their 
age level," Miss Meshulam said. "If par- 
ents suspect there la an emotional or

I'm 
exhausted when she leaves."' 


Correct work is rewarded with colored 


chips, which are redeemable for a prize. 


"I believe In positive reinforcement — 


I make a big deal when they say a word 
correctly. They are so1 proud they can 
say something another person can under- 
stand," Miss Meshulam said. 


THE PRESCHOOL teacher recounts 


one time when a student learned to say 
the word "apple." 


"She was so proud that she said apple 


for everything. Her mother went to her 
room that night and heard her singing 
apple to herself," Miss Meshulam said. 


Parent involvement Is a baste part of 


the program, said Miss Meshulam, who 
meets with mothers after each lesson. 


"I sometimes invite the mother to sit 


in on the lesson. I always talk with them 
afterwards to tell what we did and what 
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followup should be done at home," she 
said. 


The preschool youngsters will continue 


to receive help when they enter the regu- 
lar school program, she added. > 


Meeting the needs of youngsters is dif- 


ficult because every child Is completely 
different, Miss Meshulam said. 


"It's a lot of work but it's really worth 


It."

MANY LOCAL SCHOOL districts are 


subsidizing between 5 and 40 per cent of 
the cost of books. 


Increased prices is the main reason for 


the subsidy, but the need for newer text- 
books also is a factor. Most schools fig- 
ure a textbook has an average life of 
four to five years and the fees are fig- 
ured after the cost of the books is pro- 
rated over that period. If a set of new 
books is purchased before the end of that 
period the fee Is no longer accurate. 


In Mount Prospect Dist. 57 book rental 


fees paid for 60 per cent of the cost of 
books and materials last year and the 
school paid the remaining 40 per cent. 


Supt Earl Sutler said last year was 


not typical of the district's textbook pur- 
chases because the district bought more 
.books than normal last year. Parents 
now pay $5 per year for books used in 
kindergarten, $6 for first grade and $8 
for grades two through eight. 


After pro-rating the cost of books over 


a five-year period Prospect Heights Dist. 
Supt. Edward Orodsky said'the district 
still picked up 30 per cent of the cost of 
books this year. The district usually sub- 
sidizes between 5 and 10 per cent of the 
cost of books, he said, but this year the 
district bought several new books. 


BE SAID BE thinks the figure will be 


back to'normal next year. Parents now 
pay $3 for kindergarten' books, $12 for 
books In grades one through five and $10 
for sixth through eighth grades. 


Rental fees have not been raised for 


several years in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dist. 21 and as a result the school pays 
for about SO per cent of the cost of books. 
Because1 of Increases In tax revenue in 
the school budget the board of education 
has said there is no need to raise the 
book rental fee. 
. Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 sub- 
sidized about 9 per cent of the cost of 
textbooks last year and about 10 per cent 
this year.

Book rental fees may go up next year 


to High School Dist. 214: said Roderick 
McLennan, assistant superintendent for 
instruction, because the $12 rental fee 
isn't covering the cost of books.

Book prices increased by about 20 per. 


cent in the last two years in Arlington 
Heights Dist 25 and the district had to 
take about 15,000 out of Its funds to pay 
for books last year. Des Plaines Dist 62 
subsidizes a small per cent of the cost of 
books and High School Dist 211 raised 
its fee from $12 to $14 a few years ago to 
try to keep up with the actual cost 


THE SCHAUMBURG Township Dist 


'54 Board of Education solved its book fee 
problem by holding a referendum to 
eliminate all book fees. The referendum 
'.was passed Nov. 2. The district had been 
subsidizing about 24 per cent of the cost 
'of Its books. 
• According to the Illinois School Code, a 
school district must pass a .referendum 
to offer free textbooks. Since schools are 
supported by taxes, they must'have 
the approval of the voters to spend tax 
money on books, said Frank Hines, attor- 
ney for Dist. 54. 


But the reasoning behind the need for 


a referendum also is the reason for 
charging book fees. "If you have to go to 
the voters to provide free textbooks then 
without that authority, you must charge," 
Hines said.

He said court .cases and opinions from 


'the Illinois Attorney General have inter- 
preted the law to mean that districts 
must pass on the actual cost of books 
and they may not use tax money to sub- 
sidize any portion of the cost. 


The court probably would not expect a 


district to pass on the cost of books to 
the penny, Hines said. It's "probably a 
theoretical Impossibility to charge the 
actual cost," he said, but schools should 
compute the costs with a "reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy." 


After Dist..54 officials told voters the 


school could par for books .without rais- 
ing taxes the referendum passed — by a 
margin of 0 to 1. The voter turnout was 
higher for the book fee referendum 
than for the last school board election.

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Referendum required 
Park study findings: 
tax increase needed 


A referendum next spring to incrccse 


the tax rale seems to be the major solu- 
tion to the Arlington Heights Park Dis- 
trict's financial problems. 


The tax increase has been recommend- 


ed by a majority'of 12 members of a 
special cttltens' committee, appointed 
last summer to study the district's fu- 
ture. 
> 


The group submitted written recom- 


mendations this week. The recommenda- 
tions will be compiled Into one major 
package that the committee will vote on 
Dec. 5 and present to the park board be* 
fore Jan. 1. 


John Woods, former Arlington Heights 


village president, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said he believes there Is a "gen- 
eral consensus among the committee 
members that a referendum and a defer- 
red maintenance package might be the 
best solution." 
. SOME COMMITTEE! members have 
recommended a well-planned and well* 
organized referendum, "that would offer 
enough time to sufficiently explain the 
purpose of the referendum to the tax- 
payers so that they understand the need 
for one," Wood said. 


Park district officials say the cost of 


operating and expanding park district fa- 
cilities and services has exceeded the 
district's available financial resources, 
The district has been forced to cut back 
employes and programs because-! park 
revenues have been less-than expenses. 


Because of the financial problems'the 


committee was appointed to review the 
district's financial situation and recom- 
mend changes. 


Herbert W. Carl, a committee mem- 


ber, laid that residents may oppose the 
referendum by 'voting against their tax 
bill going up." 


"But, a wen-planned, well-organized 


referendum could be approved by voters 
If they were sold on the benefits," be 
said. 


CARL MENTIONED the responsibility 


, of maintaining "a high standard of com- 


munity services," and the fact that real 
estate tax bills have decreased in the vil- 
lage during the past two years as points 
that would support a referendum. 


Woods believes there is "a significant 


and strong" minority of committee mem- 
bers who are In favor of a merger be- 
tween the park district and the village. 


Recommendations of the committee 


also encourage a -close cooperation be- 


twecn the park district, the village, and 
the school districts in Arlington Heights. 
Other committee members favor an even- 
tual and partial merging of the park dis- 
trict and the village. 


Victor H.-Beisler, another committee 


member, suggests that some systtm be 
worked out with the Village of Arlington 
Heights to "provide as much as possible 
of housing, maintenance, purchase of 
park equipment . . . village personnel 
used to maintain parks ... and running 
accounting, purchasing, payroll through 
the village," he said. 


SOME MEMBERS explained that the 


merging of the park district and the vil- 
lage, or the establishment of a strong co- 
operation between the two, would pro- 
vide maximum use of public buildings, 
equipment, and personnel. 


Wood said that the committee mem- 


bers have singled out two causes for the 
park district's financial problems hi their 
reports, being inflation and the failure of 
past park district referendums to pass. 


"It's all had an accumulative,effect 


that has resulted in what the present 
status of the park district is today," be 
said. 


Judge finds Helton guilty of murder

R o n a l d Helton was found guilty 


Wednesday of the 1969 stabbing death of 
Fred J. Talllon during an $87 gas station 
robbery In Arlington Heights. 


Circuit Court Judge Jacques F. Hellln- 


goettcr said that while "It Is immaterial 
who did the actual stabbing," Helton, 22, 
with his own words "clearly indicated" 
hit Involvement in the crime. 


Helton, hands clasped in front of him, 


flushed as the judge announced his ver- 
dict in the four-day bench trial at the 
Chicago Civic Center. While members of 
his family wept openly, he wiped his 
cyet with his shirt sleeve. 


The victim's widow and son remained 


silent while Heilingoetter read his deci- 
sion. The TalUons had attended every 
session of the trial. . . 


Helton's attorney said he will appeal 


the verdict and will continue his efforts 
to clear Helton of the murder and armed 
robbery charges. 


HEILINGOETTER SAID the most im- 


portant factor in reaching his decision 
was the contrast In Helton's demeanor as 
he appeared In three video-taped state- 
ments In 1989 and when be took the stand 
in his own defense Monday. 


The video-taped statements, taken by 
lie Arlington Heights police, were the 
major Issues of the trial. The statements, - 
dated Dec. 2C; Dec: 27 and Dec. 31,1969, 
showed Helton giving conflicting, yet in-1 
criminating, versions of the, robbery of 
the Arlington Park Shell service station,' 
Euclid Avenue and WUke Road, the 
mominfofN6v.ll.l989. 


Defense attorney Metvin Kanun con- 


loaded, and Helton testified, that the 
statements were actually authored by 
Arlington Heights Det. Gene Deck. The 


List oi key events in case 


The case against Ronald Helton has 


been a long and tangled one. Some of the 
key events leading to his conviction are: 


• A series of five statements, three of 


them video taped, by Helton to the 'Arling 
ton Heights police in December 1969 im- 
plicates himself and four other young 
men In the crime.

ments hi April, 1970. The other suspects 
have their charges dropped and Helton, 
alone, will stand trial for the murder- 
robbery.

Heilingoetter rejected the argument, 


saying police were not with Helton long 
enough to coach him to such a degree of 
proficiency .'The judge'said there was a - 
marked difference1 in ."the relaxed and 
smoking defendant.'. . telling bis story 
smoothly," on the .tapes and the "hesi- 
tant" Helton on the stand, unable to re- 
call specific instances of coaching by the 
detectives.

HELTON'S CLAIM that, although'he

Neiv barrier 
blocks C&NW 
rail crossing

Another barrier is blocking the pro- 


posed railroad crossing between Ridge 
and Walnut avenues, a north-south con- 
nection village officials have been trying 
to make for more than seven years. 


The Chicago and North Western Ry. 


now refuses to install wood crossing 
planks and automatic signal gates be- 
tween the two streets because, it says, 
the village has not paid nearly $17,000 for 
the right-of-way across the tracks. 


Village officials say there is no right- 


of-way compensation mentioned in the 
1<WO order of the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission that approved the grade cross- 
ing. And they have instructed Village 
Atty. Jack M.Siegel to seek an emergen- 
cy commerce commission decision order- 
ing the railroad to complete the work. 


"Tills request from the railroad is sim- 


ply from left field as far as I'm con- 
cerned," Sicgel said. 


"The village has construed that it can 


take over our property without payment 
and we don't accept it," a spokesman for 
the railroad said Wednesday. 


THE DISPUTE MAY be resolved Nov. 


19 when attorneys for the railroad are 
scheduled to ask the commerce commis- 
sion for additional money to cover in- 
creased cost of the crossing work. "The 
tight-of-way compensation goes right 
along with tliis,*; the North Western 
spokesman said. 


In the meantime, Ridge Avenue, which 


was extended north of the railroad tracks 
tliis summer at a cost of $127,000, re- 
mains what it has always been — a dead 
end street.

'Illegal' subsidizing of school books may cost parents

Local school districts may be violating 


Illinois law by subsidizing the cost of 
textbooks and, as a result, parents may 
find themselves paying more In book fees 
than ever before. 


The reason Is Inflation. The cost of 


books has skyrocketed In the past few 
years and some school districts have 
been absorbing part of the Increase in 
their budgets Instead of passing It on to 
parents. 


But school attorneys reluctantly point 


out that schools can't legally subsidize 
book fees. According to state law, a 
school district must pass on the "actual" 


cost of textbooks — even if it means rais- 
ing the rental fees charged to parents. 


Most school districts pick up a small 


percentage of the textbook cost simply 
because the actual cost Is difficult to 
compute accurately. But some districts 
in the Northwest suburbs have been pay- 
ing a large percentage of the cost of text- 
books. They're reluctant to raise the fees 
because it would be a hardship for many 
families.

Other districts in the area either do 


not charge fees or do not subsidize them. 


Julia Dempsey, attorney for County 


Schools Supt Richard Martwick, said it 
Is illegal for a school district to subsidize 
the cost of books. "The basic intent of 
the law is that the rental fee should cov 
er what it costs to provide textbooks," 
she said. Although subsidizing textbooks 
fees probably is a minor infraction of the 
law it "certainly is not good policy," she 
said. t 
. 
/ 


"But Mrs. Dempsey finds it difficult to 
fault a school district for picking up the 
cost of books. Sizable book fees for a 
family with several children are a "true 
hardship" even for middle-income fami- 
lies, she said. Although the law does al- 
'ow a school to pay for books for familiM 
that can't afford the fees, she said, most 
families are embarrassed to ask for free 
books. 


Somebody has to pay for the increased 


cost of books'. Right now the law aays 
parents must pay but Mrs. Dempsey be- 
lieves* the law should be changed to take 
the burden off the-shoulders of parents. 
"The best thing would be a change in 
the law that would allow every school 
district to provide free textbooks." 


MANY LOCAL SCHOOL districts are 


subsidbdng.between 5 and 40 per c*nt of 
the cost of books. 


Increased prices is the main reason for 


the subsidy, but the need for newer text- 
books also is a factor. Most schools fig- 
ure a textbook has an average life of 
•four to five years and the fees are fig- 
ured' after the cost of the books is pro- 
rated over that period. If a set of new 
books is purchased before the end of that 
period the fee is no longer accurate.

Resident finds friendship 
can go back 30 years 


An Arlington Heights man went 


back 30 years and several thousand 
miles recently to where he was sta- 
tioned immediately after World War 
II, and found some friendly, familiar 
faces. 


Jacob Herr, 901N. Douglas, joined 


about 15 former members of Ms 
Army infantry division, the "Cactus 
Company," and their wives on a bus 
tour of the Europe they knew In 1944- 
45. Herr and two friends took a side 
trip to Scharnitz, Austria, while vis- 
iting Innsbruck, and dropped in on 
the Albln Reinpold family. 


Relnpold Is the son of the man with 


whom Herr stayed during the Ameri- 
can occupation of the Austrian Tyrol 
section immediately after the war. 


The two men stood face to face for a 
moment, and then Reinpold smiled 
and called Herr by name. 


The two men became acquainted 


when Reinpold returned to Scbarnitz 
from his duty in the German army. 
Once enemies, the two men shared , 
six months in Scharnitz and many 
stories, and became friends. 


Herr has a photo album filled with 


pictures of the Reinpolds, the Draxls, 
another Scharnitz family he knew af- 
ter the war, and other memories of 
his summer trip. But the thrill of 
seeing Reinpold after 30 years and 
hearing him remember his name 
was the best memory of all, Herr 
.said. 


"That was worth the whole trip." > 
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Supt. Earl Slitter said last year was 


not typical of the district's textbook pur- 
chases because the district bought more 
books than normal last year. Parents 
now pay $5 per year for books used In 
kindergarten, $6 for first grade and $8 
for grades two through eight 


After pro-rating the cost of books over 


a five-year period Prospect Heights Dlst. 
Supt Edward Grodsky said the district 
still picked up 30 per cent of the cost of 
books this year. The district usually sub- 
sidizes between S and 10 per cent of the 
cost of books, he said, but this year the 
district bought several new books. 


HE SATO HE .thinks the figure will be 


back to normal next year. Parents now 
pay $3 for kindergarten books, $12 for 
books in grades one through five and $10 
for sixth through eighth grades. 


Rental fees nave not been raised for 


several years in Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dist 21 and as a result the school pays 
for about 30 per cent of the cost of books. 
Because of Increases in tax revenue In 
the school budget the board of education 
has said there is no need to raise the 
book rental fee. 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist 15 sub- 


sidized about 9 per cent of the cost of 
textbooks last year and about 10 per cent 
this year. The rental price is $10 per 
year and hasn't been raised in several 
years, said Deputy Supt. Joseph Kiszka. 
"We attempt to budget the amount we 
reveive with the amount we spent," he 
said. The school district is "hesitant to 
keep raising the price of fees," he said. 


Book rental fees may go up next year 


in High School Dist. 214 said Roderick 
McLennan, assistant superintendent for 
instruction, because the $12 rental fee 
isn't covering the cost of books. Prices 
have Increased and Jhe district has had 
to buy more books as it opens new high 
schools, he said. 


Book prices increased by about 20 per 


cent in the last two years in Arlington 
Heights Dlst. 25 and the district had to 
take about $5,000 out of its funds to pay 
for books last year. Des Plalnes Dist 62 
subsidizes a small per cent of the cost of 
books and High School Dist 211 raised 
Its fee from $12 to $14 a few years ago to 
try to keep up with the actual cost 


TUB SCHAUMBURG Township Dist 


54 Board of Education" solved Its book fee 
problem by holding a referendum to 
eliminate all book fees. The referendum 
was passed Nov. 2. The district had been 
subsidizing about 24 per cent of the cost 
of its books. 


According to the Illinois School Code, a 


school district must pass a referendum 
to offer free textbooks. Since schools are 
supported by taxes, they must have 
the approval of the voters to spend tax 
money on books, said Frank Hines, attor- 
ney for Dlst 54. 


But the reasoning behind the need for 


a referendum also is the reason for 
charging book fees. "If you have to go to 
the voters to provide free textbooks then 
without that authority you must charge," 
Hines "said. . 


He said court cases and opinions from 


the Illinois Attorney General have inter- 
preted the law to mean that districts 
must pass on the actual cost of books 
and they may not use tax money to sub- 
sidize any portion of the cost. 


The court probably would not expect a 


district to pass on the cost of books to 
the penny, Hines said. It's "probably a 
theoretical impossibility to charge the 
actual cost," be said, but schools should 
compute the costs with ^"reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy." "-' 


After Dist 54 officials told voters the 


school could pay for books without rais- 
ing taxes the referendum passed — by a 
margin of 9 to 1. The voter turnout was 
higher for the book fee referendum 
than for the last school board election.
